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Chapter 1 
The Fifty Niners 


They “struck” oil in the hills of Western Pennsylvania 
on August 20, 1859. 

Just as they had trekked to California and its famous 
gold strike ten years before, every adventurer, prospector, 
down-and-outer, sharpster, gambler and chippie, who were 
not otherwise tied down, joined to trek to easy riches. 

They called this oil Black Gold. John T. Flynn, one of 
the best writers on politics and economics of our times, 
called it God’s Gold. Minerologists called it petroleum. 

Just as gold was the basis for a dozen fabulous fortunes, 
oil proved the basis for a thousand. The founder of the 
Rockefeller oil fortune ironically didn’t join the Gold Rush 
of 1859. Altho he was a sharp business man in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania’s Western border state, he didn’t think 
enough of the prospects of oil making him rich to leave his 
commission business in Cleveland. 

It was an inspection trip to Titusville, financed by other 
Cleveland businessmen, that first acquainted the 20-year- 
old John D. Rockefeller with the gold potential of oil spout- 
ing out of the ground. 

Even then, young John was conservative. He decided 
that of the three phases of the budding and hectic young 
oil industry — production, transportation and refining — 
the latter promised the greatest profits. It is a matter of 
record that the Rockefeller family fortune, at present. esti- 
mated by some at over $200 billion dollars, came from oper- 
ations in all three fields. 

There is one single unit of the House of Rockefeller 
(Standard Oil Company of New Jersey) that is worth half 
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a trillion dollars. This was accumulated thru intelligent 
and ruthless development, bribery of railroad and public 
cfficials, price fixing and gifts from the American tax- 
payers (courtesy of Franklin D. Roosevelt). 

Godfrey Rockefeller, John D’s grandfather, was born in 
Germantown, N. Y., in 1785, of German-born parents who 
had migrated to America. Godfrey married Lucy Avery 
of Great Barrington, Mass. This couple had ten children, 
the third being a large red-haired boy whom they named 
William Avery. 

William Avery grew to manhood and in 1837, married 
Eliza Davison, much against the wishes of her father. Six 
children were born to this union. Lucy was the oldest. 
Then followed John Davison, William Avery, Jr., Mary 
Ann and the twins, Frank and Francis. The latter died in 
infancy. 

William and Frank were destined to play minor parts 
in the rise to the fame and fortune of John D. William Sr., 
who was called by the neighbors “Old Bill” to distinguish 
him from Bill Jr., was a peddler of patent medicines. 

According to historians Old Bill spent most of his time 
away from home on mysterious missions. From time to 
time he would show up well heeled with money and tales of 
his conquests and experiences. It is said that Old Bill lived 
by his wits and would “turn” an honest or dishonest dollar 
any way he could. 

The friendly biography of John D. Rockefeller (the 
“doc’s” eldest son), by Prof. Allan Nevins of Columbia 
University and Rockefeller’s Council on Foreign Relations, 
says “doc” sold raw petroleum at $25 a pint, or whatever 
he could get for it, as an alleged cure for cancer. 

Author Nevins reports that “Old Bill” got in trouble 
with the law, had to migrate and the family hit upon hard 
times. But the “doc” was shrewd and managed to keep 
the family in food, altho there were times when he didn’t 
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do much else. Nevins said these lapses in earning power 
by the head of the family intensified in young John D. an 
instinctive penuriousness and obsession for money, money 
and more money. 

“This was further intensified,” he said, “by the training 
the father gave his sons, mayhap unintentionally and in- 
stinctively, to make amends for failing to provide adequate- 
ly at all times for the family, a training that would help 
materially in keeping the wolves from their doors.” 

Nevins quotes “Old Bill’s” boast to his crony, Uncle John 
Webster: 

“I cheat my boys every chance I get. I want to make 
"ет sharp. I trade with the boys and skin ’em and I just 
beat ’em every time I can. I want to make ’em sharp.” 

And he did, for John D. wasn’t 30 years old before he 
skinned 24 competitors in the oil refining field by bribing 
the presidents of three railroads to give him rebates on his 
own shipments, and on the shipments of every competitor. 

Old Bill must have been quite a guy. On one of his trips 
home with a real full purse he hired a domestic girl to help 
his wife with the house chores. Ann had a baby and the 
wagging tongues said Old Bill was the father. Anyhow, 
15 months after her confinement Old Bill was indicted for 
rape (1849) by a Cayuga County grand jury. 

He asked his father-in-law to go his bail. John Davison 
not only refused, but sued him for $1,500 he had borrowed 
several years before. And while the man was “down” the 
reighbors, who never did like his braggadocio tactics, de- 
cided to kick him some more. 

They accused him of being behind all the horse thievery 
that had been going on in Cayuga County, and intimated 
his mysterious trips away from home were for the purpose 
of disposing of the stolen equines. Nothing was ever 
proven on this score and not even a grand jury investiga- 
tion was asked. 
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William Avery Rockefeller skipped out and the few times 
he returned home he would come at night by stealth and 
enter his house by his wife’s bedroom window. Finally in 
1853, when John D. was 14, he packed up and moved to 
Ohio, permanently away from the law of Pennsylvania. 
Mrs. Rockefeller then took the five children and moved her 
home from Moravia to Owego. 

It developed that “Old Bill” had driven his team through 
Cleveland to a small village southwest, called Strongsville. 
He sent for his family and ensconsced them in a liveable 
house, but still he spent most of his time away from home. 

One of his Strongsville neighbors was a character called 
“Uncle Joe” Webster who became somewhat of a crony of 
the itinerant family man. 

Once Uncle Joe went on a trip and reached the village of 
Richfield in Summit County, Ohio. Inside the hotel on the 
wall he saw a sign reading: “Dr. Wm. A. Rockefeller, the 
Celebrated Cancer Specialist, here for one day only. All 
cases of Cancer Cured unless too far gone, and then they 
can be greatly benefited.” 

John T. Flynn in his excellent biography of John D. 
titled ‘“‘God’s Gold” quoted “Uncle John”: 

“Could this be Big Bill Rockefeller from Strongsville? 
Uncle Joe did not have to wait long. For a little later a 
crowd gathered outside the hotel around the buggy of a big 
man in a long black coat and with a big dark red beard. 
Going outside Webster found Bill Rockefeller beginning to 
talk — his high pitch, as it was called then and still is. 

“So this is what Bill Rockefeller did for a living. He 
was a pitch man. And he called himself Dr. Rockefeller! 
Uncle Joe called him Doc. And thereafter he was called 
Doc Rockefeller. Apparently he was doing well too, for 
he charged $25.00 for a cancer treatment, though he sold 
his medicine in bottles for a smaller sum. 

“Here doubtless was the explanation of his move to 
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Strongsville. As the immigrant wagons passed through 
Cleveland and then continued the long journey over the 
plains Westward their road lay directly past Strongsville. 
Here was a rich territory for the medicine man. Travel- 
ing in primitive ways, ailments were plentiful and the 
travelers always had some funds with which to buy rem- 
edies. 

“And so Doc Rockefeller must have found it profitable 
to keep close to that incessant stream of pioneers as they 
headed for the new country. His attention was probably 
called to Strongsville by the presence there of the Humi- 
stan family — distant relatives. 


“Webster talked with him after his show that night and 
the Doctor grew expansive about his operations. He said 
he had been traveling in ever-widening circles and had car- 
ried his doctoring into Iowa. He was spending more and 
more time in that state. He told Webster how he was buy- 
ing up new land there. 

“And he boasted of the devious ways in which he was 
getting it. He loaned money to farmers at 12%. But he 
tried to lend farmers who couldn’t pay so he could fore- 
close on them and take the farms. 

“The good Doctor was a boastful man and he loved to tell 
tales about his own shrewdness. Living by his wits, in 
daily contact with skeptical crowds on whose minds he had 
to play with his old-fashioned, high-flown ‘med’ oratory, 
it was natural he should come to put smartness among the 
cardinal virtues.” 

From here we pick up the thread of the life of John D. 
Rockefeller, Sr., whose empire building was patterned after 
a then up-and-coming financial pirate J. P. Morgan, at 
that time in the process of building America’s first Invis- 
ible Government. 

In Lewis Corey’s “The House of Morgan” we find well 
documented fact that the House of Morgan, like the House

of Rockefeller, was founded on what the timid would mere- 
ly call “slick practices” but which others would call down- 
right dishonesty. 

J. Pierpont Morgan, the First, dodged the Civil War 
draft twice by buying his way out with $300 — a custom 
which was common among the well-to-do in 1861. He 
went into what would now be called black marketing — or 
worse, and bribery is said to have had a lot to do with both 
ends of the transaction which started him on the way to 
riches. 

He induced the War Department to sell him a large con- 
signment of Army rifles at $1 and $2 each. The rifles were 
marked “condemned”, but whether they had ever gone thru 
the inspection process is not known. 

Shortly thereafter Morgan sold the same rifles back to 
the same War Department for $22 a piece. This deal 
smelled so badly that Congress investigated. We quote 
from Author Corey’s THE HOUSE OF MORGAN: 

“The investigating committee reported frauds in 104 
cases and refused payment of $17,000, out of $50,000 ou 
contracts. J. Pierpont Morgan appeared in the case as fi- 
nancing the sale to the government of the government’s 
own arms at an extortionate profit. The facts as in the 
Congressional Reports, Case No. 97 J. Pierpont Morgan. 
Claim for payment of ordinance stores . . . Referred by spe- 
cial direction of the Secretary of War... Claim, $58,175. 

“In 1852, certain unserviceable ordinance stores were 
condemned by inspecting officers of the Army, among 
them a batch of Hall’s carbines, which were thereafter sold 
from time to time at prices ranging from $1 to $2 apiece. 
Upon the outbreak of war an adventurer Arthur Eastman 
negotiated for the purchase of these carbines. 

“After haggling over price and terms, the War Depart- 
ment issued instructions to sell Eastman 5,000 carbines at 
$3.50, to be paid for at once. The prospective buyer, hav- 
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ing no money of his own, tried to buy the carbines 1,000 at 
a time payable in ninety days and was refused. 


“Eastman was unable to raise the necessary money until 
a corrupt speculator, Simon Stevens, agreed to make a 
loan of $20,000 in return for a lien on the carbines (which 
Eastman had not purchased and which were still govern- 
ment property) and an agreement to sell them to Stevens 
at $12.50 apiece. АП Eastman offered in this transaction 
was a letter from the War Department which magically 
produced a profit of $20,000. 


“It was not Stevens’ money which Eastman received, but 
a draft issued by J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. which was sold 
by Eastman to Ketchum, Son & Co. who, according to Mor- 
ris Ketchum’s testimony, expected to get their money out of 
Mr. Morgan when he gets his. (Ketchum refused to tell 
the investigating committee what his profit was on the 
deal, that “being private business which the government 
has no right to inquire into.’’) 


“Although desperately in need of arms the government 
was not using any of the Hall carbines condemned as unfit 
and dangerous for military use. Simon Stevens offered 
the carbines for sale in a telegram to General J. C. Fre- 
mont, saying I have 5,000 carbines for sale, which was un- 
true, no purchase having been made and the carbines be- 
ing still government property stored in a government ar- 
senal. 


“Fremont, needing arms badly and in business as gentle 
as a girl and confiding as a woman, accepted Stevens’ of- 
fer, the price being $22. The day after the receipt of Fre- 
mon’t telegraphic acceptance, Arthur Eastman bought the 
5,000 carbines at $3.00 each from the War Department, 
payment of $17,486 being made by J. Pierpont Morgan. 
When the ‘sale’ was made to General Fremont ‘the arms 
were still the property of the government,’ reported the 
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investigating committee, ‘the proposal being to sell the 
government its own arms.’ 

“The government not only sold, one day, for $17,486 
arms which it had agreed to the day before repurchase for 
$109,912, making a loss to the United States on the trans- 
action of $92,426, but virtually furnished the money to 
pay itself the $17,486 which it received. Moreover, the 
arms were more dangerous to the Union troops than to the 
Confederates.” 


Heeled with this kind of money, J. P. Morgan, one of the 
smartest and most unconscionable of his time, proceeded to 
pile up fortune after fortune by this investment and that. 
In the late 80’s and 90’s a compilation by the author of 
THE HOUSE OF MORGAN showed that—: 

The interlocked Morgan-Stillman-Baker combination 
held a total of 341 directorships with aggregate resources 
and capitalization of $22,245,000,000, as follows: 

Thirty-four banks and trust companies — 118 director- 
ships; resources $2,679,000,000 (13 percent of all banking 
resources). 

Ten insurance companies — 30 directorships; resources 
$2,293,000,000 (57 per cent of all insurance resources). 

Thirty-two transportation companies — 105 director- 
ships, capitalization, $11,784,000,000, mileage, 150,000. 

Twenty-four industrial and commercial companies — 
63 directorships; capitalization, $3,339,000,000. 

Twelve public-utility companies — 25 directorships; 
capitalization, $2,150,000,000. 

With this accumulation of wealth, and control of the in- 
dustrial life of the nation, Morgan became the most power- 
ful single individual of his time. Needless to say, he hesi- 
tated not a second in bribing public officials in New York 
City and the nation. 

By this time (1854) young John Rockefeller was 15 
years old. His father arranged for him to live in Cleve- 
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land and go to Central High School. Taking a cheap room- 
ing house he lived frugally, his only “extravagance” being 
the joining of a Baptist Church near his boarding house. 

At Central High School he met Laura Celeste Spellman, 
who was in the class ahead of his. Two years of high 
school found him restless to begin earning money on a full- 
time basis. 


He had saved every cent he made since he was eight 
years old except a few pennies and dimes he gave to the 
church. At the end of his sophomore high school year he 
entered Bryant & Stratton’s Business College and gradu- 
ated in bookkeeping. 

His first job was with a commission house at $3.50 a 
week. In three months he wangled a promotion to $25 a 
month and a year later to $400 a year. Living was cheap 
in those days and he saved the greater portion of his earn- 
ings. 

In early 1858 he found his boss, a member of the firm, 
was getting $2,000 a year as the head bookkeeper while 
John did most of the work. He asked for a raise to $800 and 
didn’t get it. However, he did get $700. 

So when a young ambitious Englishman, ten years older, 
named Maurice B. Clark came along and proposed that 
they enter the commission business together it was a deal. 
Clark put up $2,000. Rockefeller had saved $800. 

He went to his father. Since the cancer “business” was 
thriving “Old Bill” had pledged to give each son $1,000 on 
his 21st birthday to enable him to “get a start in life”. 

John asked for his $1,000 five years ahead of the due 
date. “Old Bill” said “OK, but I’ll charge you 10% inter- 
est”. It was a deal and John D. paid “Old Bill” $500 in- 
terest on his 21st birthday. 

Clark & Rockefeller, commission merchants, opened for 
business on April 1, 1858, with $2,800 capital. The first 
year the partners netted $4,000, the second year $14,000. 
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The oil strike in Western Pennsylvania evidently didn’t 
make much of an impression on the future Oil King. He 
stuck to his commission business which prospered beyond 
his wildest dreams, partly because of his attention to de- 
tail, his thrift and penury and the fact that everybody 
needed food. 

The first time he ever heard of oil was out of curiosity. 
An old college mate of one of his teachers at Central High 
School came to visit the school. He had a bottle with a 
dark liquid in his pocket. The teacher took the bottle and 
held it up to the class. 

“This is petroleum” he said. 

“And what is petroleum?” asked the curious John Rocke- 
feller. 

The teacher explained. 

“Petroleum is a mineral found in a good many places. 
Some people use it for medicine. In a few places it is used 
as an illuminant. It is found floating on the surface of 
most of the creeks in Western Pennsylvania. I believe it 
can be refined and used as kerosene is used. 

Still Johnny Rockefeller wasn’t impressed. 

A year after the oil strike, some Cleveland business men 
got the idea in their heads that there could be money in oil. 
They decided to investigate before they invested. Look- 
ing around for a good level-headed “agent”, who could be 
depended on to bring back a sound report, they selected the 
then 20-year-old commission merchant. 

His report was that there was oil — and plenty of it — 
in the Western Pennsylvania hills and it was even floating 
on the creeks. But, of the three divisions of the petroleum 
industry (production, transportation and refining) the re- 
porter thought the refining industry offered the best prof- 
its and the best future. 

The War Between the States came on and neither Rocke- 
feller nor Clark had any stomach for freeing the slaves, but 
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they did take full advantage of other people’s misfortunes. 
The Army, which would pay any price for anything it 
wanted in a hurry, opened up a lush field for the two young 
salesmen and commission merchants. 

They not only sold provisions to the Army, but oil and 
whiskey. 

When oil began to interest them as a permanent propo- 
sition they met up with another Englishman (Sam An- 
drews) who was a mechanical genius. Andrews had in- 
vented a new process to make a better quality of oil and a 
larger percentage of the refined product from the crude. 

They built a refinery for Andrews by putting up $4,000 
of their profits and taking a controlling interest in the en- 
terprise. This little refinery grew like a beanstalk and 
pretty soon Clark & Andrews found their $4,000 invest- 
ment was worth more than $100,000. Andrews did the 
manufacturing; Rockefeller did the selling; oil looked like 
a sweet business regardless of its smell. 

The firm continued to grow and John D. started another 
firm. It was called William A Rockefeller & Company, 
but William (his brother) had nothing to do with the firm 
except selling in the New York and foreign markets. 

Partners were John D., his brother, Henry M. Flagler 
(founder of Miami and builder of the Florida East Coast 
Railway), Andrews and Stephen V. Harkness. 

On September 9, 1864, John D. Rockefeller married his 
old schoolgirl sweetheart — Laura Celeste Spellman. Just 
about this time he bought out his original partner (Mau- 
rice Clark) for $75,000. 

The Civil War had caused a boom in the oil business and 
by war’s end there were 30 refineries in Cleveland alone, 
including Rockefeller & Andrews and William A. Rocke- 
feller & Company. The 30 refineries had a capacity of 2,- 
000 barrels a day and a combined capital of $1,500,000. 

By 1870 the Rockefeller firms were the largest in the 
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country. They had a refining capacity of 1,500 barrels a 
day while the other 27 refineries in Cleveland produced 9,- 
000 barrels all told. 


Apparently John D. didn’t like the idea of 27 other re- 
fineries making more money collectively than he was mak- 
ing by himself. He decided to do something about it. He 
put into effect a daring scheme by which he bribed the 
presidents of the three railroads which went into the oil 
country (Pennsylvania, Erie and New York Central) to 
give him, not only a rebate on the shipments of his own 
Standard Oil Company, but on those of his 25 competitors 
in the Cleveland area. 

Inside of a year, he bought out all of his competitors for 
bankrupt prices and thus formed the present chain of 
Standard Oil Companies. And the billions piled up in 
these enterprises have been used to buy control of the steel, 
railroad, drug, communications, copper, aluminum, news, 
thought, power and numerous other trusts, not to speak 
of the money trust which is the most powerful of all. 

We quote here from Lewis Corey’s book “The HOUSE 
OF MORGAN” on the Rockefeller coup de grace of the 
Rockefeller competitors: 

“John D. Rockefeller characterized the age in his syste- 
matic, unscrupulous use of discriminatory railroad rates in 
building up the Standard Oil monopoly. In 1872 Rockefel- 
ler’s South Improvement Co., made an agreement with the 
Erie, New York Central, Lake Shore and Pennsylvania by 
which these railroads agreed to maintain the business of 
the South Improvement Co., against loss or injury by com- 
petition, and to that end shall lower or raise the gross rates 
of transportation ... as may be necessary to overcome such 
competition. 

“The Rockefeller oil interests not only received lower 
rates on their own oil shipments, but a ‘drawback’ — that 
is, the railroads agreed to pay the Standard Oil interests 
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the excess in rates charged their competitors. Curiously, 
Vanderbilt, Roberts and other hard-boiled railroad mag- 
nates accepted an agreement exclusively in Rockefeller’s 
interests. 


“Sanctimonious John D. not only made it difficult for 
competitors to ship oil, but every barrel they did ship 
yielded him a profit. A storm of indignation compelled re- 
vocation of the agreement when its terms became public. 
In later years, Rockefeller ascribed Standard Oil’s success 
to its cheapening the gathering and distribution of oils, 
using the most efficient methods and encouraging exports. 

“True, but improvements were neither exclusive with 
Standard Oil nor decisive in winning the battle of compe- 
tition, which was waged by means of intrigues, discrim- 
inatory railroad rates, business blackmail and expropriat- 
ing competitors’ property. Standard’s competition used 
the same methods where they could — a savage struggle 
for survival, all means being justified in terms of prevail- 
ing business skullduggery. 

“In spite of public condemnation, Standard Oil persist- 
ed in extorting discriminatory rates from railroads, after- 
ward secured by John D. Rockefeller becoming a power 
himself in the railroads, particularly New York Central, 
Erie and Pennsylvania. Rate discrimination was general 
and infuriated small businessmen to revolt. 

We quote now from Ida Tarbell’s “STANDARD OIL”: 

“The work of persuasion went on swiftly. By the 18th 
of January the President of the Pennsylvania road, J. Ed- 
gar Thompson, had put his signature to the contract, and 
soon after Mr. Vanderbilt and Mr. Clark signed for the 
Central system, and Jay Gould and General McClelland for 
the Erie. The contracts to which these gentlemen put their 
names fixed gross rates of freight from all common points, 
as the leading shipping points within the Oil regions were 
called, to all the great refining and shipping centers — 
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New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Pittsburgh and Cleve- 
land. 


“For example, the open rate on crude to New York was 
put at $2.56. On this price the South Improvement Com- 
pany was allowed a rebate of $1.06 for its shipment; but it 
got not only this rebate, it was given in cash a like amount 
on each barrel of crude shipped by parties outside the com- 
bination. 

“The open rate from Cleveland to New York was two 
dollars, and fifty cents of this was turned over to the South 
Improvement Company, which at the same time received a 
rebate enabling it to ship for $1.50. Again, an independent 
refiner in Cleveland paid eighty cents a barrel to get his 
crude from the Oil Regions in his works, and the railroad 
sent forty cents of this money to the South Improvement 
Company. At the same time, it cost a Cleveland refiner in 
the combination but forty cents to get his crude oil. Like 
drawbacks and rebates were given for all points — Pitts- 
burgh, Philadelphia, Boston and Baltimore. 

“An interesting provision in the contracts was that full 
waybills of all petroleum shipped over the roads should 
each day be sent to the South Improvement Company. 
This, of course, gave them knowledge of just who was do- 
ing business outside of their company — of how much busi- 
ness he was doing, and with whom he was doing it. Not 
only were they to have full knowledge of the business of all 
shippers — they were to have access to all books of the 
railroads. 

“Under the combined threat and ‘persuasion’ of the 
Standard, armed with the South Improvement Company 
scheme, almost the entire independent oil interest of Cleve- 
land collapsed in three months’ time. Of the 30 refineries, 
at least 25 sold out. From a capacity of probably not over 
1,500 barrels of crude a day, the Standard Oil Company 
rose in three months’ time to one of 10,000 barrels. 
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“By this maneuver it became master of over one-fifth of 
the refining capacity of the United States. Its next indi- 
vidual competitor was Sone & Fleming of New York, whose 
capacity was 1,700 barrels. The Standard had a greater 
capacity than the entire Oil Creek Regions, greater than 
the combined New York refiners. 

“The transaction by which it acquired this power was 
so stealthy that not even the best informed newspaper men 
of Cleveland knew what went on. It had all been accom- 
plished in accordance with one of Mr. Rockefeller’s chief 
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business principles — ‘Silence is golden’. 


Such shennanigans couldn’t be kept from the public long, 
even by buying up such newspapers of the day as were in 
financial straits or had a hungry hand out. The protests 
got so loud and long that a Congressional investigation was 
instituted and this resulted in the formation of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to regulate rates and prevent 
discrimination. 

John D’s younger brother, Frank, was subpoenaed by the 
Committee. Frank was on a spot. Under oath he stood to 
spend a long term in prison if he lied to the committee. 
“Taking the 5th Amendment” hadn’t been thought of by 
influential crooks in those days. So he let the cat out of 
the bag and told how his brother had bribed the Presi- 
dents of the three railroads. 

Historians say that John D. never spoke to Frank since. 

Frank appeared before the Committee on July 7, 1876 
and said it was his impression at the time that the rebates 
went into a pool and were divided up between the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the railroad officials. 

Mr. Frank Rockefeller’s evidence — omitting the por- 
tion in which he mentions names — is reproduced in the 
late Mr. George Rice’s well known pamphlet on the Stand- 
ard Oil Railway Discriminations as follows:

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What do you mean by the pool — a pool amongst rail- 
roads or amongst the oil men? 

I don’t give this as postive fact, but as I understand 
the arrangement, the New York Central, the Erie, 
the Atlantic and Great Western, the Pennsylvania, 
the Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati and the Bal- 
timore & Ohio roads have a pool — are combined for 
the purpose of shipping oil, and oil only — and in 
this pool the Baltimore and Ohio gets a certain num- 
ber of barrels to go over its road, the Lake Shore so 
many to go over its road, and the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany so many to go ever its road, from different 
points in the country, and on the oil that is shipped 
over these roads by the pool and the Standard Oil 
Company there is a rebate or a drawback from the 
shipment of so much, which is put into this pool, over 
whichever road the oil may go, and that rebate is di- 
vided up between the Standard Oil Company and the 
railroad officials. 


. The railroad officials, do you say? 
. So I understand it. I don’t say that of my own 


knowledge. 


. Then it does not go to the railroads themselves. 
. No, sir. 

. But to the railroad officials? 

. To the railroad officials. 


And while John D. Rockefeller was piling up a huge 
bank account by these questionable and dishonest methods 
he was taking unto himself a sanctimonious air. He was 
a “great” church member. He taught Sunday School. He 
contributed what was to him “generously” to the Baptist 
Church in Cleveland. He shouted Hallelujah with the 
shouting-est of them. 

In later years he told his son’s Bible class: 

“I hope you young men are all careful. I believe it is a 
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religious duty to get all the money you can. Get it fairly, 
religiously and honestly. And give away all you can.” 

Again quoting from Ida Tarbell’s STANDARD OIL: 

“Mr. Rockefeller was ‘good’! There was no more faith- 
ful Baptist in Cleveland than he. Every enterprise of that 
Church he had supported liberally from his youth. He 
gave to its poor. He visited its sick. He was simple and 
frugal in his habits. He never went to the theatre, never 
drank wine. He gave much time to the training of his 
children, seeking to develop in them his own habits of econ- 
omy and charity. 

“Yet he was willing to strain every nerve to obtain for 
himself special and unjust privileges from the railroads 
which were bound to ruin every man in the oil business not 
sharing them with them. Religious emotion and senti- 
ments of charity, propriety, and self-denial seem to have 
taken the place in him of notions of justice and regard for 
the rights of others.” 

In a character sketch of Mr. Rockefeller which she con- 
tributed to McCLURE’S MAGAZINE in January, 1905, 
Miss Tarbell tells this story: 

“Even in his own Church men say ‘He’s a good Baptist, 
but look out how you trade with him!’ ‘I have been in bus- 
iness with John D. Rockefeller for thirty-five years,’ one 
of the ablest and richest and earliest of Mr. Rockefeller’s 
colleagues told me in a moment of forgetfulness, ‘and he 
would do me out of a dollar today; that is,’ he added, with 
a sudden reversion to the school of cant in which he had 
been trained — ‘that is, if he could do it honestly.’ ” 


Chapter 2 
The Bellwether 


The original unit of the House of Rockefeller’s fantastic 
cartel of cartels was, and still is, the Standard Oil Compa- 
ny. There are a number of Standard Oil Companies but 
the one we think of when we mention this name is the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey. 

Standard Oil, from the time old John D. bribed the Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania and two other railroads to club 25 
competitors out of business, until they recently were sued 
by the government for chousing the taxpayers of $140,000,- 
000, has exhibited at times the business ethics and morals 
of a ruminant tomcat. 

On the credit side of the ledger Standard Oil has helped 
make motoring a pleasure by its vast network of filling 
stations, its clean privies, its ready accessories like tires, 
batteries, etc. But in doing this, Standard has also led the 
parade of other major oil companies in ganging up on the 
motorists to fix exhorbitant prices for gasoline and lubri- 
cating oils. 

Standard Oil Company of New Jersey is today the bell- 
wether of what is called the Oil Trust. Its principal opera- 
tions are marketing in Europe, Asia and Africa. It owns 
a large chunk of that Arabian oil concession, which geolo- 
gists estimate includes 100 billion barrels of oil reserves 
still under the sands of the desert in Saudi-Arabia. 

It has around 300 marketing subsidiaries in these three 
continents, not to speak of marketing groups, refineries 
and producing wells in Soviet Russia. In this paragraph 
is included the answer to why the United States is in such 
a hot spot in World Politics that it spends $30 billion on 
“defense” every year. 
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The late Senator Lundeen of Minnesota was once casti- 
gated and flagellated from A to Izzard by the Kept Press 
because he said America’s Frontiers are wherever the 
Union Jack flies and the Standard Oil derricks rise. Today 
such a pronouncement would be a gross understatement, 
inso far as the Standard Oil Company is concerned. 


Not only are our frontiers everywhere the Standard Oil 
derricks rise, but everywhere Standard Oil refineries and 
Standard Oil marketing organizations sell. In addition to 
that, due to its “influence” with an Administration in 
Washington that it appears to own body and soul, hook, 
line and sinker, we have 1,200,000 drafted American boys 
manning more than 50 military and air bases in the Middle 
of the Eastern Hemisphere, theoretically protecting $325,- 
000,000,000 worth of Rockefeller oil under the sands of the 
Saudi Arabian deserts. 


Not only is this public policing of private property cost- 
ing the American taxpayers about $20 billion a year, but 
whenever Russia decides to take this oil, 50 well placed 
atom bombs will wipe out 1,200,000 innocent American 
boys, bring desolation to 1,200,000 American homes and 
the Russians will have the oil. 


This holding company made a net profit of $76,000,000 
in 1938. So fast is its expansion that in 1956 its profits 
after taxes exceeded $750,000,000 — three-quarters of a 
billion. A not inconsiderable part of this sum came from 
the drug traffic. Jersey Standard has over 200 pharma- 
ceutical manufacturing concerns on its list of subsidiaries. 


The Standard Oil Trust was organized in 1867 by John 
D. Rockefeller, Sr., his brother (William) and two already 
wealthy tycoons—Henry M. Flagler and Stephen V. Hark- 
ness. This group first took over Rockefeller & Andrews; 
then organized William Rockefellar & Company. Wil- 
liam had little to do with this corporation except to main- 
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tain New York headquarters which sold Standard’s prod- 
uct in the East and abroad. 


In 1870 these firms consolidated their businesses and in- 
terests by incorporating the Standard Oil Company in Ohio 
with a million dollars capital. This was quite a sum, and 
an impressive one, in those day when a dollar would go ten 
times as far as it will today. 


This was increased to $2,500,000 on February 10, 1872, 
and to $3,500,000 on March 13, 1873. Today the “Stand- 
ard Group” have a combined capital stock value of $17,- 
887,235,339. 


It was during these 1870’s that John D. (Senior) found 
himself with his greatest fight on his hands. And with, of 
all people, the Pennsylvania Railroad. But, thru his usual 
lack of business morals or ethics he came out victorious. 
The Pennsy controlled the Empire Transportation Compa- 
ny which was setting up a rival system of refineries to 
Standard Oil. 


Rockefeller answered by refusing to ship any oil over 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and getting the Erie and New 
York Central to cut their rates for him. The PRR an- 
swered by slashing rates until things came to such a pass 
that the Pennsylvania was shipping oil “for 8 cents less 
than nothing”. Or so company spokesmen said. 

Then, as now, some labor leaders were susceptible to 
purchase by the sharp-shooting industrialist. The Penn- 
sylvania lost its fight when a series of “mysterious” strikes 
broke out along its lines. These strikes crippled its freight 
and passenger service so that the frightened management 
called a meeting in Philadelphia to make peace. This was 
done by turning over a control of the Empire Transporta- 
tion Company to John D. 


Standard’s first trust agreement was signed on January 
2, 1882. It took in— 
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Camden Consolidated Oil Company 
Imperial Refining Co. Ltd. 
Standard Oil of Ohio 

Standard Oil of Pittsburgh 
Smith’s Ferry Oil Transportation Co. 
Atlantic Refining Co. of Phila. 
Sone & Fleming Mfg. Co. Ltd. 
Acme Oil Co. of N. Y. 

Elizabeth Acid Works 

Acme Oil Co. of Penna. 

Charles Pratt & Company 

Bush & Company Ltd. 

Solar Oil Company Ltd. 

Paine, Ablett & Company 


By this time the budding House of Rockefeller had added 
O. H. Payne, J. A. Bostwick , W. G. Warden, Charles Pratt, 
Benjamin Brewster and John D. Archbold, who were 
named trustees in addition to the original four. They took 
(or grabbed) controlling stock interests in 26 other oil 
companies. 

The Standard Oil Company of New Jersey (granddaddy 
of them all) was incorporated August 5, 1882 with $3,000,- 
000 in capital stock. Increases from time to time brought 
this capitalization up to $10,000,000 in 1899. By 1892 the 
20 companies controlled by the trust had an appraised prop- 
erty value of $121,631,313 and capital stock issued amount- 
ing to $102,233,700. 

The Standard Oil Trust was getting too big and too 
powerful for such crusading newspapers as the New York 
WORLD and the New York SUN. In news pages and edi- 
torials they pointed out the dangers of this “growing 
octupus”. Little did they know that by 1950 this “octupus” 
would control the editorial thinking of every newspaper 
in the country dependent on national advertising for its 
existence. 

This would have included both the WORLD and SUN 
had today’s conditions obtained, where, according to 
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PRINTER’S INK, a magazine which keeps tab on such 
things, $10 billion a year is spent by American industries 
on national advertising. Other estimates credit concerns 
making up the House of Rockefeller with controlling 80% 
of that. 


Anyhow, the newspaper crusades of the gay nineties 
paid off in the Department of Justice action based on then 
recently passed anti-trust laws. 

After a battle in the lower courts of Ohio, the Standard 
Oil Trust lost out when the case came before the Ohio 
Supreme Court. Public opinion must have been terrific to 
defeat or outmaneuver the large sums of slush money the 
Standard Oil Company had been in the habit of handing 
out to control elections of Senators, Congressmen and Gov- 
ernors, and therewith the appointment of judges. 

It was on March 2, 1892, that the Ohio Supreme Court 
declared Standard’s trust agreement of 1882 null and void 
and in restraint of commerce, which it was in actual prac- 
tice. On March 21st the Trust was formally “dissolved”, 
altho as the General Service Corporation said, the dissolu- 
tion was nominal and resulted in little change. 

The original trustees were continued as “liquidating 
trustees” and they issued assignments to security holders 
exchangeable for proportionate shares in the controlled 
(but “dissolved”) corporations. By January 1899 all 
stocks and other securities in this category had been ex- 
changed for the common stock of Jersey Standard, so 
things were right back where they started from. 

Jersey Standard’s capital stock was increased from $10 
million to $110 million — a nice little sea of water for the 
insiders to whack up, and the consumers of Standard Oil’s 
products to soak up. 

In 1909 Jersey Standard officially reported that it owned 
$132,610,000 of the stock of 43 oil companies. These in- 
cluded the Standards of California, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
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Kentucky, Nebraska, New York and Ohio. And Atlantic 
Refining, Anglo-American, Colonial, Continental and Vacu- 
um Oil companies. Again a crusading newspaper campaign 
this time led by the Hearst chain, brought court action. 

On November 20, 1909, a Federal Court at St. Louis 
ordered dissolution of the whole shebang again because it 
was apparently again a combination, in restraint of the oil 
business in violation of the Sherman anti-trust act. In 
fact it had never been anything else and still is today. 

In “obedience” to this decision, a “plan of dissolution” 
was announced Nov. 15, 1911, and the stocks of 43 sub- 
sidiaries distributed to shareholders of the parent com- 
panies Dec. 1, 1911. The same old ‘‘dissolution” all over 
again, and again things were right back where they started 
from once more. 

Jersey Standard, as “re-organized”, had an authorized 
capital stock structure of $100 million, with $98,338,382 
outstanding in $100 par value shares. 

Jersey Standard retained refineries at Bayonne (NJ) 
Baltimore (Md), Parkersburg (WVA) and Constable Hook 
(NJ). 

It retained $24,004,882 in the stocks of 30 smaller sub- 
sidiaries, which the court either never heard of or didn’t 
pay any attention to. 

According to THE RESURGENT YEARS, a history of 
Jersey Standard by Gibbs and Knowlton, there were 983,- 
883 shares of stock outstanding at the time of the “dis- 
solution”. 

John D. Rockefeller owned 244,345 (24.9%). Wiliam 
Rockefeller 8,000; C. W. Harkness 43,000; O. H. Payne 
40,000; Henry Flagler 15,000; J. D. Archbold 6,000; C. M. 
Pratt 5,005; and W. C. Jennings 3,000. Walter C. Teagle 
for many years Jersey Standard’s president owned all of 
15 shares. 

Moody’s Manual of Industrials today shows no percep- 
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tible difference in the ownership of the various Standard 
Oil companies and their hundreds and hundreds of sub- 
sidiaries. Jersey Standard, the daddy of them all, is still 
the biggest. 

The only units of the Standard Oil trust (as it was known 
then) which are still divorced would be Ohio Standard and 
Kentucky Standard. While the Rockefeller family doubt- 
less still own large blocks of stock in these two “separate 
corporations” none of the directors of either can be defi- 
nitely hooked up with the individuals and tycoons who 
make up the House of Rockefeller.

Prior to this paper dissolution, Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis had fined the Standard Oil Company $29,240,000 
in Federal Court at Chicago August 3, 1907, for 1,462 vio- 
lations of the Elkins anti-rebate law. 

He could have sent some officials to the Federal peni- 
tentiary, but he let it go at that. Convicted of taking a 
rebate of 12c a hundred pounds on many shipments of oil 
from Whiting, Indiana (a large oil refinery near Chicago) 
to East St. Louis, when the certified rate was 18c, the 
Standard crowd was caught with the corporate trousers 
down. 

The Elkins law protected all shippers from special priv- 
ileges (to others) of this kind. The established and reg- 
istered rate for these shipments was 18c. By some “ar- 
rangement” with the President of the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad, Standard Oil only paid 6c. 

How familiar this deal is with the bribing of the Presi- 
dents of the Pennsylvania, Erie and New York Central 
railroads by old John D — the basis of the Rockefeller 
family fortune. 

The waybills were marked 18c, the payment checks were 
for 6c. This itself was a violation of the Federal perjury 
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laws, since these shipments were regulated by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 


The Standard Oil defense was a marvel of hair-splitting 
and twisting of the English language. Their attorneys said 
“there was no rebate” because the company only paid 6c 
while reporting to the ICC that it paid 18c. 

Judge Landis, honest old jurist that he was, overlooked 
that, since the US Attorney failed to have anyone indicted 
for perjury. But he did fine the Standard Oil Company 
$20,000 for each of the 1,462 cars of oil it had shipped 
under this false certification. 

The total fine amounted to $29,240,000. 

Old John D. walked out of the court room vowing he 
would never pay it. He didn’t, but it wasn’t the fault of 
honest Judge Landis. 

Wires were pulled in Washington. “Friends” were found 
on a Federal appellate court, and when the case came be- 
fore them on appeal the honest decision of Judge Landis 
was thrown out. 

Up before the US Circuit Court of Appeals for the 7th 
Circuit, Edward Bogardus, traffic manager for Standard 
Oil, claimed he knew nothing about the regular posted 18c 
rate; nobody had ever called his attention to it; claimed 
the Tariff Clerk for the Alton RR told him the rate was 
6c and had been filed with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission; the Alton RR tariff clerk denied this. 

The appellate court threw out the conviction on the 
ground that Standard Oil of Indiana (the culprit) was 
owned by Standard Oil of NJ (holding company) ; that the 
$29,240,000 fine worked against Jersey Standard which had 
not been, tried. Therefore the fine was “wrong”. 

Judge Landis’ biographer, J. G. Taylor Spink (owner of 
the SPORTING NEWS) said of the Standard Oil case: 

“The case that brought Judge Landis more publicity and 
a bigger spot in the national limelight than any other was 
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the fine of $29,240,000, unprecedented in court history, 
which he levied against the Standard Oil Company in 1907. 


“It was оп а rebate case. The trial lasted six weeks. 
It was highlighted by the fact that Landis compelled the 
founder of the Rockefeller fortune (old John D. Senior him- 
self) to come to Chicago and testify in Landis’ court. And 
when Rockefeller seemed reluctant to answer some of the 
questions put to him by the United States Attorney, Landis 
prodded the oil king from the bench. 


“For the remainder of his life Landis was known as the 
man who fined the Standard Oil Company $29,000,000. The 
$240,000 chicken feed was forgotten and many persons do 
not know today that the U. S. Supreme Court overruled 
Landis and threw out his verdict. (Mr. Spink was in error 
there; it was the circuit court of appeals). 

“However, President Teddy Roosevelt supposedly com- 
mented ‘That’s bully’ when told of the fine. The decision 
made Landis many enemies among the conservative ele- 
ment in Washington, who called him ‘a radical’, ‘a grand- 
stand player’ and ‘Chicago’s showboat judge.’ 

“Even though Standard Oil escaped the huge fine, the 
Judge thought his harsh penalty did a lot of good, and 
observed that the imposition of the fine called attention 
to and ended abuses which could not otherwise have been 
corrected. 

“How the Judge, who flopped in algebra at Logansport 
High School, reached his $29,400,000 may be of interest 
to present day readers. I might say that in 1907 a million 
dollars still had a lot of meaning. In one year of his ad- 
ministration Landis’ sponsor (Teddy Roosevelt) spent a 
billion dollars, supposedly the last word in profligacy. 

“The company stood indicted on 1,462 counts, each alleg- 
ing that it had accepted a rebate from the Chicago & Alton 

~~ on the shipment of one car of oil from Whiting, 
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Indiana, to East St. Louis, Illinois. This was in violation 
of the Elkins law. 

“The rebates added up to $223,000, and the oil at $450 
a car was valued at $650,000. The Judge fined Standard 
Oil $20,000 (the maximum penalty under the law) on each 
count which represented one carload of oil. 

“The court clerk multiplied the $20,000 by 1,462 counts 
and then handed Mr. Rockefeller a bill for the product, or 
that little matter of $29,240,000. However, John D. left 
without even leaving an Т.О.П.” 


The Standard Oil Company, from the time it bribed the 
President of these three railroads until the time in 1943 
when it “induced” ECA Administrator Averell Harriman 
to look the other way in Paris, never took a chance on 
giving its competitors or the public an even break or an 
honest shake. 

Back in 1886 they were caught buying themselves a Sen- 
ator from Ohio. This was Henry B. Payne, son of one of 
the company’s directors. Author Nevins reports: 

“During the legislative proceedings in which a Senator 
was elected three Standard Oil tycoons were in Columbus 
spreading money around generously. The Editor of the 
Columbus SUNDAY CAPITAL testified before an investi- 
gating committee that Col. Payne (father of the Senator- 
elect) had offered him money to support his son, but he 
had turned it down when he was fold he had to sign a 
receipt for this graft.” 

Apparently the businesslike qualities of John D. were 
used even when he was bribing and paying graft money. 

“Of course Col. Payne was incensed,’ Mr. Nevins con- 
tinued. “Не called one of the witnesses a foul mouthed 
wretch ‘from whom anything would be a disgrace to a 
wastebasket.’ ” 

The purchase of the Senate seat for Payne by Standard 
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Oil moguls brought such an uproar in Ohio that the Legis- 
lature (after an investigation) was forced by public senti- 
ment to ask the US Senate to investigate and deny Payne 
the purchased Senate seat. 


The people of Ohio were shocked when the Legislature 
elected him. Few people had ever heard of Henry Payne. 
The contest was between George H. Pendleton and Durbin 
Ward until the oil crowd stepped in with the mazuma. 


Though Payne was a Democrat, Democratic newspapers 
of the State joined with Republicans in the mass denun- 
ciations. One paper said: 

“The whole Democratic Legislature was made rotten by 
the money that was used to buy and sell them like so many 
sheep.” 

Payne and his friends said the election had been corrupt- 
ly procured FOR him, not BY him. 

Witnesses testified under oath that four high officials 
of the Standard Oil Company were “managers” of Payne’s 
campaign— 

That one carried $65,000 with him, next to his skin, to 
use in the election... 

That the back room used by the Payne managers in 
Columbus as their office displayed such. large amounts of 
money in plain, view that it looked like a bank... 

One of the payoff clan said it took a great deal of money 
to satisfy those legislators and get them to vote for Payne, 
but it had to be done... 

That legislators who were so poor before the election 
that everything they had was mortgaged, became so pros- 
perous “after their conversion to Payne” that they paid 
off their debts, rebuilt their houses, furnished them hand- 
somely, bought more property and deposited large amounts 
in the bank. 

All of this sworn testimony was sent to the US Senate. 
Payne sat silent at the charges except to move that they 
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be referred to the Committee on Elections. Apparently a 
lot of Standard Oil money found its way into the pockets 
of Senators Pugh, Saulsbury, Vance and Eustis for they 
astounded the nation by voting to ignore the charges and 
evidence of a corrupt election of a United States Senator. 

Chairman Hoar of the Committee and Senator Frye voted 
to investigate but the Senate adopted the majority report. 

A later investigation showed that Standard Oil had made 
huge contributions to the campaigns of Senators Foraker 
and Hanna of Ohio, Elkins and Scott of West Virginia, 
Quay and Penrose of Pennsylvania, and McLaurin of South 
Carolina. In these transactions John D. Archbold, Stand- 
ard Oil director, was the payoff man. Congressman Joseph 
C. Sibley of Ohio was another one who enjoyed Standard 
Oil largesse and he was called in his home state “Агеһ- 
bold’s jackal.” 

Even newspapers were bought up and bribed to support 
the Standard Oil owned Senators and Congressmen. Mr. 
Nevins reports that Archbold gave George Gunton, editor 
of GUNTON’S MAGAZINE, $5,000 for “а year’s subscrip- 
tion” and that Editor Gunton responded with a long dia- 
atribe against Ida Tarbell’s book STANDARD OIL. Miss 
Tarbell said that Gunton got $15,000 a year from Archbold 
for 15 years. 

Archbold also sent $3,000 to the MANUFACTURER’S 
RECORD “for another year’s subscription.” And the 
Hearst papers printed a letter from Archbold to the 
SOUTHERN FARM MAGAZINE enclosing $1,250 for a 
year’s subscription. About this time many magazines 
began to “change their viewpoints” about Standard Oil and 
to publish fulsome articles in support of its operations, 
shady and otherwise. 

The Oil City DERRICK had been riding the Standard 
Oil Company, so John D. had his agents secretly buy it. 
He was too smart to shift the paper’s position overnight, 
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so the change was made gradually. First it turned to 
tolerance for Standard Oil. Then to partial friendliness. 
Third and finally to open support. 

John D. also secretly bought the Titusville HERALD, 
the Oil City BLIZZARD and the Bradford EVENING SUN, 
all in Western Pennsylvania where the oil fields were. 

It got so bad that on May 18, 1877, Joseph Pulitzer in 
the New York WORLD predicted that “when the 19th.cen- 
tury has passed into history, man will be astonished to 
find that the United States had tolerated the most gigantic, 
the most cruel, impudent, pitiless and grasping monopoly 
ever fastened upon a country.” 

In 1908 William Randolph Hearst himself, in a speech 
at Columbus, Ohio, threw another bombshell into the Stand- 
ard Oil kettle. He read some letters of transmittal of huge 
sums of money by the oil company to Senators Quay and 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, Platt and Depew of New York, 
Elkins and Scott of West Virginia, Vice President Fair- 
banks and Congressman Sibley of Ohio. 

It turned out that an “enterprising” Standard Oil janitor 
had noticed these letters on an official’s desk one night. 
With an eye for the dollar, which he may have learned 
from his employers, he ‘“‘hypothecated” them апа sold them 
to the Hearst New York JOURNAL for $20,000. They 
were photostated and returned to the desk the next night, 
apparently with the author being none the wiser.

In 1928 the people of Louisiana elected as their Governor 
Huey P. Long. Gov. Long was not only a political oppor- 
tunist but also about the smartest and most courageous 
solon ever sent to Washington. It is a matter of record 
that neither Franklin D. Roosevelt, John D. Rockefeller, 
J. P. Morgan or the entire New Deal was able to brainwash 
him. 

For four years prior he had been chairman of the 
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Louisiana Public Service Commission. As such he stop- 
ped Standard Oil “cold” from breaking all of its competi- 
tors by its usual ruthless unethical business tactics. 

Standard owned all the pipelines in Louisiana by virtue 
of a license from the State. They decided to club the 
Louisiana oil companies into bankruptcy, and then buy 
them out for a small fraction of their value. 

Huey quickly put a stop to this by ruling the oil pipe- 
lines as common carriers, subject to regulation by the 
Public Utilities Commission. The Commission nixed this 
burglary. 

This had a lot to do with making the self-styled “Кіпр- 
fish” the most popular man in Louisiana and he was over- 
whelmingly elected Governor in 1928. Just about this time 
Standard Oil had perfected a plan to ruin the Louisiana 
oil companies by another method. 

They began to bring in thier oil from Venezuela and 
Texas and undercut the Louisianians. Huey stopped this 
by having the Legislature place a tax of 5c a barrel on 
all non-Louisiana oil. 

Thereupon, Standard’s bought-and-paid-for henchmen in 
the Legislature prevailed on their colleagues in the House 
to impeach their Governor. Not enough Senators had been 
bought so impeachment was defeated in the upper body. 

Standard’s next move was to destroy Governor Long 
thru a campaign of calumny and vilification in the Kept 
and Prostituted Press, which included most of Louisiana’s 
daily newspapers. This campaign of falsification was ex- 
tended to the entire Kept Press on this United States 
when the people of Louisiana elevated their beloved Huey 
to the United States Senate. 

The Kept Press to a paper all over the land began the 
greatest campaign of vilification and mendacity ever im- 
posed on an American citizen. Lies were cooked up out 
of the whole cloth, such as the lie that someone had beaten 
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him up in the men’s room at Sands Point, L. I. Your author 
traveled to the VFW convention in Milwaukee with Senator 
Long the next day and сап personally swear that the wound 
above his left eye was made by a knife. Or as the Schroe- 
der Hotel’s house physician (in Milwaukee) certified “by 
a sharp instrument.” 

The vilification campaign of Standard Oil went from bad 
to worse. It neither frightened nor swayed the self-styled 
Louisiana Kingfish. The rank-and-file of the people, es- 
pecially those at the forks-of-the-creek, smelled a mouse 
and were all for Huey. 

The Standard crowd set up a fake “citizens’ committee” 
in Louisiana called the Square Deal Association, which took 
a prominent part in the organized movement to solve their 
problem by assassinating the great Louisianan before he 
jobbed Rossevelt and Wall Street right out of the White 
House. 

Membership in this association was compulsory for clerks 
and laborers of Standard Oil. A party named Oscar Whil- 
den was “president” and represented Standard at all smear- 
Huey gatherings, and even at the murder conference held 
in the DeSoto Hotel in August 1935. 

Unknown to the conspirators the Long organization got 
wind of the matter and planted a dictaphone in the room. 
The transcript of the entire conference was printed in the 
Congressional Record a few weeks before the assassination. 

An unknown voice said “We should make fellows like 
Roosevelt and Farley, and suffering corporations like the 
Standard Oil and Louisiana Refining Company cough up 
enough money to get rid of that fellow Long.” Following 
this observation, a voice indentified as that of Oscar Whil- 
den, the Standard Oil hatchet man, said: 

“T am out to murder, kill, steal or anything else to win 
the election.” 

Also participating in this conference was the doctor who, 
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a few weeks later under the influence of dope, shot and 
mortally wounded Senator Long and was himself made into 
a human sieve by the police. 

Plus three leaders of the “New” deal job-holding organi- 
zation in, Louisiana and three of the state’s Congressmen, 
who left the important debate on the cotton bill in Wash- 
ington to come to Louisiana and participate in the murder 
conference. These were John N. Sandlin, Numa F. Montet 
and Cleveland Dear, the latter Standard Oil’s candidate for 
Governor. 

When the Long Estate was undergoing settlement, a con- 
tract with the State of Louisiana was found authorizing 
Lawyer Long to collect $400,000 from Standard Oil at the 
usual contingent fee of one-third. This is the sum Stand- 
ard had “neglected” to pay after Long left Baton Rouge 
for Washington. 

е 

Standard Oil today is still pursuing its practices of brib- 
ery and contempt for the law. There are two civil suits 
now pending before the US Court for the Southern District 
of New York, and the appellate court there. 

The shenanigans of Standard Oil in “selling” Mid-East 
oil to foreign nations; paid for by the American taxpayers 
thru checks issued by the Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration, have been so raw that the Anti-trust division of 
the Justice Department has moved to “recapture” more 
than $140,000,000 which it discovered Standard Oil and 
certain US officials collaborated in illegal paying. 

The most recent case involved the sanctimonious Averell 
Harriman, now Governor of New York (by virtue of Rocke- 
feller influence and money in state politics). He was then 
the super-administrator for the ECA, stationed mostly in 
Paris. 

While Averell conveniently “looked the other way” (to 
be charitable to him) his office paid Standard Oil of New 
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Jersey $76,000,000 more for oil given European nations 
under the Marshall Plan that it should have. The simple 
expedient was to pay Jersey Standard its own price with- 
out asking for competitive bids, a violation of the law. 


The Department of Justice investigation determined that 
this oil could have been bought for $76,000,000 less than 
the payment Mr. Harriman made to Jersey Standard if 
there had been any desire to follow the law. The case has 
been stymied in the New York City Federal Court for over 
three years because... 

California Standard and the Texas Company were guilty 
of a similar chousing the taxpayers in the same place and 
in the same way. In this “deal” they got $65,000,000 more 
than they should have while Mr. Harriman was “looking 
the other way”. 

There was no jury trial. The people never had a chance. 
A judge, who was beholden to the Rockefellers for his poli- 
tical prominence and eminence, decided that the two Rocke- 
feller companies had “sought competitive bids” even 
though the investigators for the Department of Justice 
couldn’t find any evidence that they had. 

The evidence against the Standard Oil Company, Mr. 
Harriman and the ECA was so clear that not even a Rocke- 
feller-appointed Attorney General dared to stop the anti- 
trust division from appealing this Judge’s ruling. Since 
it is an identical chousing as in the Caltex case, the Judge 
sitting in the Jersey Standard case is awaiting the verdict 
of the appellate court in the former action. 

This was one of the by-products of the so-called Marshall 
Plan. As the Chicago TRIBUNE stated: 

“The Rockefeller Family, demonstrated bosses of all the 
Standard companies, played the key role in getting the 
Marshall Plan thru Congress, and are cashing in on it hand- 
somely.” Citing corruption in the administration of the 
Marshall Plan, in which Standard Oil subsidiaries collected 
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twice from the American taxpayers for the same products, 
it continued: 

“The Anglo-American Oil Company, Ltd., subsidiary of 
Jersey Standard, purchased from two other wholly owned 
subsidiaries of the same company (Esso Export Corpora- 
tion and Standard Oil Export Corporation) $7,258,332 
worth of products that were paid for by the US taxpayers 
out of ECA funds. 

“The transaction was, in effect, merely a transfer of the 
products from one department of Standard Oil to another, 
netting it two profits at the expense of the taxpayers.” 

The TRIBUNE continued that the banks controlled by 
the Rockefeller interests have an exclusive monopoly on 
the profitable letter-of-credit business arising out of the 
Marshall Plan, and in the financing of exports made under 
it. 

“The nations in the name of which the Marshall Plan 
was set ир”, the TRIBUNE continued, “saw little of the 
funds or benefits from it. A large proportion of the bil- 
lions levied on the US taxpayers never left the country, 
but was transferred either directly or indirectly from the 
US Treasury to the coffers of the various Rockefeller-con- 
trolled corporations here or abroad. 

“This is the reason most European, nations manifested 
so little interest in the Marshall Plan. Only lands in which 
the Rockefeller interests are seeking further expansion, or 
have an axe to grind, are given direct or visible benefits 
from the Marshall Plan.”

FORTUNE MAGAZINE for April 1940 said of the orig- 
inal John D. whom it referred to as “Mister Senior”: 

“One is that of a supreme Devil, immortalized by Henry 
Demarest Lloyd’s WEALTH AGAINST THE COMMON- 
WEALTH and Ida Tarbell’s HISTORY OF THE STAND- 
ARD OIL COMPANY. 
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“The other is that of Rockefeller as a saint, evolved by 
Ivy Lee. It finds its concrete expression in his prodigious 
flow of beneficences — campuses, laboratories, churches — 
that have come out of the fortune Rockefeller has per- 
sonally created.” 


Both pictures are tied up with the Colorado Fuel & Iron 
Company strike in 1913 and 1914. Public revulsion at the 
murder of women and children, as well as miners, by hired 
thugs of the Rockefeller corporation, did many times as 
much as Mr. Lloyd or Miss Tarbell to paint old John D. 
as the Devil incarnate. 

When the idea struck broadside into the Rockefeller con- 
sciousness he decided to do something about it. With 
characteristic Rockefeller efficiency and thoroughness he 
looked around for the most capable press agent he could 
find. This turned out to be one Ivy Lee. 

What publicist Lee did (with the aid of the Rockefeller 
millions) is history. The Lee success led others to take 
up press agentry and now this calling numbers thousands 
of ex-newspaper men, and even women. They are now 
called public relations experts, consultants and operators. 

Lee’s modus operandi was to step up the activities of 
the newly organized Rockefeller Foundation which, at that 
time, had $100,000,000 to give away and didn’t know ex- 
actly what to do with it. Ivy Lee did. 

He worked out a plan to give large sums — none less 
than a million — to every college, hospital, church and 
benevolent enterprise that would accept. Few refused. 
There is a maxim in every newspaper office that a million 
dollars is always news. 

By cleverly worded stories planted in the large news- 
paper offices and press associations by Mr. Lee the public 

~ “quickly forgot the murders in Colorado for the dazzling 
‘splay of largesse coming from the Rockefeller fortune 
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and going out, with a great press fanfare (there was no 
radio or TV then), to “lucky” institutions. 

This caused the New York SUN, with the Ludlow (Col- 
orado) Massacre still in mind, to say: 

“Gifts of ten million dollars deordorize themselves.” 

The Colorado coal strike is the sorriest example of cor- 
porate greed and ruthlessness known to history. The 
United Mine Workers — the organization that later was 
to make John L. Lewis famous — organized the workers 
in this territory which centered around Trinidad and Lud- 
low, Colorado. 

Late in 1913 they asked the company, owned by the 
Rockefellers, for higher wages, better and safer working 
conditions. John D. Junior and Rev. Frederick T. Gates 
(even then a director of the Rockefeller Foundation) not 
only refused the union demands but even refused to arbi- 
trate. 

The union leaders had no recourse but to call a strike 
which the miners joined to a man. The company imme-. 
diately threw all of them out of the company houses which 
they had rented. The union established a tent colony on 
a mountainside near Ludlow for the duration of the strike, 
where the miners and their families had to live under pri- 
mitive conditions. 

The Rockefeller group hired a thousand operatives from 
the Baldwin-Felts detective agency. Reports were that 
these “dicks” didn’t stop at protecting the company prop- 
erty but stirred up fights with the miners. 

These men were mostly from foreign countries. They 
had left the despotism of the European monarchies for 
what they had been, told was a free country. When they 
found that the Empire of the Rockefellers was more des- 
potic than the land they had left their anger and dis- 
appointment at America knew no bounds. 

When the Baldwin-Felts operatives looked for a fight 
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they got it. The mines were closed down and when the 
Rockefeller profits stopped rolling in John D. Junior did 
something about it. He ordered the weakling Governor 
Ammons to call out the National Guard to suppress the 
strike. The Governor did and, according to accounts, 
Rockefeller enrolled several hundred of his Baldwin-Felts 
guard in the Colorado National Guard. 


Open warfare resulted. Guardsmen, miners, their women 
and children were ruthlessly killed, until the frightened 
Governor wired President Wilson for Federal troops. When 
the regulars arrived the strikers obeyed them, feeling that 
there were no Rockefeller private detectives in their ranks. 

The New York TIMES could never be accused of being 
unfriendly to a Rockefeller or any Rockefeller interest. 
Here is the account of its special correspondent covering 
the strike. On April 21, 1914, it said: 

“A 14-hour battle between striking coal miners and 
members of the Colorado National Guard in the Ludlow 
district today culminated in the killing of Louis Tikas, 
leader of the Greek strikers, and the destruction of the 
Ludlow tent colony by fire. 

“Reports place the dead at 13, including 11 strikers, one 
soldier and one non-combatant. It is impossible to estimate 
the wounded but one report gave it as 20. That was before 
reinforcements reached the scene with machine guns, and 
bombarded the tent colony. 

Next day the TIMES said: 

“Forty-five dead (32 of them women and children), a 
score missing and more than a score wounded is the known 
result of the 14-hour battle which raged with uninterrupt- 
ed fury between state troops and striking coal miners in 
the Ludlow district, on the property of the Colorado Fuel 
nad Iron Company, the Rockefeller holdings. 

“The Ludlow camp is a mass of charred debris, and 
buried neneath it is a story of horror unparalleled in the 
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history of industrial warfare. In the holes that had been 
dug for their protection against rifle fire, the women and 
children died like trapped rats as the flames swept over 
them. One pit uncovered this afternoon disclosed the 
bodies of ten children and two women.” 


Next day the TIMES told of the refusal of one company 
of Colorado National Guard to go into action against women 
and children. It said: 

“A thousand strikers today swept over the Southern coal 
fields leaving smoking ruins of great coal properties in 
their wake. They were preparing for battle tonight with 
350 militiamen who were being hurried into the war zone 
from Denver. The United Mine Workers said that more 
men were available for military service than could be 
equipped. 

“Before the troop train left Denver, Company “С”, com- 
posed of 82 men, mutinied and refused to go to the dis- 
trict. They declared they would not engage in the shoot- 
ing of women and children. They hissed the 350 men who 
did start, and showered imprecations upon them. 

“At a mass meeting of women tonight John D. Rockefel- 
ler Jr. was castigated and the militiamen denounced as 
murderers.” 

The Denver Rocky Mountain News published the rosters 
of the national guard companies that went into action 
against the strikers. Upton Sinclair, famous novelist, in 
his book THE BRASS CHECK described much of the hor- 
ror of the Ludlow Massacre. He said: 

“Armed thugs of the Baldwin-Felts Detective Agency, 
one or two thousand of them, beat up strikers and their 
families and turned machine guns on the tent colony at 
Ludlow into which the miners’ families had to go when 
they were thrown out of company houses by the corpora- 
tion. 

“The Governor called out the Militia. In reorganizing it 
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for the action ahead, 119 of 122 members of one company 
were found to be employees of the strike-breaking agency.” 
Sinclair called them armed thugs. 


And then, when, a coroner’s inquest over the Greek strike 
leader (Louis Tikas) was held the autopsy report showed 
he had been shot in the back. Two boni-fide militiamen 
testified they had taken him prisoner and were convoying 
him to the guard house when a group of uniformed “mili- 
tiamen”, identity unknown, highjacked the prisoner. Не 
was found face down, with three bullet holes in his back. 

The Rocky Mountain NEWS asked the Governor to ask 
President Wilson for Federal troops since it seemed that 
the Colorado National Guard had been infiltrated with 
Rockefeller employes. The Governor was somewhat of a 
weak sister and vacillated so much that the NEWS sent 
this telegram to President Wilson and published it on its 
first page April 21st: 

“The Rocky Mountain NEWS appeals to you to use your 
great power as President of this nation to stop the wanton 
murder of innocent women and children with machine guns 
by mine guards in the state of Colorado. Here in Colorado 
we fire into crowds of women and children. Under the 
stars and stripes, and in the uniforms of American soldiers, 
we are murdering people whose principal offense is that 
they are fighting for a living. We've had enough investi- 
gations and inquiries. We believe the time has come to 
stop this slaughter and appeal to you to do so.” 

The first re-action was that Gov. Ammons saw the light 
and asked for Federal troops. The Federal troops came. 
They were not infiltrated with Baldwin-Felts detectives or 
Rockefeller mine guards. The strikers peacefully acceded 
to the demand of the Federal commander, and the strike 
was over. 

The Rockefellers had the Denver Chamber of Commerce 
put a boycott on the NEWS and the Denver TIMES which, 
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however, wasn’t very effective. Then the Colorado Fuel 
& Iron Company filed a face-saving $500,000 damage suit 
against the NEWS which, it explained, was for telling the 
truth about the strike. The suit never was pushed in any 
way. 

From his New York office John D. Rockefeller Jr. issued 
a long statement defending the coal company and the ac- 
tions of its employes in shooting down women and children. 
It convinced nobody. 

The public reaction motivated the Rockefellers to get 
out of the Colorado Fuel and Iron set-up as quickly as they 
gracefully could. John D. Junior and his two associates 
“resigned” from the Board of Directors and were replaced 
by Raymond B. Fosdick, another Rockefeller employee. Mr. 
Fosdick’s function was to look after the Rockefeller inter- 
ests in Colorado as long as they owned any stock. 


Colorado Fuel and Iron today mines no coal, but instead 
produces steel products. Its directorate contains no hint 
of Rockefeller ownership. 

° 

Another international hoax put over on the press and 
populace, was the so-called Eisenhower Doctrine. The press 
poll-parrotted self-serving statements from the Adminis- 
tration, written by Madison Avenue hucksters hired by the 
House of Rockefeller. 

It was necessary to give President Eisenhower authority 
to make war on Russia whenever he (actually the House 
of Rockefeller) saw fit, these sterotyped statements said. 
Otherwise our national honor and security were in danger. 

With the real facts withheld from the public, Congress 
rubber stamped these demands of the House of Rockefeller 
sent down from the White House by the obedient servant 
of The House, Dwight D. Eisenhower. The people didn’t 
have a chance to make their representatives in Washing- 
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Mr. Fish told the Committee of which he had once been 
a member for 20 years that the Standard Oil group had 
contributed heavily to fomenting an Arab uprising in Al- 
geria when the French discovered a new oil field south of 
Algeria. The Standard crowd, he said, felt they could make 
a better deal to exploit this oil by dealing with the Arabs 
than with the French. 


He said the French were very indignant when, they found 
American money was being used to promote civil war and 
rebellion, and to kill French civilians and soldiers. He said 
that when proof of this was shown to the American Am- 
bassador in France (Mr. Dillon) he immediately flew to 
Washington, where he was told to keep his mouth shut. 

Mr. Fish asked Congress to investigate this because . . 

“The American people are entitled to know, and to be 
protected from having their sons sent to the Middle East 
to fight the battles of Standard and other big American 
oil companies. I would not vote to sacrifice the life of one 
American boy for all the oil in Arabia.” 

Congress has been afraid to move in, this direction be- 
cause the “inspired press” would castigate unmercifully any 
member who spoke out against it. Man-made moons to 
the contrary notwithstanding, the hottest spot on the globe 
today for American boys of the present and future is the 
Middle East. Those vast Saudi-Arabian oil fields are the 
vortex. 

Under these sands, geologists have found 100 billion bar- 
rels of oil reserves — all owned and controlled by Standard 
Oil and its affiliates. The Rockefeller crowd have vowed 
they will never let Russia capture it — if they have to 
sacrifice 1,000,000 American lives and incur a $5 trillion 
national debt to save it — or try to save it. 

To this end more and more attention is paid to political 
campaigns. Senators and Congressmen are bought with 
campaign contributions and business deals wherever possi- 
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ble. The same can be said for chairman and key figures 
of state delegations to both Republican and Democratic 
national conventions. 

The Eisenhower nomination, at Chicago was bought, in- 
timidated and bribed by the House of Rockefeller, with 
Winthrop Aldrich in a suite at the Conrad Hilton — a hotel 
whose rooms were all reserved for delegates — as the chief 
puppet master — and paymaster. 

When the Michigan and Oregon delegations insisted on 
casting their votes for Taft, in accordance with the wishes 
of the voters who had elected them, the chairman — both 
large distributors of Chevrolet cars (manufactured by Gen- 
eral Motors) — were ordered by General Motors to switch 
to Rockefeller’s boy (Eisenhower) or else. 

The Michigan switch led a stampede to Eisenhower and 
the Rockefellers owned another President. 

How the Standard Oil people secured and developed this 
concession in Arabia is a study in high class burglary. 
First, their good old White House stooge (F. Roosevelt) 
“negotiated” a pipeline concession to tidewater from the 
bearded King Ibn Saud of Saudi-Arabia, he of the many 
goats and wives. The King needed the small sum of $90,- 
000,000 for pin money or something, and Franklin D. was 
all for secretly giving it to him. 

He certified to Jesse Jones, head of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, that this pipe line (which couldn’t 
possibly have been, completed during the war) was “песез- 
sary to the war effort.” But the conscientious Jesse, who 
could see thru FRD like a pane of glass, said there was 
no warrant of law for giving this money to the King for 
the private enrichment of Standard Oil. 

So, F. Roosevelt simply had Harry Hopkins “loan” the 
money to England under the Uncle Sammy Claus (lend- 
lease) Bill, and England transferred the 90,000 grand to 
King Saud. All was ready to build the pipeline for the 
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House of Rockefeller (which had financed Franklin D.’s 
original foray into politics). 

Shortly afterward Mr. Roosevelt ordered the War Effort 
robbed of some millions of tons of precious steel to build 
the pipeline. Standard then started construction of some 
$300,000,000 worth of refineries and other installations. 

We say Standard as a figure of speech. In order to make 
it look unlike a special privilege for one company, the 
Rockefeller mob took in the Texas Company and Standard 
Oil of California. Socony-Vacuum and Jersey Standard, 
then formed the Arabian-American Oil Company (called 
Aramco for short) to take over and accept these beautiful 
gifts from the American taxpayers. 

The Standard group then set out to short change their 
partners in this grab (the Texas Company). In the origi- 
nal grab the California Standard and Texas companies split 
50-50. The Texas Company was induced to sell 40% of 
its 50% to Socony-Vacuum and New Jersey Standard for 
$102,000,000. California Standard did likewise. This left 
Texas with a 30% slice of this multi-billion dollar gravy 
and a $25,000,000 profit on its original investment. 

And the next day our White House issued its now famous 
Truman doctrine, by which we were to militarize and arm 
Greece and Turkey and go into the Near East to save this 
oil. Officials of the Texas Company were exceedingly 
wroth, feeling they had been tricked into selling 40% of 
their holdings for many millions of dollars less than its 
market value. 

W. H. H. Rogers, board chairman, vehemently told a 
Senate investigating committee, that his company never 
would have sold out for such a small sum if it had known 
the Truman Doctrine was to be announced. Apparently, 
the only ones who enjoyed advance knowledge of this doc- 
trine were the Standard Oil people. 

Control of the Saudi-Arabian fields was now definitely 
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in the hands of Standard Oil crowd. This particular field 
had estimated reserves of 30,000,000,000 barrels. Two 
other concessions in the Near East, owned by British, 
Dutch and French (with Russia on the outside looking 
longingly in) had reserves estimated at 70,000,000,000 bar- 
rels. 

That made a staggering total of 100,000,000,000 barrels. 

е 

Listed in Moody’s Manual of Industrials and known аз 
the Standard Oil Group are nine corporations which domi- 
nate the oil business of the world. This group takes the 
lead in fixing prices American motorists have to pay for 
gasoline, so that the House of Rockefeller can enjoy the 
huge profits listed below. 

This group alone made an operating profit in 1956 of 
$2,148,821,236, and $1,370,011,327 in 1957. This price fix- 
ing is a violation of the anti-trust laws but apparently the 
House of Rockefeller is immune to some of our Federal 
statutes and it isn’t difficult to figure why and how. 

The bellwether of the group is the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, probably so-called because it was in- 
corporated under New Jersey’s liberal corporation laws. It 
is capitalized at 203,488,402 shares at $7 par value common 
stock. 

It has property listed at $4,999,809,667 and made an 
operating profit in 1957 of $805,600,377 after taxes. 

Moody’s for 1958 shows New Jersey Standard owing 
100% of 24 American corporations and 74 foreign con- 
cerns. It owned from 50 to 99% of the stock in four 
American and 80 foreign corporations. Included in these 
were: 

Esso Standard Oil, operating refineries in Louisiana, 
South Carolina, Maryland, New Jersey and Massachusetts; 
grease plants in Pennsylvania; and sales organizations for 
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petroleum products in 18 Eastern and Southern states and 
the District of Columbia. 

It owns jointly with General Motors (50-50) the General 
Ethyl Corporation: 

Jointly with Socony-Mobile Oil Company (50-50) the 
Standard Vacuum Oil Company and the Near East Develop- 
ment Company; 

Thirty percent of the Arabian-American Oil Company ; 

Thirty percent of the Trans-Arabia Pipeline; 

Fifty percent of the Gewerkschaft Brigitta in West Ger- 
many; 

Fifty percent of the Nederlandse Aardolie; 

Seven percent of Iranian Oil Participants, Ltd. 

Forty-nine percent of Plantation Pipe Line, Inc., running 
from Louisiana to North Carolina; 

Twenty three percent of Interprovincial Pipelines, Ltd. 
of Canada; 

Six percent of Trans Mountain Oil Pipelines of Canada. 

The next most powerful unit of the Standard Oil group 
is the Socony-Mobil Oil Company. The word “Ѕосопу” 
spells the initials of Standard Oil Company of New York. 
Socony-Mobil today has 97 subsidiaries. It has an out- 
standing capital structure of $772,660,155, property worth 
$1,521,203,000 and showed an operating profit in 1957 of 
$220,000,000. 

While Jersey Standard produces, refines and sells more 
oil in foreign countries than any other concern on Earth, 
Indiana Standard and its 18 subsidiaries do the same 
for the United States. It has 8,200 filling stations owned 
or under lease and has vigorously withstood alleged compe- 
tition by Shell, Texas and Sinclair in the Middle West. It 
owns the Pan American Petroleum and Transport Com- 
pany, which gives it a huge Mexican and Venezuelan pro- 
duction and a fleet of 31 tankers. 

Standard Oil of California is the oil king of the Pacific 
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Coast. Its crude production is the largest in the United 
States, its refining capacity the third largest.. It has large 
holdings in the fabulously rich Kettleman Hills fields, 
where it owns most of the acreage not controlled by the 
government. California Standard’s numerous service sta- 
tions, painted a “patriotic” red-white-and-blue, are ex- 
tremely popular in the sunshine state. 

California Standard has outstanding shares worth $395,- 
152,412; property listed at $1,537,533,829 and in 1957 an 
operating profit of $288,230,391. It has 105 subsidiaries. 

Atlantic Refining is one of the oldest of the Standards 
and its main refineries are in Pennsylvania, the original 
oil producing state. Atlantic and its 22 subsidiaries do a 
big business in foreign lands, particularly Australia. Its 
acquisition of Union Oil (of California) brought into the 
cartel 19 tankers. Atlantic has a capitalization of $124,- 
903,280, property listed at $544,539,144 and in 1957 report- 
ed a net operating profit of $35,669,759. 

The four smaller units are Kentucky Standard (11 sub- 
sidiaries), Ohio Standard (16 subsidiaries), Ohio Oil Com- 
pany (11 subsidiaries) and South Penn Oil Company (8 
subsidiaries). The latter produces and markets a popular 
lubricant called Pennzoil. 

The four have capitalizations respectively of $26,047,900, 
$68,994,430, $41,258,000 and $19,972,000; property ac- 
counts respectively of $61,638,588, $252,539,240, $270,270,- 
083 and $20,180,957. And their reported net operating pro- 
fits in 1957 were respectively $23,625,586, $29,920,335, 
$75,666,192 and $7,699,697. 

Money is power and the history of Standard Oil is that 
it hasn’t always used it in an up-and-up manner. On April 
11, 1914, during a panic Henry Klein of New York City, 
author of “Standard Oil and the People”, wrote President 
Wilson: 

“In view of the fact that the nation languishes under 
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the spell of industrial depression and that continued ‘hard 
times’ mean ultimate financial disaster, I urge you as chief 
executive of the nation to act in the emergency. The econ- 
omic life of the nation is being crushed out by the greed 
of those who control its industries and finance. 


“The chief factor in this oppression is Standard Oil, the 
growth of which during the past 45 years has imposed a 
hardship on the people. During this period, Standard Oil 
has distributed $80,000,000 in dividends to its stockholders 
and the value of its shares has increased from $1,000,000 
to $1,300,000,000. Its annual profits are $150,000,000, the 
bulk of which is derived by less than twenty persons who 
own a majority of the stock. 

“Standard Oil and its beneficiaries are in control of the 
principal railroads, mines and public utilities. They are 
the leading stockholders in most large industrial corpora- 
tions and they control the principal banks and other finan- 
cial institutions. With such power, the business of the 
nation is virtually in the hands of Standard Oil. 

“Standard Oil beneficiaries have fully a billion dollars 
invested in other than Standard Oil securities. Their prof- 
its from these investments exceed $100,000,000 a year and 
this sum with $150,000,000 from Standard Oil must be 
reinvested each year. In a few years at the present rate 
of profit-taking, Standard Oil will own practically every- 
thing of value in the United States. 

“It controls the newspapers through the advertising 
columns and it maintains an influence over education, and 
religion through the colleges which its beneficiaries endow 
and the churches and ministers they support and pension.” 

And more recently Dr. Emanuel Josephson, who learned 
much of his original store of Rockefeller lore from Lawyer 
Klein, has charged the House of Rockefeller with having, 
for huge profits, conspired in and engineered the... 
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The 1905 revolution and pogroms in Russia; 

The 1907 panic which started in Wall Street; 

The Mexican Revolution and the Pershing Expedition 
South of the Border; 

The 2nd Russian Revolution and setting up of the So- 
viets ; 

The 1929 panic and the so-called Hoover Depression that 
followed; 

The rise to dictatorships of Hitler and Mussolini; 

The Chaco War; 

The Sino-Japanese War; 

The Illuminist New Deal and its corollary — recognition 
and support of Soviet Russia; 

World War II; 

The United Nations, designed to foster world dictator- 
ship and surrender of the sovereignty of the United States; 

Yalta and its confirmation of the Stalin-Rockefeller Deal 
of 1926 for Saudi-Arabian oil; 

The partition of Palestine; 

The Mossadegh Revolution which netted Standard the 
theft of the British half of Iran’s oil; 

The Korean War and 

The coming Mid-East war. 


Chapter 3 
Keystone of the Arch 


When John D. (senior) was a small boy he used to earn 
spending (and saving) money grubbing potatoes for a 
neighbor at a few cents a day. We quote from Ida Tarbell, 
in her famous HISTORY OF STANDARD OIL, who is 
quoting from John D. (senior) himself: 

“Among the early experiences that were helpful to me, 
that I recollect with pleasure, was one in working a few 
days for a neighbor digging potatoes. He was a very en- 
terprising and thrifty farmer, who could dig many potatoes 
himself. 

“I was a boy of perhaps 14 and he kept me busy from 
morning ’til night. It was a 10-hour day. As I was sav- 
ing these little sums I soon learned that I could get as 
much interest on $50 loaned at 7% (then the legal rate in 
New York State) as I could earn by digging for 100 days. 

“The impression gained ground with me that it would 
be a good thing to let money be my slave, and not make 
myself a slave to money.” 

Thus, it was inevitable that the banking business would 
be the keystone of the arch of the Rockefeller activities of 
the future. 
~ To this end the Rockefellers first acquired partial con- 
trol of the National City Bank of New York. They dropped 
this later on when they found it possible to obtain absolute 
control of the Chase National Bank. Mixed up somewhere 
in this potpourri of financial manipulation was the Equit- 
able Trust Company. 

It may be more good management than good luck or co- 
incidence, but today Moody’s Manual of Financial Institu- 
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tions rates the first six largest banks in the United States 
in this order: Chase-Manhattan, First-National City, Bank 
of America (San Francisco), Guaranty Trust, Mellon Na- 
tional (Pittsburgh) and Bankers Trust. 


For many years prior to World War I, J. P. Morgan & 
Company (known as the House of Morgan) dominated the 
international banking business, not only in the United 
States but in Europe. It is well known that the House of 
Morgan got us into this European Family Fight, and that 
they hornswoggled and hooked Woodrow Wilson into the 
overt acts which precipitated it after he had been elected 
on the slogan “Не kept us out of war”. 

The House of Morgan, іп the lingo of the day, had bet 
on the wrong horse in Europe in 1914. They had under- 
written $11 billion of the bonds of the Allies (England, 
France and Italy) and it looked like Kaiser Bill and his 
magnificently trained armies were about to make these 
bonds worthless. 

America was forced into it, mainly by the carrying of 
munitions to England on the LUSITANIA which the Ger- 
mans ruthlessly torpedoed with the loss of 107 American 
lives. The news that the LUSITANIA was a munitions 
carrier was kept from the American people by the press. 

How this was kept secret, and how public sentiment for 
a war that was none of our business was fanned into flame 
by the newspapers, was told to Congress on February 9th, 
1917, by Congressman Oscar Callaway of Texas. How this 
was done is told in detail in the chapter of this book titled 
“The Thought Trust”. 

This warning was kept from the people by the Press, and 
poor Woodrow Wilson was stampeded into a situation 
where Congress could hardly help declaring war, in spite of 
the efforts of maligned patriots in the Senate — George 
Norris, Bill Borah, Bob LaFollette and others. 

With this object lesson on how to control the thinking of 
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the American electorate and buying public, and the offi- 
cial acts of public servants, the House of Rockefeller got 
into the domestic and international banking business on a 
large scale by taking over control of the National City 
Bank of New York. 

John D. (senior), who preceded Henry Ford in demon- 
strating that the way to succeed іп Big Business is to “ог- 
ganize, deputize, supervise” proceed to put this principle 
into effect. He made his brother William, who had orig- 
inally come to New York to sell oil for the Rockefeller 
Cleveland refineries, President of National City. 

We quote from the Rockefeller-controlled FORTUNE 
MAGAZINE for December 1931: 

“The one bank with which the name of Rockefeller is 
commonly associated is the National City Bank of New 
York — but not the name of John D. Rockefeller, or his 
son. It was William (John D’s brother) who put a por- 
tion of his Standard Oil millions into National City. 

“And William’s two sons who married the two daugh- 
ters of James Stillman Sr., the grand old man of National 
City. Today John D. (senior’s) nephew, Percy, sits in the 
seats of the mighty on the board of National City — second 
largest of the country’s banks.” 

Actually the Rockefellers had control of National City 
as early as 1901, but it wasn’t until the House of Morgan 
blazed the way that its financial power was harnessed to 
weld all of the Rockefeller cartels into a cooperative unit. 

The City Bank of New York was chartered as a state 
institution on June 16, 1812 and started business at 52 Wall 
Street on September 14 of the same year. Two days after 
it opened the War of 1812 broke. The new bank subscribed 
to $1,000,000 in War Loans — a tremendous sum in those 
days. 

In 1837 a panic swept the financial district, ruining 250 
business firms. So sound was the City Bank, and so cap- 
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able its management, that it was unaffected by the de- 
pression. A similar panic occurred in 1857 and this time 
985 business firms went down the drain. Again the City 
Bank survived the disaster without visible effect on its vi- 
tality. 

During the War Between the States, Moses Taylor, City 
Bank’s president for 26 years, headed a group of New York 
bankers who backed the US Treasury in every critical hour 
until specie payments were resumed. 

In 1865 the City Bank exchanged its state charter for a 
national one and became the National City Bank of New 
York. Its first act was to finance laying of the New York- 
to-London cable. 

In 1897 National City organized the first foreign depart- 
ment of any American bank. This was the foundation of 
the international banking structure as we know it today. 

During the Spanish War, National City’s then-President 
(James Stillman) organized one of the syndicates which 
underwrote our government’s $200,000,000 war loan. 

In 1901, Poor’s Directory of Bank Executives listed the 
following financial giants as directors of National City: 

William Rockefeller, president of Standard Oil. 

John D. Rockefeller, jr. 

James Stillman (its president). 

Robert Bacon of J. P. Morgan & Company. 

Cleveland H. Dodge of Phelps-Dodge Copper. 

Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn-Loeb & Company. 

Charles S. Fairchild of NY Security & Trust. 

Edward H. Harriman of Union Pacific Railroad. 

Henry O. Havemeyer of American, Sugar. 

John A. McCall of New York Life Insurance Company. 

George W. Perkins of New York Life. 

Samuel Sloan of Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 
road. 

Moses Taylor of Lackawanna Iron & Steel. 
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Henry A. C. Taylor of 52 Wall Street. 

M. Taylor Pyne of the same address. 

Francis M. Bacon of Bacon & Company. 

Many of these became directors of the Chase National 
Bank when the Rockefellers abandoned National City for 
their new keystone. 

In 1904 National City Bank entered the propaganda field 
by launching what it calls “its famous Monthly Letter on 
Business and Economic Conditions.” According to Nation- 
al City’s public relations bureau, this letter goes now (free) 
to 250,000 of the world’s leading business men, industrial- 
ists, educators and government officials. 

In 1914 National City established, at Buenos Aires (Ar- 
gentina) the first overseas branch ever opened by an inter- 
national bank. Today it has 71 branches in 24 foreign 
countries . Not to speak of 78 branches in New York’s 
five boroughs. 

The National City Bank competed with J. P. Morgan & 
Company for foreign business, but without the stigma of 
betting on the wrong horse in Europe and shoving us into 
war. 

The House has almost as firm control of the second larg- 
est bank as it does of the first. To start with, James S. 
Rockefeller, a cousin of the five Rockefeller brothers, is 
President. On the latest list of directors we find these 
nine business tycoons, all members of the Rockefeller- 
owned Council of Foreign Relations, the most powerful and 
dangerous brain washing outfit in the United States: 

Stanley C. Allyn, chairman of the board — National Cash 


Register ; 

Cleveland E. Dodge, vice president — Phelps-Dodge Cop- 
per; 

R. Gwin Follis, chairman, of the board — W. R. Grace, & 
company ; 


John A. Grazier, president — American Radiator ; 
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Alexander C. Nagle, Wall Street broker; 

James S. Rockefeller, president; 

Howard C. Shepherd, chairman of the board; 

Leo D. Welch, vice president — Standard Oil of New 
Jersey. 

The next move of the House of Rockefeller in the power 
banking field was a temporary alliance with Equitable 
Trust of New York. Equitable had been launched in 1925 
with $27,000,000 in capital. 

Its first President was Arthur W. Loadsby and it had 
some directors who have since loomed large in activities 
of Wall Street. Such as Howard E. Cole, Frederic R. 
Coudert, Bertram Cutler, E. T. Jeffery, Otto H. Kahn, 
George W. Murray, Hunter S. Marston, Charles G. Meyer, 
Winston S. Pierce, Lyman Rhoades, Edward Р. Townsend, 
George P. Whaley, Henry Rogers Winthrop, Charles A. 
Wimpfheimer, Bertram G. Work and Charles B. Alex- 
ander. 

In 1929, John D. (senior’s) son-in-law, Winthrop W. Ald- 
rich, is shown as a director of Equitable Trust. New di- 
rectors who were also to become integral parts of the House 
of Rockefeller, on Equitable’s Board, included: 

Frank Altschul, Gordon Auchincloss, Howard Bayne, J. 
S. Coffin, Delos W. Cook, Edward J. Cornish, Charles Hay- 
den, Albert G. Milbank, S. Stern, C. C. Thompson and Roy 
E. Tomlinson. 

In 1930 Equitable was absorbed by the Chase National 
Bank, then dominated by a hard-boiled and practical banker 
named Albert Wiggin. But not for long. The Rockefeller 
interests acquired stock control and in short order Wiggin 
was kicked upstairs to chairmanship of the Board and Ald- 
rich made President. 

FORTUNE Magazine for December 1931 said: 

“For the financial institution with which the House of 
John D. is allied, one must look not to the country’s second 
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largest bank but to its largest, the Chase National. In the 
Chase, John D. Jr. is represented — 

“(1) by large stockholdings; 

“(2) by two members of its board (Bertram Cutler and 
Thomas M. Debevoise) who are virtually his personal rep- 
resentatives; and 

“(3) less directly, by Winthrop Williams Aldrich, his 
brother in law, who occupies the post of president. 

“Like all other stockholders of the Chase, Mr. Rocke- 
feller has also been represented by the chairman of the 
Chase board, Mr. Albert Wiggin. Yet to have described 
Mr. Wiggin as the chairman of Mr. Rockefeller’s bank 
would have been a great error. 

“Mr. Rockefeller’s noteworthy relation to Mr. Wiggin 
arises from the fact that, about two years ago, Mr. Wig- 
gin’s Chase acquired the Equitable Trust of which Mr. 
Rockefeller was the important stockholder. That auto- 
matically made Mr. Rockefeller an important stockholder 
in the Chase. 

“But more was involved than that simple transaction. It 
had been at Mr. Rockefeller’s suggestion that his brother- 
in-law (Mr. Aldrich) had originally been made president 
of the Equitable. And there is very little doubt that it was 
at Mr. Rockefeller’s further suggestion that he ended after 
the merger as President of the Chase.” 

FORTUNE again commented (January 1936) : 

“Back in 1901, Mr. Aldrich’s sister (Abby Aldrich) mar- 
ried John D. Rockefeller Jr. In 1930, when the Chase bank 
as merged with the old Equitable Trust Company, a heavy 
Rockefeller interest, Mr. Rockefeller acquired a very sub- 
stantial block of Chase stock. 

“And when various miasmas presently began to creep 
over Chase’s public reputation, Mr. Rockefeller concluded 
that Chairman Albert Wiggin was not running the Chase 
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bank in the way that Mr. Rockefeller, who deplores mias- 
mas, would have preferred to have it run. 

“And Mr. Wiggin’s successor, Mr. Aldrich was Mr. 
Rockefeller’s brother-in-law. The public had heard this ex- 
planation and has put two and two together, and they have 
seemed to make four.” 

And in, January 1936: 

“The succession of the spruce, self-contained legally 
trained Mr. Aldrich to the Chair of this giant, the biggest 
banking chair in the nation, was the most amazing ascent 
in U. S. banking history because at the time Mr. Aldrich 
had been a bank officer for precisely three years and no 
more. 

“That part of the public which was interested knew the 
vague pattern of the story and placed its own construction 
on it. The public knew that the mammoth Chase Bank 
was largely the creation of the veteran Albert Wiggin and 
that he was one of the most vigorous and optimistic and ex- 
pansive figures in the whole golden upswing of American 
finance. 

“He had entered Chase in 1904 under the patronage of 
the late dean of American bankers, George F. Baker, and it 
was Albert Wiggin who by 1918 had converted Chase from 
a moderate sized banker’s bank, having only $53,000,000 of 
deposits, into the fourth largest commercial bank in the 
country, having $333,000,000 of deposits.” 

Chase-Manhattan’s last annual report (for 1957) shows 
aggregate deposits of $6,884,520,000; outstanding loans 
and mortgages of $3,926,510,000; assets of $7,809,784,526. 

This keystone of the House of Rockefeller’s arch today 
stands as a merger four years ago of two of the nation’s 
largest banks, and a merger of others over the years. For 
years known as the Chase National it is now the Chase- 
Manhattan Bank, a state chartered institution. Chase Na- 
tional gave up its national charter in 1955 when it merged 
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with the Bank of the Manhattan Company, but it still 
handles the bulk of the U. S. government’s foreign trans- 
actions. 

Both parties to this giant merger can trace their lineage 
back to the 18th century and the seventh decade of the 
19th. Chase National itself started business September 20, 
1877, in a small (comparatively) building at 114 Broadway. 

The Manhattan Company was chartered by the New 
York legislature on April 2, 1799, for the primary purpose 
of constructing a water supply system for New York City. 
To this end it opened a banking office at 40 Wall Street on 
September first of the same year. 

The Chase Bank was founded by John Thompson and 
named after Salmon P. Chase, Lincoln’s Secretary of the 
Treasury. Its original capital was $300,000. By this time 
the Manhattan Company had long since abandoned its 
original purpose and turned the business of supplying wa- 
ter for Manhattan Island over to the City authorities. 

Manhattan, by helping finance the Erie Canal and like 
projects, thrived during the years when our frontiers were 
being steadily pushed westward. The country’s geographi- 
cal frontiers had been established at the beachhead of the 
Pacific Ocean by the time Chase was founded, so the new 
group began to look for new frontiers of industry to con- 
quer. 

The public relations unit of Chase-Manhattan has the fol- 
lowing to say of the two institutions involved: 

“Service to the nation has been the byword of both banks 
since they were founded. The Manhattan was organized 
to combat a disease which plagued early America for many 
decades — yellow fever. A fatal epidemic swept New York 
in 1798 and the city’s insanitary water supply was blamed 
for spreading the malady. A group of citizens, led by the 
arch political rivals, Alexander Hamilton and Aaron Burr, 
initiated a project to give the city a pure water system.

“Burr drafted the charter for the Manhattan Company, 
the same charter under which Chase Manhattan now op- 
erates. In it he inserted a clause permitting the Company 
to use capital not required by the water works project in 
the purchase of public or other stocks, or in any money 
transactions. 


“The Company soon, found that a good part of its origin- 
al capital would not be needed for the water system. On 
May 15, 1799 the directors voted to use the surplus funds 
to open an office of discount and deposit. 

“Although the Company’s entry into the banking busi- 
ness was an immediate success, it added more fuel to the 
fires of the feud between Hamilton and Burr. Hamilton 
was the sponsor of the only other two banks then operat- 
ing in the City — the Bank of New York and the New 
York branch of the Bank of the United States. He was al- 
so leader of the Federalist Party, and in the national elec- 
tions of 1800 the Manhattan charter was used as a political 
issue in the Federalist campaign, against the Burr-support- 
ed party of Thomas Jefferson. 

“Through his activities in New York State, Burr swung 
the election to Jefferson. But soon after his fortunes de- 
clined. Jefferson repudiated him. Then he found himself 
in financial difficulties through his real estate specula- 
tions. 

In 1802 he was quietly dropped from the Board of the 
Manhattan Company. Thus, Burr had no connection with 
the Company when in 1804 he fatally shot Hamilton in the 
most famous duel in American history. The pistols used in 
that grim contest were acquired by the Company some 
years ago. 

“The Manhattan is credited with introducing several in- 
novations during its early years which have become stand- 
ard practices and operations in modern banking. These in- 
clude endorsement of checks, the bank credit department 
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and the correspondent bank relationship. The latter was 
to become an important factor in the growth of the Chase 
National, which brought to the merged institution the larg- 
est roster of correspondent bank relationships in the United 
States. 

“In the following decade a series of mergers further 
strengthened the Chase’s position and provided it with 
branches in New York City and overseas. The Manhattan 
started building its city-wide branch system in 1918 when 
it merged with the Bank of Metropolis. 

“Since its merger with the Staten Island National Bank 
and Trust Company in the summer of 1957, Chase Manhat- 
tan has had a total of ninety-nine offices in all five bor- 
oughs of New York City, as well as 16 branches and six 
representatives’ offices overseas. 

“The Head Office of the Bank is at 18 Pine Street, the 
former Chase head office, pending completion of a new 
building and plaza on a two-block site bounded by Pine, 
William, Liberty and Nassau Streets in the heart of the 
financial district.” 

Chase Manhattan has foreign branches in London, Paris, 
Frankfurt, Beirut, Tokyo, Osaka, Havana, Mariano, San 
Juan, Santurce, Rio Piedras, Panama, Colon, David, Cristo- 
bal and Balboa. 

It maintains political lobbyists in seven national capitals 
— Washington, Bombay, Buenos Aires, Caracas, Paris, 
Mexico City and Rome. FORTUNE Magazine tells us that 
the Chase bank contacts industrial organizations all over 
the world, and is in “perpetual conversation with 3,700 
American banks.” 

A bank doesn’t carry on a perpetual conversation with all 
other banks in the country in the ordinary course of the 
loan business. The bank that does that is in politics in 
more ways than one. 

If a bank, say in Kankakee, holds the paper of a promi- 
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nent industrialist there, and this industrialist proves to be 
a “maverick” to some cartel included in the cartel of car- 
tels in which the conversationalists bank is interested, the 
Kankakee bank can easily be persuaded to call the loan or 
otherwise embarass its client. 

Or if a large concern, say like General Motors, is depend- 
ent on Chase for new stock issues or other financing, Gen- 
eral Motors can be “importuned” to importune its dealers, 
who may be in politics, to swing their own little pendulum 
the way the owners of Chase want it swung. 

Like the time in 1952 when Winthrop Aldrich occupied a 
suite of rooms in the Conrad Hilton Hotel (Chicago) where 
the bigwigs of the Republican convention, were quartered. 
Aldrich was dedicated to the task of forcing the Rockefeller 
No. 1 boy (Dwight Eisenhower) on the Republican Party as 
its candidate, even though Gen. Eisenhower was running a 
bad second to the capable and experienced Senator Taft as 
the popular choice of the Republican voters. 

The Rockefeller cause looked hopeless until Mr. Aldrich 
remembered that Arthur Summerfield, chairman of the 
Michigan delegation was a Chevrolet (General Motors) 
dealer in Flint, Mich. Taft was the popular name with 
the people of Michigan. Michigan’s 22 votes were about 
to be cast for Taft. 

But Mr. Summerfield was making an excellent living, in 
fact a luxurious one, with the Chevrolet agency in Flint, 
Mich. So at Mr. Aldrich’s prodding, General Motors ty- 
coons suggested to Mr. Summerfield that unless he swung 
his delegation to Eisenhower, he might not enjoy such a 
lush living without the Chevrolet agency. 

Mr. Summerfield “saw the light” and swung his delega- 
tion to Eisenhower and the rout was on. Every sheep who 
had been appointed by the 48 political bosses as delegates 
to the Chicago convention rushed to get on what he thought 
was the Eisenhower band wagon. 
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Thus the power of a huge bank, which “converses” with 
3,700 other banks in the nation perpetually, was conclusive- 
ly demonstrated. 


Many persons saw the fine Italian hand of Chase Nation- 
al in Harry Truman’s illegal declaration of War on the 
North Koreans — a conflict in which 25,000 American boys 
lost their lives, other thousands were captured and “brain- 
washed” and countless others maimed and their health or 
minds impaired. 

On June 24, 1929, the San Francisco office of the Asso- 
ciated Press sent out this dispatch before AP headquarters 
in Rockefeller Center could suppress it. However, no am- 
plifying or follow-up story (which such news merited) was 
ever sent out. 

“Chinese Communists announced today that they had 
ordered the American Chase National Bank to quit busi- 
ness in Tientsin. The order was issued because the bank 
refused to submit its capital to examination. This an- 
nouncement on the Peiping Radio was heard in San Fran- 
cisco by the Associated Press.” 

Things of this sort are never done in a goldfish bowl. 
Yet, it has never been satisfactorily explained why one man 
could declare a war, which took the lives of 25,000 Ameri- 
can. boys and made invalids (physical and mental) out of 
another 100,000, when the Constitution gives this power 
solely to the Congress. 

Patriotic Americans feel that much was hushed up, by 
very powerful influences in the financial structure of 
America, when no one moved in Congress to either investi- 
gate or find “how kum” Congress had been, bypassed in 
this declaration of war, first against the Republic of North 
Korea and then against the Chinese Communists. 

The mystery was deepened when no effort was made in 
Washington to find out why Genera] MacArthur was ham- 
strung and hogtied when he started out to destroy the 
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Chinese Communist armies in short order just as he had 
destroyed the entire North Korean military force in a week. 

The mystery is still in force today. Usually when a new 
Administration comes in it resurrects every skeleton it can 
find in the closets and cellars of the preceding one, in the 
hope of solidifying itself with the electorate and making 
the voters forget its own shortcomings. 

Yet the Republican Administration had made no effort 
to “cash in” on the illegal acts of President Truman in send- 
ing American armies into a war which Congress had never 
sanctioned, or even voted on. 

Those are things that have never been explained. 


Chapter 4 
Who and What Is the House 
of Rockefeller? 


The House of Rockefeller is, first and foremost, THE In- 
visible Government of the United States. Invisible Gov- 
ernment is described as “predatory capital controlling the 
wheels of government behind a smoke screen”. Any doubt 
that this descriptions fits the Rockies will be dispelled be- 
fore one is halfway thru reading this book. 

Whichever party seems likeliest to win gets more Rocke- 
feller dough than the other. The law prohibits corpora- 
tions from contributing to political campaigns and it pro- 
hibits individuals from contributing more than $5,000. 

However, that means nothing to The House. There are 
various ways to evade, ignore and break the law known 
as the Corrupt Practices Act. One of them is to set up 
fake committees (like Democrats for Eisenhower in 1952) 
and make maximum contributions to that. 

As a result of these over-the-maximum contributions, 
and political manipulation it can exercise thru Chase Bank 
loans, The House can do what it pleases with many elective 
and appointive officials of the Federal government, state 
governments and large cities (it doesn’t bother with the 
small county and small city levels) — executive, legislative 
and judicial branches. 

In this hard boiled “game” of power politics, in which 
billions of dollars are involved, the House of Rockefeller has 
a moral code of its own — expediency and “get the money, 
boys”. Their moral code reminds one of the classic remark 
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made once by the late Jim Watson, Senator from Indiana 
and Republican boss of the Upper House. 


Jim had just cracked the whip on his underlings in the 
Senate on a particularly astrocious steal from the people 
for the benefit of so-called Big Business. A newsman 
asked Jim “what about the principle of the thing?” Jim 
replied: 

“Sometimes us politicians have to rise above principle.” 

There is an erroneous impression abroad in, the land that 
John Davison Rockefeller jr., and his five sons, are THE 
HOUSE OF ROCKEFELLER. This is far from the truth. 
The House of Rockefeller is such a vast organization, that 
the death of John D. jr., or even of all his sons, would affect 
its operation, power and influences very little. 

Long before honest old Henry Ford gave to the world his 
recipe for Big Business success—Organize, Deputize, Su- 
pervise—John D. Rockefeller Sr., was practicing it in a 
big way. Even the crafty capable financial genius that 
was John D. Senior never envisioned the colossal business 
and political organization his genius was building. 

The House of Rockefeller actually is a vast empire with 
millions of vassals (employes) and thousands of mediums 
of public information and many, many billions of dollars 
in capital for use and credit. It thereby not only dominates 
our business life, and our own government but nearly every 
government in. the world. The latter fact is an open boast 
of its Council on Foreign Relations. 

This book does not criticize Bigness as such. Bigness in 
business can often be used for the public’s benefit — better 
prices, better quality, more convenient deliveries. It is 
when Bigness is used to chouse the public and buy elections 
that it hurts. Writing in Rockefellers FORTUNE Maga- 
zine for May 1952, Prof. George Stigler of Columbia Uni- 
versity (often called “Rockefeller U”) said: 

“There are two fundamental criticisms to be made of Big 
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Business. It acts monopolistically, and it encourages and 
justifies bigness in labor and government. For my pur- 
poses big businesses are businesses that are not only abso- 
lutely large in size but also are large relative to the indus- 
tries in which they operate, like

“As to monopoly, when a small number of firms control 
most or all of the output of an industry, they can individu- 
ally and collectively profit more by co-operation, than by 
competition. Co-operatively they can do everything they 
can individually plus charging “non-competitive” prices. 


“In addition, patent licensing has been used to deprive 
the licensees of any incentive to engage in research. Gen- 
eral Electric, for instance, used such agreements to limit 
other companies’ output and fix the prices of incandescent 
lamps. 


“As to bigness in labor and government, big companies 
have a large, albeit disproportionate effect on. public think- 
ing. The great expansion of our labor unions has been due 
largely to favoring legislation and administration by the 
Federal government. 


“This policy of favoring unions rests fundamentally upon 
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the popular belief that workers individually competing for 
jobs will be exploited by Big Business employes.” 

The author didn’t mention the biggest monopoly of all — 
the Standard Oil Company and its various “affiliates” who 
fix gasoline prices at will while official Washington looks 
the other way. 

In general, we would say that The House is composed of 
the Family (including brothers-in-laws and nephews), pres- 
ent and past living directors of the Chase Bank, trustees of 
the Rockefeller Foundation and the Rockefeller Institute, 
high ranking officials of Standard Oil, General Motors and 
other industrial behemoths controlled or dominated by the 
House, the directing heads of the various cartels and indus- 
trial combines that are controlled or partially controlled by 
this indescribable combine and the Council on Foreign Re- 
lations. 

The latter is, in effect, the Rockefeller subsidiary used 
to promote the Rockefeller interests with the US State De- 
partment and foreign governments, including the Kremlin. 

A good many executives in this combine are honest and 
sincere (tho high powered), devoted only to making their 
concerns pay a profit to their stockholders( including the 
Rockefeller Family) and higher and higher salaries to 
themselves. 

Many others — those high up on. the Rockefeller ladder 
— are not so scrupulous. They are not above rigging elec- 
tions, buying nominations and candidates, clubbing influ- 
ential business men, especially politicians (who have bank 
loans) into line, and having judges appointed here and 
there who will see things their way when the opportune 
time arrives. 

One and all are under the thumb of the House of Rocke- 
feller and its policies — whatever they may be at the time. 
The honest ones are in the same predicament as the Naval 

= officer who said: 
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“My country, may she always be right; but, my country, 
right or wrong.” 

The more powerful units of the House of Rockefeller 
could be classed as the huge trusts — money, news, drug, 
food, milk, motors, transportation. power, steel, insurance, 
copper, shipping, etc. How many large industries The 
House has its tentacles into nobody but a Chase Bank ac- 
countant could determine. 

When a Rockefeller, or any of the House’s controlling 
groups, buy a controlling interest — ог an interest large 
enough to control a stockholders’ election — it is done with 
the understanding that they place one of their Old Reliables 
on the Board of Directors. A Rockefeller-made director is 
always of such stature and ability that he can generally 
dominate and control a majority of the others. 

FORTUNE for September 1930 reflected the Rockefeller 
viewpoint when it said: 

“The outstanding character of a director is that he does 
not direct. He represents. He may represent, individually, 
stock ownership or financial banking or management or 
general respectability or whatnot. A company is known by 
the directorate it keeps.” 

The first line shock troops in this category are directors 
of the Chase Bank, which is the keystone of the arch of the 
House of Rockefeller. In many cases these shock troops 
are elected president or chairman of the board of the in- 
dustries which they are assigned to “direct”. 

When brother-in-law Winthrop Aldrich was at the head 
of the Chase Bank, before he “retired” to “accept” the post 
of Ambassador to England at the “urgent request” of 
President Eisenhower, he was a director of the monopolistic 
communications trust (American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company). Also of the largest paper mills in the world 
(International Paper Company), the largest life insurance 
company in the world (Metropolitan) and the largest elec- 
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trical appliance manufacturer in the world (Westinghouse 
Electric Company.) 

The present head of Chase Bank, John J. McCloy, has 
been a “Rockefeller man” for many years. He represented 
the H-of-R in Germany, courtesy of the Truman and Eisen- 
hower administrations, when the loot was distributed. He 
is now the most influential director of AT&T, Metropolitan 
Life, Westinghouse Electric, United Fruit, American Over- 
seas Finance Corporation, Allied Chemicals and the left- 
wing Ford Foundation. 

J. Stewart Baker, another big wheel in the Chase Bank, 
is a director of the Great Northern Railway and of the 
Chase-Manhattan Realty Company. This concern controls 
the vast New York real estate holdings of the Rockefeller 
family. 

Elliott V. Bell is head of the McGraw Hill Publishing 
Company which owns and publishes 27 business magazines, 
and does much to control the thinking of their 1,051,091 
subscribers. He also directs the American Agricultural 
Chemical Company, Carrier Corporation, New York Life, 
Revere Copper & Brass, New York Telephone Company 
and the left-wing Guggenheim Foundation. 

Kenneth C. Brownell heads the American Smelting and 
Refining Company, directs General Cable, Great Northern 
Paper, Revere Copper and is a trustee of the Rockefeller 
Institute and Guggenheim Foundation. He succeeded his 
father (Francis H. Brownell) who died in 1954 on the 
Chase board. The senior Brownell used to take care of 
General Cable, Revere Copper, Northern Pacific Railway, 
American, Sugar and Federal Mining & Smelting for the 
House of Rockefeller. 

James F. Brownlee is head of J. H. Whitney & Company, 
Wall Street investment banking firm. He also directs 
American Sugar, Gillette Razor, Spencer Chemical, R. H. 
Macy Company and Minute Maid Corporation. 
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George W. Burpee is head of Cloverdale & Colpits, and a 
director of Kaiser Steel, Lukens Steels and Brooklyn Union 
Gas Company. He was also a director of General Aniline 
and Film when The House was using this firm to cover up 
Hitler’s American holdings. 

Robert M. Catherine is president of the Dollar Savings 
Bank and director of Maryland Casualty, Commonwealth 
Insurance and Homeland Insurance Companies. 

George Champion, who holds the title of President of 
Chase Bank but has two other Rockefeller tycoons above 
him (McCloy and Baker) is a director of Travelers Insur- 
ance and American Smelting. 

Harry A. deButts is president of the Southern Railway 
and a past director of Equitable Life. 

J. Doyle DeWitt is president of Travelers Insurance. 

J. Frank Drake is a director of Gulf Oil. 

Percy J. Ebbott is a director of International Paper, Al- 
lied Stores and American Export Lines. 

Frederic W. Ecker is president of Metropolitan Life. 

William V. Griffin helps control TIME Magazine, the 
propaganda sheet called a “news” weekly published from 
Rockefeller Center and going to 2,036,997 subscribers. He 
also is president of Dobie Mines, Ltd., and director of Con- 
tinental Oil and Servel, Inc. 

Frederick R. Kappel is president of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

Richard H. Mansfield is a director of Equitable Life, At- 
lantic Mutual Insurance and US Borax & Chemical. 

Joseph A. Martino is president of National Lead and a 
director of 28 corporations including American Bearing, 
Canada Metals, Nickel-Aluminum, Inc., Titanium Metals 
and National Lead. 

Henry D. Mercer is chairman of States Marine Corpora- 
tion and director of Republic Steel. 

William J. Murray jr. is head of McKesson & Robbins 
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Drugs, a director of General Foods, International Paper 
and Owens-Corning Fiberglass. 

James F. Oates jr. is president of Equitable Life and a 
director of Great Northern, Railway. 

Andrew W. Robertson is a head man in Westinghouse 
Electric. 

Frank F. Russell is head of Cerro de Pasco Copper cor- 
poration. Also a director of Glenn Martin Aircraft, Otis 
Elevator, Worthington Manufacturing and Union Oil & 
Gas of Louisiana. | 

Lynde Selden is a director of American Express, Ameri- 
can Surety, Otis Elevator and Underwood Typewriter. 

Cyrus Rowlett Smith is president of American Airlines. 

Robert E. Wilson is head of Standard Oil of Indiana, one 
of the original units of the House of Rockefeller. 

These are the current directors. John D. jr. or whoever 
directs the overall policy of Chase Bank likes to rotate his 
directors. So, many past directors are still active cogs in 
the main gears of the House of Rockefeller. 

When the Manhattan Bank was merged with Chase Na- 
tional in 1955 the agreement was that 12 of the merged 
bank’s directors would have directorships in Chase. Since 
they were all House of Rockefeller men this was arranged 
by easing out 12 of the then-directors who had been thor- 
oughly indoctrinated with the methods of the H-of-R and 
could serve on the directorships of their concerns without 
frequent get-togethers with the Chase directorate. 

First in this alphabetical list of past directors is Vincent 
Astor. Mr. Astor inherited many millions of dollars from 
his forbears who bought land on Manhattan Island from 
the Indians at a few cents an acre and left it for Vincent 
and 20th century generations to unload at millions of dol- 
lars an acre. 

Vincent was Franklin Roosevelt’s Wall Street overseer, 

“a, after Rockefeller money had catapulted him (FDR), first 
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into the Governor’s mansion at Albany and then into the 
White House. 


FD used to cruise down the Potomac every week-end on 
Vincent’s palatial yacht, the “Nourmahal”, until Senator 
Black’s sub-committee investigating ocean mail contracts 
monitored radio messages to him from the Houses of Mor- 
gan and Rockefeller. 

These messages gave FDR the orders necessary to rig 
the market on certain stocks on which the beneficiaries 
south of Canal Street cleaned up. Senator Black sup- 
pressed these messages and shortly thereafter was made a 
Justice of the Supreme Court, in spite of his known mem- 
bership in the Ku Klux Klan and total lack of any ability 
for the job. 

Vincent was a director of Chase National from 1939 to 
1941. He is now chairman of the board of NEWS-WEEK 
Magazine, a director of Western Union Telegraph, Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine, Roosevelt Steamship, US Lines, 
Great Northern Railway, Illinois Central Railway and 
American Pioneer Lines. 

He was a founder of NEWS-WEEK during the early days 
of the Rockefeller Administration. This propaganda organ 
was launched by the House of Rockefeller to offset the in- 
fluence with the populace that was then enjoyed by TIME, 
then owned by the House of Morgan. It now goes to 1,063,- 
281 subscribers. 

Gordon Auchincloss was a Chase director about the same 
time. He was there by virtue of being a director of Inter- 
national Paper, Crosse & Blackwell Foods and Solvay 
American (investment banking) Corporation. 

Earl D. Babst was the insurance specialist on the Rocke- 
feller general staff. He directed the Great American In- 
demnity, Great American Insurance and American Nation- 
al Fire Insurance companies. 

Howard Bayne, one of those eased out in the merger with 
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Manhattan, was another insurance “specialist”. He was a 
director of Borden Milk, American Reserve and Jersey 
Insurance companies. 

John A. Brown, Chase director from 1940 to 1945 is pres- 
ident of the Socony-Vacuum Oil Company. 

H. Donald Campbell is another of the Insurance handlers. 
He directs Newport News Ship Building, American Nation- 
al Fire, Great American Indemnity, Great American and 
Rochester American Insurance companies. 

Newcomb Carlton, Chase Bank director from 1940 to 
1948, has been a director of Western Union Telegraph, 
American Sugar Refining, American Surety and Union Pa- 
cific Railway. 

Malcom G. Chace is a director of International Paper 
and Mathieson Alkali Works. 

Francis W. Cole directs for the three Travelers Insurance 
concerns, plus United Aircraft and Standard Screw. 

Cleo F. Craig is a US Steel and AT&T director. 

Bertram Cutler has a diversity of directorships: Radio 
Corporation, National Broadcasting, Equitable Life and 
New York Central RR. 

Henry O. Havemeyer was a Chase bank director for 
many years until the merger. He still directs American 
Surety, New York Trust, Braden Copper and Kennecott 
Copper. 

Austin S. Igleheart, another Chase director of long stand- 
ing until the merger, is the real big shot at General Foods. 
And holds directorships in Commercial Solvents, Mead- 
Johnson Drugs and Chicago & Eastern Illinois RR. 

Alexander N. Kemp is a director of American Airlines, 
Standard Brands (food), California Standard Oil and 
Southern Cal Edison. 

James T. Lee, an old Chase Bank standby until the merg- 
er, is a director of American Express, American Surety, 
Northern Insurance and Shelton Holding Corporation. 
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Leroy A. Lincoln is a director of Metropolitan Life, Com- 
mercial Solvents and Union Pacific Railway. 

Jeremiah Milbank, the motivating force in-the organiza- 
tion of Borden’s Milk into one half of the American milk 
trust, is also a director of Metropolitan Life and Southern 
Railway. 

Ray D. Murphy is president of Equitable Life. 

Arthur W. Page is a director of AT&T, Westinghouse 
Electric, Kennecott Copper and Continental Oil. 

Thomas 1. Parkinson directs Borden’s Milk, AT&T and 
Consolidation Coal. 

Carl J. Schmidlapp, retired as head of Allied Chemicai, 
still directs that and General Foods. 

Robert C. Stanley is a director of four Rockefeller con- 
cerns — General Electric, US Steel, Mutual Life and Inter- 
national Nickel. 

Barton P. Turnbull is a director of Consolidation Coal. 

Some big wheels of the House of Rockefeller who have 
never served on the Board of the Chase Bank are Jay E. 
Crane, Eugene Holman, Howard W. Page, Judson F. Stone 
and Sidney J. Weinberg. 

Crane is a vice president of Standard Oil of New Jersey 
and at the same time holds the post of chairman of the 
board of the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, a priv- 
ate money manipulating unit with a name designed to make 
the public believe it is a Federal institution. 

Eugene Holman is chairman of Jersey Standard’s board 
and a director of Metropolitan Life. 

Howard W. Page is a director of Jersey Standard and the 
Arabian-American Oil Company. 

Judson F. Stone is a director of Standard Oil of Indiana 
and International Harvester. 

Sidney J. Weinberg has long been a Rockefeller stand-in. 
He participated into the organization of National Dairy 
Products into the most powerful unit of the two-corpora- 
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tion Milk Trust. Не is also a director of General Foods, 
General Electric, McKesson & Robbins drugs and Ford Mo- 
tors. 

Nine of the Rockefeller Foundation directors have their 
fingers in the pie which is known as the House of Rocke- 
feller’s trusts and corporations. 

Ralph J. Bunche is one of our leading Communists and 
is a personal friend of Nelson Rockefeller. Bunche has 
tried to organize the Negroes of Africa into cabals to des- 
troy all white people there and make it a dark continent in- 
deed. He is very much the persona grata at the Kremlin. 

William H. Claflin is a director of United Fruit. 

Lewis W. Douglas who won fame as one of the most ir- 
responsible of the Roosevelt New Dealers, and was sent to 
England as our Ambassador in recognition of this irrespon- 
sibility (or his subservience to the House of Rockefeller) is 
a director of NEWS-WEEK Magazine, General Motors, 
Metropolitan Life and Continental Oil. 


Robert A. Lovett, a recent Secretary of the Army, has 
been a Rockefeller stand-in for a long time. He is on the 
Board of New York Life, Union Pacific, North American 
Aviation, Columbia Broadcasting System and Brown Broth- 
ers & Harriman. 


Benjamin McKelway is President of the Associated Press 
and editor of the very successful, respectful and wealthy 
Washington (DC) Star. 

William I. Myers is a director of Mutual Life. 

Robert J. Sproul is president of the University of Cali- 
fornia, president of the Left-wing International House and 
trustee of the left-wing Carnegie Foundation. 

Henry S. Sturgis is a director of General Mills and board 
chairman of the Erie Railroad. 

Arthur H. Sulzberger, who became owner of the New 
York TIMES by marrying the boss’s daughter, is a director 
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of the Associated Press and trustee of Columbia Universi- 
ty. 

Five trustees of the Rockefeller Institute are active in 
other units of the House. 

Donald K. David is a director of General Electric and the 
Aluminum Company of America. 

Eli W. Debevoise, George Murnane and John C. Trapha- 
gen are practically the sole owners of the Solvay American 
(investments) Corporation. Traphagen also is on the di- 
rectorates of American Smelting, International Nickel, Pru- 
dential Insurance and American Agricultural Chemical. 

The Federal Reserve System (misnamed) has the power 
of life and death over power business. By raising or lower- 
ing the rediscount rate at will the Board can cause small 
panics or depressions, especially when the Rockefeller in- 
siders want to buy up speculative securities at rock bottom 
prices. It can also stimulate the stock market when the 
Rockies want to unload at a profit these same securities. 

To show the stranglehold The House has on the Federal 
Reserve System, here are some of the officials of FRS who 
are closely connected with The House. 

William M. C. Martin, member of the Council on Foreign 
Relations, is head of the whole System. 

Winfield W. Riefler of the same “council” is assistant to 
head Governor Martin. 

The New York Federal Reserve Bank, which naturally 
originates many of the System’s policies, has the following 
House of Rockefeller representatives on it: 

Jay E. Crane (vice president of Standard Oil), Clarence 
Francis (director of Mutual Life and Northern Pacific), 
John E. Bierwirth (director of New York Trust and Pan- 
handle Eastern (oil) Pipeline). 

Howard C. Shepherd, head of the First-National City 
Bank and director of Union Pacific and United Aircraft. 

The queerest set-up in the entire House of Rockefeller is 
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its Council on Foreign Relations, a propaganda, lobbying 
and pressure organization formed to further the interests 
of Standard Oil and other Rockefeller enterprises in Rus- 
sia and other parts of the globe. Its make-up is fully set 
out in the chapter of this book titled “World Politics and 
Communism.” 

The directorate of the Council includes three prominent 
members of the Communist Apparatus in America, the 
Governor of New York, four former Cabinet officers, an of- 
ficial of the Federal Reserve System, head of the hush- 
hush Central Intelligence Agency, a leftwing columnist, the 
president of Brown University and nine directors of some 
of the House of Rockefeller’s largest units. 

The rank-and-file of CFR’s membership (buck privates, 
some would call them) range all the way from the Presi- 
dent of the United States down to the lowest type of Soviet 
spies and agents in the United States. They include the 
Secretary of State and his chief assistant, a former Presi- 
dent, two two-time losing candidates for the Presidency, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve System, a justice of the 
odoriferous and left wing United States Supreme Court, the 
Governor of New York, two United States Senators and 
most of the bigshots of the Institute of Pacific Relations 
(exposed by the Senate Internal Security Committee as the 
Rockefeller-financied main Communist transmission belt 
in the United States) and many backhouse reds and parlor 
pinks. 

Until he was taken out of circulation, Alger Hiss was une 
of the most active and important members of CFR. His as- 
sistant while he was stealing top-secret documents from the 
State Department and selling them to the Kremlin (one 
Joseph E. Johnson) is still a director of CFR. And prob- 
ably a valuable one. 


Chapter 5 
From A Shoestring to 200 


Billion Dollars 


Starting from scratch in 1859 the Rockefeller Fortune 
has been built up from a shoestring to over $200 billion 
in two generations. Some historians place it much higher 
than this, but these are the figures we can definitely put 
a finger on. 

They come mostly from Moody’s Manuals of Industrials, 
Public Utilities, Banks and Insurance Companies, and don’t 
include the family holdings in government, state, munici- 
pal and public utility bonds and securities. These, Rocke- 
feller biographers estimate, are up in the many billions 
level. 

We can start with the 65 principal industries that we 
know of, which are Rockefeller owned and controlled. In 
these 65 industries, Moody’s Manuals show the director- 
ships, and from these directorships House of Rockefeller 
control is as plain as the nose on anyone’s face. 

Then there are four of the six largest banks in America 
controlled by directors from the House of Rockefeller and 
eight insurance behemoths in the same category. These 
insurance companies have outstanding loans of over $17 
billion, and the four banks have outstanding loans of near- 
ly $10 billion. Rockefeller loans always have a string, 
or a prospective string, tied to them. Twenty-seven bil- 
lions can do a lot of talking when the lenders want special 
favors.

A spider web chart of the individuals who make up the 
House of Rockefeller, and their many interlocking director- 
ships, would be interesting.

This list of “bedfellows” in the Council of Foreign Re- 
lations would be incredible if we did not have unassailable 
documentary proof of every name. They will all be found 
in the annual reports of The Council, which the Rockefel- 
lers try to restrict to members. However, newsmen have 
a way of getting “secret” documents. 

For Dwight Eisenhower, J. Foster Dulles, Averell Harri- 
man, Tom Finletter, Russell Leffingwell, Tom Dewey, the 
Bruce brothers, Adlai Stevenson and men of their high 
standing to rub elbows and become political bedfellows with 
such well known vermin as Alger Hiss, Owen Lattimore, 
Philip C. Jessup, William L. Holland, Ralph Bunche and 
other well known Communist agents, spies, saboteurs and 
operatives is further incredible.

Center have such a “hold” of some sort on them they are 
afraid to disobey any edict from that source.

JOSEPH E. JOHNSON: Alger Hiss’ assistant in the 
State Department when they were stealing “top secret” 
information and selling it to the Kremlin, via their courier 
Whittaker Chambers, then of Rockefeller’s TIME Maga- 
zine. 

JOSEPH BARNES: The vanload of Institute of Pacific 
Relations records and documents, flushed by the FBI and 
siezed by the McCarran Committee in a Lee (Mass.) barn, 
listed Barnes as wheelhorse of the Communist conspiracy ; 
that he had sought to bedazzle Newton D. Baker, Wood- 
row Wilson’s Secretary of War and a one-worlder, into 
helping him extract information in Washington to be turn- 
ed over to the Communist IPR; minutes of a meeting in 
Moscow on May 26, 1934, showed that Barnes and others 
agreed and conspired to deliver military information to 
Russia disguised as “scholarly exchanges”. 

RALPH J. BUNCHE, the Negro Communist and close 
friend of Nelson Rockefeller, who tried to organize a pog- 
rom to kill every white man in one of Africa’s negro states. 
Bunche has quite a record with the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 

OWEN J. LATTIMORE: The loud-mouthed little college 
professor who, along with the then President Truman, 
yelled “red herring” when Senator McCarthy accused him 
of being a Russian agent; indicted for perjury for denying 
the McCarthy accusations; letters signed by him and found 
in the Lee barn proved the McCarthy charges and brought 
about his indictment; after sifting the evidence the Mc- 
Carran committee called him “Russia’s top agent in the 
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United States and a conscious articulate instrument of the 
Soviet conspiracy in America.” 

FREDERICK VANDERBILT FIELD: The wealthy 
crackpot who financed IPR after the $3,000,000 or so of 
Rockefeller-Carnegie money ran out. His other activities 
were so notorious it didn’t require his own letters, cap- 
tured by the Senate Committee, to put the finger on, him. 

EDWARD C. CARTER: Executive director of IPR; 
marked for liquidation by the Kremlin if he ever sets foot 
inside an Iron Curtain country — for failing to destroy 
those records which were captured at Lee, Mass.; attended 
a 1945 Moscow meeting with Barnes. 

WILLIAM L. HOLLAND: Succeeded Carter as boss of 
the IPR when Carter got too old for the job; letter cap- 
tured by the McCarran committee, signed by Holland, said 
“Here’s to the day when Japan and China will be part 
of the Soviet Empire”. 

PHILIP C. JESSUP: Documents captured by the Mc- 
Carran Committee showed him to be one of the wheel- 
horses of the Communist conspiracy. RED RAT RACE 
($3.50; Columbia Publishing Company, Box 1623, Wash- 
ington, DC) introduced enough evidence against Jessup to 
have him executed — if we did that to spies and traitors 
in the United States. 

STEPHEN P. DUGGAN: Director of the Communist 
“Institute of International Education.” 


Chapter 6 
The Thought Trust 


The Russian Soviets did not invent brainwashing, as 
they claim. Neither did they invent the Thought Trust 
which is such a potent weapon in brainwashing entire na- 
tions today. 


These were the invention of J. Pierpont Morgan, head 
of the House of Morgan, in 1915. The House of Morgan 
was then the world’s largest international banking house, 
eclipsing even the House of Rockefeller until the death of 
J. P., when John D. took over. ј 


The Morgan firm had bet on the wrong horse in Europe 
when the European political conflagration, known general- 
ly as World War I, broke out. They had loaned the Anglo- 
French Allies (as usual Italy’s war contribution was neg- 
ligible) $11,000,000,000 of other people’s money. Tech- 
nically they had bought British and French war bonds with 
their clients’ dough. 

With the Germans mopping up everything in sight, in- 
venting new and more deadly engines of war (poison gas, 
for example, not to speak of her long range guns known as 
Busy Berthas) it was apparent that England had bitten off 
more than she could chew when she attempted to be the ag- 
gressive “peacemaker” of Europe. 

The only chance of victory for the Allies was for them 
to take in the biggest ally of them all — Uncle Sam. Since 
this periodical family fight was none of our business, the 
American people and the American Congress were dead 
set against England’s invitation to join the party. The 
House of Morgan’s sly innuendoes that America was to be 
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next when London and Paris were subjugated, were dis- 
counted. 


Suddenly the newspapers changed face and began, first, 
urging the nation to be “prepared” for an invasion by the 
Kaiser and the Crown Prince; then urging what they called 
an allout preparedness program. 


Even more suddenly, the Germans ruthlessly sank the 
LUSITANIA in which prominent American citizens lost 
their lives. Instead of printing the truth — that the Lusi- 
tania was carrying munitions of war for England to use 
against Germany and that Germany had warned all Amer- 
icans in advertisements in the New York papers not to 
make this particular trip — they blasted Germany from 
one end of their pages to the other. 


A tremendous national indignation was stirred up, fol- 
lowed by a tremendous war spirit. The author was one of 
the millions who fell for this untruthful propaganda. He 
was one of the millions who thought Germany was a ruth- 
less international killer gone mad with power and ambition 
to rule the world. 

He was one of the first to volunteer. Years afterward, 
as editor of the Wall Street debunking ‘magazine PLAIN 
TALK, he learned what a dupe he had been, and to this 
day he only believes half of what he reads in the news- 
papers. Or even less. 

On February 9, 1917, Congressman Oscar Calloway of 
Texas told the House of Representatives how this war spir- 
it was created out of thin air by what then was the greatest 
barrage of false propaganda ever conceived in the mind of 
man. 

A year before (January 7, 1916) Senator Wesley Jones 
of Washington, chairman of the Committee on Commerce, 
gave the Senate a copy of the LUSITANIA’S freight mani- 
fest, something that for over a year had been completely 
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suppressed and covered up by every newspaper and press 
association in the land. 


This manifest showed that more than half of the freight 
carried by the LUSITANIA was munitions of war. Spe- 
cifically it showed, among other things: 


1,271 cases of ammunition 
4,200 cases of cartridges and ammunition 
189 packages of military goods 
11,762 pounds of copper 
58,461 pounds of copper wire 
25 barrels of lubricating oil 
10 packages of casings 
8 packages of steel manufactures 
138 packages of copper manufactures 
144 packages of aluminum manufactures 
95 packages of brass manufactures 
16 packages of wire goods 
8 packages of motorcycles and parts 
4 packages of auto vehicles and parts 
Not a line of the Calloway revelations was printed in any 
newspaper, even though it was the big news of February 
9th any way you sliced it. Not a line of the Senate Com- 
merce Committee’s official report on the LUSITANIA’S 
manifest was printed in any newspaper, even though it was 
the biggest news so far of 1916 any way you figure it. 
The New York Times then (as now) said at the top of the 
first page that it carried “АП the News That’s Fit to 
Print’. Either their stultified editors thought this news 
was obscene or their chief sales gimmick is 100% false. 


On the morning of the day of the LUSITANIA’S noon 
sailing (May 1, 1915) all New York papers carried an ad- 
vertisement from the German Embassy in Washington 
warning all Americans and others not to sail to Europe on 
English ships. The advertisement said such carriers would 
be torpedoed when they reached British waters. 

All the papers gave the Germans more than their money’s

worth. They republished the advertisement as part of a 
news story. In the case of the TIMES it tried to pooh pooh 
the Germans’ warning with a statement from the British 
Cunard Line which owned the LUSITANIA. The TIMES 
also published a false statement by Cunard that the LUSI- 
TANIA “carried no express of any kind” and that it could 
“outrun” any German submarine. 

The Cunard people wouldn’t have thought of telling peo- 
ple the LUSITANIA carried no express if they hadn’t 
known it was munitions they were carrying and munitions 
the Germans sought to send to Davy Jones’ locker. The 
German intelligence then was as good as the Russian in- 
telligence is now. They knew more about what the LUSI- 
TANIA was carrying than some of our dullwits in Wash- 
ington. 

As a result of the Cunard Line’s greed for money — and 
Germany’s ruthless military policy which would kill inno- 
cent people to prevent the killing of their own soldiers by 
American munitions fired from British weapons — 1,198 
lost their lives in the torpedoing of the LUSITANIA. One 
hundred and seven of these were Americans. 

Sen. LaFollette intimated that the House of Morgan 
wanted the LUSITANIA torpedoed as the quickest way to 
get us into the war. It was. 

The British Cunard Line and the House of Morgan were 
many times more culpable than the Germans for carrying 
munitions on, a passenger ship and not even warning the 
passengers of their peril. Some in the Senate expressed 
the belief that this was deliberate on the part of the House 
of Morgan who even then was inaugurating the propaganda 
that this country should get into the European mess before 
the “Crown Prince” came over “to become Governor-Gen- 
eral of America.” 

This happened before Woodrow Wilson, made his famous 
false, though indirect, promise to keep us out of war. This 
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promise enabled him to sneak by with a narrow victory over 
Charles Evans Hughes, although Hughes’ election wouldn’t 
have promised us anything better, since he was a “Rocke- 
feller Boy” and member of the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions when it was formed. 


Congressman Calloway told the Congress: 

“In March of 1915 the J. P. Morgan interests, the steel, 
shipbuilding and power interests, and their subsidiary or- 
ganizations, got together 12 men high up in the newspaper 
world and employed them to select the most influential 
newspapers in the United States and a sufficient number 
of them to control generally the policy of the daily press of 
the United States. 

“These 12 men worked the problem out by selecting 179 
newspapers, and then began an elimination process, to re- 
tain only those necessary for the purpose of controlling the 
general policy of the daily press throughout the country. 
They found it was only necessary to purchase the control 
of the greatest papers. 

“The 25 papers were agreed on. Emissaries were sent to 
purchase the policy (national and international) of these 
papers. An agreement was reached. The policy of the pa- 
pers were bought, to be paid for by the month. 

“An editor was appointed for each paper to properly su- 
pervise and edit information regarding the questions of 
preparedness, militarism, financial policies and other things 
of national and international nature, considered vital to the 
interests of the purchasers. 

“This contract is in existence at the present time (Febru- 
ary 1917) and it accounts for the news columns of the daily 
press being filled with all sorts of preparedness ‘arguments’ 
and misrepresentations as to the present condition of our 
Army and Navy, and the possibility or probability of the 
United States being attacked by foreign foes. 

“This policy also included the suppression of everything 
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in opposition to the wishes of the interests served. The ef- 
fectiveness of this scheme has been conclusively demon- 
strated by the character of the stuff carried in the daily 
press throughout the country since March 1915. 

“They have resorted to anything and everything neces- 
sary to commercialize public sentiment and sandbag the 
Congress into making extravagant and wasteful appropri- 
ations for the Army and Navy under the false pretense 
that it was necessary. Their stock argument is that it is 
‘patriotism’. They are playing on every prejudice and pas- 
sion of the American people.” 

Incredible as this information is, these exact quotes are 
to be found in the CONGRESSIONAL RECORD for Febru- 
ary 9, 1917. What is not to be found is that Richard Wal- 
do, a brilliant and energetic newspaperman (who was en- 
abled to purchase the McClure Newspaper Syndicate not 
long after) was the go-between between the House of Mor- 
gan and the large newspapers which sold out. 

Mr. Waido bragged of it to this author іп 1988 — when 
he (the author) was doing a stint as a Washington corres- 
pondent for Mr. Waldo’s McClure Syndicate. He told us 
that the biggest piece of bait he dangled in front of the 
money-hungry newspaper publishers was the huge nation- 
al advertising budgets of those corporations and trusts, 
owned in whole or in part, or controlled or influenced by 
the financial status and operations of the House of Mor- 
gan. 

Those newspapers which didn’t “play ball” would have 
their national advertising lineage drastically reduced, or 
wiped out altogether. Those which did would get rich off 
national advertising contracts, whether the space bought 
by the House of Morgan affiliates was of any value to them 
from a sales point or not. 

This Thought Trust of 1915-1918 continued for the Du- 
ration. 
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It is the exact modus operandi now used by the House of 
Rockefeller to bring favorable news stories of the activi- 
ties of its cartels, to use advertising disguised as news for 
such products as drugs and serums, and to suppress and 
garble all news inimical to any of the far flung House of 
Rockefeller and its sales interests. 


According to PRINTER’S INK, Bible of the daily and 
weekly newspaper industry, total findable advertising ap- 
propriations were $9,982,000,000 in 1957 and will top $105 
billion in 1958. Advertising men estamate that 80% of all 
national advertising is parceled out by corporations and in- 
dustries owned or controlled by The House of Rockefeller. 


The McCann-Erickson Advertising Agency keeps fig- 
ures. Of this $10% billion, approximately $6 billion is 
national advertising apportioned among the various news- 
papers, magazines, radio and TV stations of the land. If 
the 80% ratio obtains here, that makes $5,200,000,000 of 
House of Rockefeller money that talks. 


Media nowadays, especially since the House of Morgan 
“standarized” the system of putting out national advertis- 
ing with strings attached, don’t have to be told what to 
print and what not to. Any of them that get “out of line” 
soon hear from the advertising agencies that bought and 
“placed” the space. 


Probably not a newspaper, magazine, or broadcasting 
owner in the land would admit that they let this advertis- 
ing influence their editorial or news policy. But a persual 
of their pages, and their broadcasts, with special attention 
to what was left out and what was garbled, will give as 
clear a picture as Congressman Calloway gave the House 
of Representatives in 1917. 


The advertising picture, broken down by PRINTER’S 
INK, shows:

One Rockefeller monopoly which controls over $20 mil- 
lion of these advertising funds is a good example. The 
American Telephone & Telegraph Company is a holding 
concern for all telephone systems in the United States. It 
has no earthly need to advertise. 

Every American who can afford it, and some who can’t 
has a telephone. Thus this $20 million is spent for some- 
thing other than to increase the business of the telephone 
companies. You don’t need but one guess to fathom what 
it is. We’ll give you an example. 

Back in the Depression Days of 1928 and 1929, we owned 
a county seat newspaper at Rockville (Maryland) just out- 
side the nation’s capital. The three utility companies (tele- 
phone, gas and power) were always good for at least one 
page of advertising each week between them. We couldn’t 
understand it but we didn’t complain, because, when one 
local merchant after another folded up as the Depression 
hit harder and harder and stopped advertising, these three 
accounts kept us out of the red ink column. 

The telephone company petitioned the State Corporation 
Commission for an unjustified raise in rates — during the 
Depression. We were flooded with letters from readers 
protesting. We printed some. Then we made the “mis- 
take” of printing an editorial showing why such a raise 
was unjustified. 

Next day the advertising agency called up and cancelled 
all three accounts. That turned us sour on the newspaper 
“game” and we sold out as quickly as we could. 

The Rockefeller Thought Trust has its finger on the 
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pulse of every media of public information that has cir- 
culation enough to make it worthwhile. Associated Press 
is its bellwether. By interlocking directorates, and adver- 
tising allotments, it has a lot to say about the news and 
editorial policy of approximately 1,969 daily newspapers 
and three large press associations in the United States. 
And it owns two news-magazines, TIME and NEWS-WEEK, 
plus their own business magazines FORTUNE, ARCHI- 
TECTURAL FORUM and HOUSE BEAUTIFUL and con- 
trols by interlocking directorate the 28 business magazines 
in the McGraw-Hill group. 

Its control of the Associated Press, a news gathering co- 
cperative that seeks to gather, and distribute to its mem- 
bers, all the news just as it “sees” it, in The House’s most 
powerful weapon for brainwashing the American people.. 

Morris Fishbein, the quack doctor who never practiced 
medicine a day in his life, but nevertheless muscled into 
the American Medical Association as the official spokes- 
man for organized medicine, arranged to have himself ap- 
pointed medical censor of the Scripps-Howard newspapers. 

Also to have another “doctor” who never could make а 
living practicing medicine, named as a columnist for the 
Associated Press on medical and health matters. How this 
was done is told in YOUR LIFE IS THEIR TOY, a product 
of a real practicing physician, Emanuel Josephson, M.D., 
of New York City. 

To begin with, when Rockefeller Center was built, a 14- 
story building (named the Associated Press Building) was 
erected especially for the AP which occupies four floors. 
Even more significant is the fact that The House can us- 
ually “influence” an Associated press election so that the 
President is taken right out of the House of Rockefeller, 
generally from the Rockefeller Foundation. 

FORTUNE for February 1937 said of the Associated 
Press: 
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“The Associated Press is a cooperative for the transfer 
of news, some of which it gathers itself, a little of which 
comes from the outside by exchange arrangements, but the 
great bulk of which it draws directly from the 1,300 dailies 
(out of 2,200 in the United States) that make up its mem- 
bership. 

“After sorting, rewriting and editing, the AP parcels 
this news supply back among the 1,300 members (of whom 
fully 1,000 are wholly dependent on it for outside news), 
which then display it to some 35,000,000 people of the 
38,000,000 in the U.S. who buy daily newspapers. 

“Thus the AP might also be called a clearinghouse. The 
fact that it rewrites much of the news supplied by its 
member papers, and spreads it as its own under the familiar 
(AP) logotype in the date line, does not alter the defini- 
tion.” 

The current President of the Associated Press is Ben 
McKelway, editor of the Washington (DC) STAR who is 
also a director of the Rockefeller Foundation. Another 
director of the Foundation is one of the most powerful 
and potent forces of the AP — Arthur H. Sulzberger, who 
owns the New York TIMES by virtue of having married 
the boss’ daughter. 

The directors (19 in number) are all editors or publish- 
ers of influential member papers. The present crop con- 
trol the news and editorial policy of the Washington STAR, 
Philadelphia BULLETIN, Chicago NEWS, St. Joseph (Mo.) 
GAZETTE, Fort Worth STAR TELEGRAM, Winchester 
(Va.) STAR, Harrisonburg (Va.) NEWS RECORD, New 
York DAILY NEWS, Redwood City (Calif.) TRIBUNE, 
Dayton (Ohio) NEWS, Louisville COURIER JOURNAL, 
Lawrence (Kansas) JOURNAL, Hartford (Conn.) COU- 
RANT, Pontiac (Mich.) PRESS, Duluth (Minn.) NEWS- 
TRIBUNE, Rochester DEMOCRAT & CHRONICLE, Bos- 
ton HERALD, Des Moines TRIBUNE and Cleveland NEWS. 
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If the House of Rockefeller didn’t select the AP direc- 
tors, it couldn’t have done a better job for The House than 
those who did. The 19 newspapers directly represented 
aren’t all that are actually represented. 

The Chicago DAILY NEWS is one of the Knight chain, 
which takes in the Miami (Fla.) HERALD, Birmingham 
(Ala.) NEWS, Detroit FREE PRESS, Charlotte (N.C.) 
OBSERVER and the Akron (Ohio) BEACON JOURNAL. 

The Des Moines TRIBUNE is but a part of the Cowles 
chain which includes the Des Moines REGISTER, Minne- 
apolis STAR and Minneapolis TRIBUNE. 

The Dayton (Ohio) JOURNAL is owned by the Cox 
family. The late Jimmy Cox was up to his ears in politics, 
being the sacrificial lamb who, as the Democratic candi- 
date, was slaughtered by Warren G. Harding in 1920. The 
Cox family also owns the Miami (Fla.) NEWS, Atlanta 
(Ga.) CONSTITUTION, Atlanta JOURNAL, Springfield 
(Ohio) SUN and Springfield NEWS. 

The Rochester DEMOCRAT & CHRONCILE is owned 
by the Gannett Estate. Frank Gannett was another politi- 
cian, a perennial candidate for the Republican nomination 
who never made it. The Gannett Estate also owns and 
operates daily newspapers in Hartford (Conn.), Danville 
(.), Albany (N.Y.), Beacon (N.Y.), Binghamton (N.Y.), 
Elmira (N.Y.), Ithaca (N.Y.), Malone (N.Y.), Massena 
(N.Y.), Newburgh (N.Y.), Niagara Falls (N.Y.), Ogdens- 
burg (N.Y.), Olean (N.Y.), Potsdam (N.Y.), Saratoga 
Springs (N.Y.), and Utica (N.Y.). 

The Scripps-Howard chain, of which the Cleveland PRESS 
is an important link, takes in some of the largest daily 
newspapers in the land. Such as the New York WORLD 
TELEGRAM, Pittsburgh PRESS, San Francisco NEWS, 
Indianapolis TIMES, Columbus (Ohio) CITIZEN, Cincin- 
nati POST, Covington (Ky.) POST, Knoxville (Tenn.) 
NEWS SENTINEL, Denver ROCKY MOUNTAIN NEWS, 
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Birmingham POST HERALD, Memphis PRESS-SCIMITAR, 
Memphis COMMERCIAL APPEAL, Washington DAILY 
NEWS, Evansville (Ind.) PRESS, Houston PRESS, Fort 
Worth PRESS, ElPaso HERALD POST and Albuquerque 
(N. Mex.) TRIBUNE. 

It is impossible to get accurate figures of the extent to 
which the concerns making up the House of Rockefeller 
advertise and “advertise” in the seven mediums of pub- 
licity. The most complete list for 1957 was obtained from 
PRINTER’S INK Magazine. Next complete from ADVER- 
TISING AGE. We give here the figures compiled by 
PRINTER’S INK, with those of ADVERTISING AGE in 
parenthesis. For some reason, there is a difference.

While American Airlines is listed here for only $3,322,- 
890, its own report to Moody’s says it spent $6,986,620 for 
advertising. EDITOR & PUBLISHER says American spent 
$3,044,602 for newspaper advertising alone. Eastern Air- 
lines is reported to have spent $3,823,034 in all seven media 
(newspapers, magazines, Sunday magazine sections, farm 
papers, business publications, radio and TV) but again 
EDITOR & PUBLISHER reports that Eastern spent $3,- 
604,034 in newspapers alone. 
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In connection with the censorship of health news by the 
Associated Press, Dr. Josephson has the following to say 
in his book: 

“Freedom of the lay press in medical matters was a grave 
menace to the medical and social service rackets. It threat- 
ened their monopolistic plots and plans and endangered 
their illicit enterprises. It was essential for them that the 
freedom of the press in matters pertaining to medicine 
should be suppressed. 

“For this purpose letter-writing lobbies of henchmen and 
‘authorities’ were maintained which bombarded the editors 
and proprietors of newspapers and magazines with letters 
lauding the news that the group desired published and con- 
demning the news that they wished suppressed. 

“Always it was represented (by the letter writers) that 
their sole interest was to protect the public who were so 
dear to them. Many of the letters were forged in the 
names of pretended patients that represented that they had 
suffered injury and abuse at the hands of the physician 
whose work the lobby sought to suppress. 

“These letter lobbies made the editors quite fearful of 
their jobs. The medical organizations also sought to dic- 
tate what should be published by placing restrictions and 
obstructions in the way of editors in securing medical news. 
In self defense the National Association of Science Writers 
was formed. 

“Then began a process of wooing of the press by the 
American Medical Association and the New York Academy 
of Medicine cliques. Fishbein and Galdston sought and 
obtained jobs as syndicated columnists and editors, the 
former on the Newspaper Enterprise Association, serving 
the Scripps-Howard papers and the latter on the Associated 
Press. This made them in effect censors of medical news 
issued by these syndicates. 

“In the meantime both the social service and medical 
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cliques began to wine, dine, adulate, decorate and bestow 
medals on the science writers and their Association. The 
New York Academy of Medicine, the New York County 
Medical Society, the American Society for the Control of 
Cancer, the American Medical Association, the American 
College of Surgeons, the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science and many others, wooed with tinsel 
and with flesh-and-honey pots. 

“On October 30, 1937, the trustees of the American 
Medical Association played host to the National Associa- 
tion of Science Writers in a special conference at which 
representatives of organized medicine in America, medical 
columnists and science reporters exchanged views on ways 
and means to keep the public informed of progress in medi- 
cal science. 

“The hosts took great pains to explain that their sole 
concern, forsooth, was the protection of public welfare. 
For this purpose the guests were asked to accept censor- 
ship and muzzling by the hosts. 

“In matters of medical publication, news reports are cen- 
sored on the same basis. The most trite nonsense of the 
officers of the New York Academy of Medicine passes cen- 
sorship and is headlined in the press. The most important 
discoveries of outsiders or of “enemies” of the Academy 
are discredited without regard to truth, and are censored 
by the Bureau. 

“Such newspapers as the New York TIMES abide rigidly 
by the censorship of the academy. All the editors of New 
York city newspapers and magazines are fearful of the 
pressure which the Academy clique can bring to bear 
against them. 

“Since Galdston has been employed at a salary of $5,000 
a year as syndicated medical columnist and censor by the 
Associated Press, the other news syndicates and many 
newspapers have rightfully become distrustful of the Bu- 
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reau’s neutrality. But fear of reprisals by the Academy 
and its allies has kept most lay editors in line.” 


During the halcyon days of the House of Morgan, J. P. 
took over control of TIME Magazine when Henry Luce and 
his partner, who started this unique news-magazine in 1923, 
got into financial difficulties. With Morgan capital behind 
it, and Morgan cartels feeding advertising into its insatia- 
ble maw, TIME soon became one of the richest and most 
profitable publications in existence. 

During the early days of the “New” Deal, when Rocke- 
feller’s man (Vincent Astor) was liasoning Franklin D. 
Roosevelt with his yacht NOURMAHAL, the House of 
Rockefeller decided to establish a news-magazine of its own 
to combat the influence of Morgan’s TIME. With Prof. 
Raymond Moley (chairman of FDR’s so-called Brain Trust) 
as a front, NEWS WEEK was established with money put 
up by Rockefeller, Astor, the Harriman family and others. 

When Morgan, the Last, died and his empire disintegrat- 
ed, The House took over TIME also, with its little brother 
and sister FORTUNE and LIFE and built them an expen- 
sive 14-story home of their own in Rockefeller Center. 
NEWS WEEK continues to publish in the News Weeks 
Building at 152 west 42nd Street. 

When the House of Rockefeller took charge of TIME, 
William V. Griffin, a director of Chase National Bank, was 
named to represent it on the board of Time, Inc. He still 
does. Assisting him at board meetings, when necessary, 
is Samuel W. Meek of the J. Walter Thompson Advertising 
Agency, Paul G. Hoffman of New York Life and Artemus 
Gates of the Union Pacific Railway and Mutual Life In- 
surance Company. 

On the NEWS WEEK board we still find Vincent Astor, 
aided by Lewis W. Douglas (now a director of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation), W. Averell Harriman and Hoyt Ammi- 
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don, of United States Trust, U. S. Steamship Lines, Roose- 
velt Steamship Lines and Petroleum Reserves, Inc. 


The McGraw-Hill Company owns, operates and publishes 
27 business magazines, with a total circulation of 1,065,949. 
Its President and chief editor is Elliott V. Bell, a long time 
director of the Chase Bank. 


McGraw Hill publishes the following magazines and noth- 
ing goes into them that The House doesn’t want. Their 
readers, of course, get a typical Rockefeller brain washing. 
They are: 

AVIATION WEEK (circulation 58,000), BUSINESS 
WEEK (280,682), CHEMICAL WEEK (29,695), METAL 
& MINERAL MARKETS (2,719), ELECTRICAL WORLD 
(25,397), ENGINEERING NEWS RECORD (68,413), 
CHEMICAL ENGINEERING (19,895), COAL AGE (13,- 
505), CONSTRUCTION METHODS AND EQUIPMENT 
(39,965), CONTROL ENGINEERING (26,833), ELECTRI- 
CAL CONSTRUCTION AND MARKETING (33,019), 
ELECTRICAL MERCHANDIZING (40,685), ELECTRI- 
CAL WHOLESALING (10,572), ELECTRONICS (40,657), 
ENGINEERING & MINING JOURNAL (19,588), FAC- 
TORY MANAGEMENT AND MAINTENANCE (64,197), 
FLEET OWNER (34,733), FOOD ENGINEERING (28,- 
463), INDUSTRIAL DISTRIBUTION (14,156), NATIONAL 
PETROLEUM NEWS (16,988), NUCLEONICS (13,926), 
PETROLEUM WEEK (20,303), PETROLEUM PROCES- 
SING (16,150), POWER (45,766), PRODUCT ENGINEER- 
ING (33,707), TEXTILE WORLD (25,277), AMERICAN 
MACHINIST (37,884), and AMERICAN AUTOMOBILE 
(14,854). 

The McGraw-Hill publishing company is also a pretty 
good moneymaker for those of The House who hold its 
common stock. This is a case of the Lord helping those 
who help themselves, for all of the large corporations mak- 
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ing up the House of Rockefeller carry heavy advertising 
space in many, if not all, of these publications. 


The last sales report in Moody’s showed $98,219,403 for 
the year, with an operating profit of $8,057,814 after 
. the Federal tax bite of $9,196,040. The company has 
publication and printing plants in New York, Chicago, 
San Francisco, London and Toronto, and branch offices in 
13 U.S. and nine foreign cities. 

One of the finest engines of brain washing in the world 
is the National Broadcasting Company, owned by Radio 
Corporation of America which has its own large building 
in Rockefeller Center. NBC operates a network of 200 
radio and television stations in the United States. 

International Paper (formerly International Paper & 
Power Company) is another strong link in the Rockefeller 
chain of thought control. This concern sells newsprint to 
many newspapers, especially the larger ones, and will al- 
ways give unlimited credit to those sheets approved by The 
House. 

A newspaper that gets “out of line” however, will soon 
find itself on the COD list of IP; even a defendant in court 
for the unpaid balance. This was one way The House took 
over control of the Hearst newspaper empire in 1937. Des- 
pite a glowing article in FORTUNE Magazine, claiming 
Hearst was worth $120,000,000, he actually was $20,000,000 
in the hole — to IP&P. 

The researcher, who did most of the work on this article, 
was authority for this statement. She said the article was 
shown to Hearst as first written; then it was changed al- 
together and the figure minus 20 million came out plus 
120. She resigned and went to work for the McClure Syn- 
dicate. 

The House outsmarted itself on the Hearst deal, or would 
have had absolute control of the entire gigantic Hearst 
newspaper, magazine, radio and TV empire, plus the In- 
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ternational News Service. The whole deal was hush-hushed 
in the press but was told by John Tebbel in a book he wrote 
entitled THE LIFE AND GOOD TIMES OF WILLIAM 
RANDOLPH HEARST. 

Author Tebbel told of the steadily increasing financial 
troubles which brought Hearst to the crossroads and almost 
to the jumping off place. One of the first great properties 
he lost was the Washington TIMES and then the Wash- 
ington HERALD, on both of which papers your author 
worked. 

In 1936 Hearst sold (for $100,000) the editorship of the 
HERALD to Mrs. Eleanor (Cissie) Patterson, cousin of 
Robert R. McCormick and one of the heirs of the vast Har- 
vester fortune. Surprisingly, Mrs. Patterson showed her- 
self to be a real newspaperman, better than any of the 
males in the Hearst entourage. 

She was also a good business woman, as Hearst soon 
found out. As he needed $100,000 at a crack again and 
again, she let him have it. Then she cracked down. She 
made him sell her both papers, under threat of foreclosure 
of his notes. But she made it easier for him by calling 
the transactions “leases”; then a few months later chang- 
ing it to what it was — an outright sale. 

This didn’t save Hearst, so in 1987 the Chase National 
Bank, which held the International Power & Paper Com- 
pany’s “paper”, sent their attorney, Clarence Shearn, to 
Hearst with an ultimatum. Hearst had no alternative. 
Said author Tebbel: 

“In June of 1937 Hearst went to New York and sat down 
to consult with Clarence John Shearn, his friend and one of 
his lawyers since 1900. At that time Shearn also repre- 
sented the Chase National Bank. What followed between 
Hearst and Shearn has never been told. 

“But what followed with dramatic suddenness was the 
only complete surrender in Hearst’s long career, and the 
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seriousness of his plight may be measured by the totality 
of that surrender. On June 23rd the New York AMERI- 
CAN folded and lost its identity in the JOURNAL. 

“On June 27 it was announced that Shearn had been 
made sole voting trustee for the next ten years of the 95 
percent of common stock Hearst owned in American News- 
papers, Inc. Hearst retained the right to his earnings and 
to editorial control. 

“This startling move meant that Hearst had turned over 
the management of all his finances to Shearn, and indi- 
rectly to the Chase National Bank. He was now an em- 
ploye of his own publications. His salary was cut from 
$5,000,000 a year to $100,000. 

“As lord high executioner, armed with virtually unlimit- 
ed authority, Shearn did what Hearst could never do. He 
sold. Between 1937 and 1939 he sold or scrapped six news- 
papers, one news service and one magazine, and cut radio 
stations from ten to three. 

“Then the Hearst magazines began having trouble meet- 
ing maturities on bonds, and Herman Place of Chase Na- 
tional became virtually dictator of that big subsidiary.” 

Some light on where FORTUNE’s research department 
got the $20,000,000 figure of Hearst’s net indebtedness, 
may be gleaned from another passage of Tebbel’s book: 

“The rehabilitators were fortunate in securing in 1940 
the services of John W. Hanes, a Wall Street banker, for- 
mer Undersecretary of the Treasury and SEC Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Hanes devoted himself to simplifying the 
tangled mass of Hearst corporations. When Hanes had 
finished, he found there were 94 separate corporations, 
each owing one another and any bank that would loan them 
money a total debt of $126,000,000. 

By 1945 Hanes had reduced the 94 corporations to a 
dozen, and hoped to wind up with only four. More im- 
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portant he had paid off all but $4,000,000 of the bank 
loans.” 


The mistake the House of Rockefeller made was in send- 
ing such a capable man, as Clarence Shearn in to “clean up” 
the Hearst Empire. He did better than his employers ex- 
pected, and with the help of Mr. Hanes put the Hearst 
set-up back on its feet. 


With the conclusion of the 10-year agreement Hearst re- 
assumed control of his Empire which, while not as large 
as when Mr. Shearn entered the picture, was on a sound 
basis. In the years following that Hearst’s salary was 
listed by the Internal Revenue bureau as one of the ten 
largest. 

This is one of the few times that the House of Rocke- 
feller had (as usual) everything going for it and then was 
shut out. The near bankruptcy of Hearst was a carefully 
thought out plan of the Rockefellers and the creation of 
Rockefeller Center was their ace in the hole. However, 
the hole had a hole in the bottom and Hearst wiggled out 
with his newspaper empire intact, but not his real estate 
holdings. 

Hearst and his partner in real estate deals (Arthur Bris- 
bane) had been steadily purchasing all the real estate they 
could lay their hands on around Columbus Circle and 57th 
and 59th Streets in midtown Manhattan, running all the 
way to the East River. Hearst biographer Tebbel says the 
newspaper tycoon had visions of owning so much of this 
property that he could have the name of Columbus Circle 
change to Hearst Circle and 59th Street changed to Hearst 
Boulevard. 

Included in the grand duchy of the Hearst-Brisbane Prop- 
erties, Inc., was the famous Ritz Towers, a 41-ѕіогу luxury 
apartment hotel at 57th and Park Avenue. The corpora- 
tion had issued bonds in some cases and on other parcels 
заггіеа heavy mortgages. 
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Came the Rockefeller Center deal, with its cheap rents 
and free port gimmick and the bottom fell out of 59th 
Street real estate. Mortgages were foreclosed and bond- 
holders’ committees took over and the two real estate babes 
in the woods found their dream of out-trading Peter Minuet, 
who bought the whole Island from the Indians in 1624 for 
$24, smashed to smithereens. Not only that but the whole 
Hearst newspaper empire was tottering. 

The Hearst Empire today consists of 13 large city daily 
newspapers and eight large-circulation magazines. The 
newspapers have a combined circulation of 6,603,534 and 
the magazines 3,739,519. That’s a lot of people to brain- 
wash with one operation. 

The Hearst magazines are GOOD HOUSEKEEPING 
(circulation 3,602,533), COSMOPOLITAN (825,021), 
MOTOR (87,834), MOTOR BOATING (66,802), HARPER’S 
BAZAAR (370,035), TOWN AND COUNTRY (72,210), 
AMERICAN DRUGGIST (60,102), AMERICAN ARCHI- 
TECT (655,012), and HOUSE BEAUTIFUL (655,012). 

Hearst doesn’t fool around with chicken feed. 

Then there is The House’s own little group of magazines, 
some of them with a lot of power to brainwash their large 
list of cash customers. All are housed in their own struc- 
ture (Time-Life Building) at the corner of 49th street and 
Rockefeller Plaza. 

The bellwether of this group for circulation is LIFE, the 
picture slick with 5,714,310 buyers. This is a magazine 
for people who don’t like to think as well as for those who 
do. 

The bellwether from a propaganda standpoint is TIME, 
the news weekly with 2,036,997 buyers in the United States 
and probably as many more for its foreign editions. There 
is FORTUNE (278,748) for business men, especially Big 
Business, a well edited and interesting journal covering 
the biggest parts of big business. There is LIFE, the slick 
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paper picture weekly for those who don’t like to read or 
think. 

There is HOUSE AND HOME for housewives without 
much to do, circulation 109,417, and ARCHITECTURAL 
FORUM (49,387) for those who like to keep with the latest 
trends in home building and new designs. 

NEWS-WEEEK, once the rival of TIME but now playing 
on the same team, has a net paid circulation of 1,063,281. 

One of the greatest sources of money power, unrealized 
generally but extremely potent nevertheless, is the large 
life insurance companies. In premiums, each takes and 
has for investment many billions of dollars. 

These billions can be used for political and commercial 
and thought trust power just the same as the lesser bil- 
lions of Chase Manhattan, First National City and all the 
lesser banks who depend on them for big loans when such 
is necessary. 

The Big Five of the insurance field are Metropolitan, 
Prudential, New York, Equitable and Travelers. The House 
of Rockefeller is deep into all of them. 

Metropolitan (established in 1868) is the biggest of all 
and The House certainly has this directorate sewed up. 
Its president (Frederic W. Ecker) is a director of Chase 
Manhattan Bank. Other Chase Manhattan and Standard 
Oil tycoons on Metro’s board are John J. McCloy, Leroy A. 
Lincoln, Jeremiah Milbank and Eugene Holman. 

Elliot V. Bell and John D. Rockefeller 3rd are directors 
of the huge New York life (1841). Backstopping them 
are C. D. Dickey, partner in J. P. Morgan & Company, and 
Robert A. Lovett of Brown Brothers and Harriman, a 
Rockefeller affiliate in New York’s financial district. 

Harry A. deButts, Richard H. Mansfield and James F. 
Oates Jr., all directors of the Chase Bank, are also directors 
of Equitable (established 1859). 

Travelers Insurance directors meetings see George Cham- 
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pion (President of The Chase Bank) Francis W. Cole and 
J. Doyle DeWitt of the Chase Bank representing the Rocke- 
feller interests. Mr. DeWitt can represent The House all 
year round, since he is President of Travelers, which was 
founded in 1863. 


On Prudential’s directorate are Alexander Nagle of the 
U.S. Steel and American Sugar and Roy E. Tomlinson of 
American Sugar. 

Of the Metropolitan, FORTUNE Magazine tells us this 
in its issue of August 1934: 

“The Metropolitan conducts itself in a way that the 
world approves. It is preeminently safe, sober, ultracon- 
servative, ritualistic in tried and tested ways. But the 
ponderous force of its safety will not be fully apparent 
until we have examined our third proposition: that the 
biggest company in the world must know how to get along 
in the world. Nothing succeeds like success; and the 
world’s approval of the Metropolitan is bound up in the 
company’s success. 

“The big Metropolitan was founded, under another name, 
in 1866 as a casualty company owned by private stock- 
holders. Two years later it became the Metropolitan and 
centered the attention on life insurance. The 1870’s were 
no bed of roses for ordinary companies. There were too 
many new ones springing up for one thing. 

“And too many of the new ones unlike the Metropolitan, 
were run by get-rich-quick gentlemen who offered all sorts 
of unjustified bargains and drew a lot of the more gullible 
customers. 

“In 1873 the Metropolitan on the basis of new business, 
ranked fourth in the small New York field. By 1879 it had 
fallen to 25th in a field of 32 companies. And that year 
President Joseph Fairchild Knapp stroked his beard, and, 
in his quiet desperation, decided to join the Prudential and 
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the John Hancock, in the U.S. pioneering of industrial in- 
surance. 

“To an analyst, looking back at the event, it seems like 
a typical American bid for large volume through an in- 
vasion of the low cost market. But to President Knapp it 
was no such familiar thing. This five and ten-cent idea 
was a wild experiment, following the hazardous lead of the 
English Prudential company which had sold Industrial for 
25 years. 

“Moreover, the five-and-ten cent notion had few counter- 
parts in other businesses at the time. The first Woolworth 
store had just been opened — an obvious freak. And it 
was 32 years before the coming of the cheap Ford. But 
the U.S. was ready for the idea, in insurance as well as 
elsewhere. In 1880 the Metropolitan placed 214,000 indus- 
trial contracts. And by 1886 the company’s surplus began 
to increase rather than decline. It grew steadily from then. 
on.” 

New York Life took in $565,374,658 in premium pay- 
ments in 1957, bringing the policies in force to $19,134,- 
281,124. 

It holds $2,000,000 of International Harvester Credit 
Corporation paper, notes taken from farmers who bought 
farm machinery on the deferred payment plan. It holds 
$2,650,00 of AT&T paper, $10 million of Continental Can 
notes and $937,500 in Great Northern Paper Company 
bonds. 

Equitable Life took in $1,395,610,732 in premiums in 
1957 and will go to the billion and a half mark in 1958. 
It has insurance in force totalling $13,395,620,842. It holds 
$50,000,000 of Eastern Airlines bonds, and over two billion 
in bonds of railroads. These roads include Atlantic Coast 
Line, Baltimore & Ohio, Rock Island, Denver & Rio Grande, 
Gulf Mobile & Ohio, Louisville & Nashville, Katy, Northern 
Pacific, St. Louis & San Francisco and the Milwaukee Road. 
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Holds of the latter total $954,000,000 — nearly a billion 
dollars. Any railroad that needs money can get it from 
the House of Rockefeller, but at the House’s terms. 

Travelers took in $483,447,139 in premiums іп 1957 and 
has insurance in force totalling $21,701,566,346. 

Insurance companies сап make even large banks look 
like pikers when it comes to having cash to hand out the 
way they (and the House of Rockefeller) want.

New York City, the financial and racket capital of the 
nation, had newspaper brainwashing as early as 1901. It 
was best explained by Managing Editor Swinton of the 
New York TIMES in 1901, when a $150-a-week salary was 
equivalent to a $600 one now. We quote Mr. Swinton: 

“There is no such a thing in New York as an independent 
press. You know it and I know it. There is not one of us 
who dares write his honest opinions and if you did, you 
know beforehand they would never appear in print.

Others are paid 
similar salaries for similar things. Anyone who would be 
so foolish as to write his honest opinions would be out on 
the streets looking for another job. 

“The business of the New York journalist is to destroy 
the truth, to lie outright, to pervert, to vilify, to fawn at 
the feet of Mammon, and to sell his race and his country 
for his daily bread. 

“We are tools and vassals of rich men behind the scenes. 
We are jumping jacks. They pull the strings and we dance. 
Our talents are the property of other men. 

“We are intellectual prostitutes”. 


Chapter 7 
The Drug Trust 


A third of a century ago the extension department of 
Standard Oil became impressed with the methods of the 
big meat packing houses — one of the few large industries 
the House of Rockefeller never got around to taking over 
— which used, processed and sold every part of the hog 
but the squeal. 


Sales research went away back to the days of the 59-ers 
when old John D’s father used to bottle raw petroleum and 
sell it to the yokels as a cure for cancer. “Old Bill” had 
called his nostrum Nujol, meaning new oil. The racket 
had been successful so the name sounded good to Stand- 
ard’s researchists and sales engineers. 

It sounded even better when they found it cost but $2.00 
a barrel to concoct Nujol from crude petroleum. And that 
from one barrel of the raw stuff they could make 1,000 
six-ounce bottles of finished Nujol. Instead of calling it 
a cure for cancer they called it a cure for constipation. 

The latest trade catalog lists Nujol as going to the drug- 
gist at 43 cents a half pint (8 fluid ounces). The drug- 
gist thus pays about 32 cents for a 6-ounce bottle of Nujol 
which costs Standard Oil 1/5 of a cent. 

These breath-taking profits from Nujol made it inevit- 
able that America’s largest and most aggressive industrial 
combine (the Rockefeller Empire) should soon add the drug 
traffic to its already vast production and sales domain. 

It wasn’t until 1939, however, that the Drug Trust was 
formed and the upward curve in its profits began to as- 
sume the present gigantic proportions which today make 
it a macabre $10,000,000,000 a year business. How the 
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American Drug Trust was formed by an alliance with its 
opposite number in Germany is almost a story in itself. 


Soon after the present-day Nujol was put on the market 
it was discovered by physicians to be harmful. It robbed 
the body of fat soluble vitamins and caused serious defi- 
ciency diseases. Standard Oil checked its loss in sales by 
adding carotene (one of the fat soluble vitamins) to Nujol 
and claiming this overcame these injuries. Physicians dis- 
agree with the sales department of Standard Oil on this 
point. 

And what of Nujol, now being sold to the public as a 
laxative. For some years before his death Senator Royal 
S. Copeland of New York used to set up a radio microphone 
every morning in his Senate Office Building quarters in 
Washington, furnished by the American taxpayers, and 
plug this greasy concoction — at $75,000 a year. 

The New York Senator was a doctor of sorts. Although 
he possessed a medical degree he was never able to make 
a living as a bedside practitioner. He went into politics 
and made medicine pay in a big way. First he became 
Health Commissioner of New York City, then (with Rocke- 
feller help) a Senator from the Empire Sttae, where he 
used the prominence thus gained to ballyhoo Nujol to un- 
suspecting radio listeners. 

Today Nujol is made by Stanco, Incorporated, listed in 
Moody’s Manual as one of the many subsidiaries of the 
Standard Oil Company. Stanco’s only other product is Flit, 
well known fly killer and insecticide, made from the same 
raw materials and by pretty much the same process. 

When a German beer hall bum named Hitler began to 
plan his 1,000-year Reich, the powers-that-were in Ger- 
many didn’t actually know that American politicians were 
going to solve their acute employment crisis by forcing 
us into the second world war to again save England’s hide 
and Rockefeller’s oil. But they weren’t taking any chances. 
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Germany’s huge dye trust (or chemical cartel) known 
as the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, enjoyed a 
monopoly on all chemical products manufactured in Ger- 
many. German IG had made an alliance with Standard 
Oil in order to control important patents. The general idea 
was that the two were to pool their processes. This was 
done — in a one-sided way. 

With the help of Standard Oil the German behemoth 
prevented American chemists from learning how to make 
synthetic rubber until after the Japs took the Malayan 
Peninsula and its vast rubber plantations. This almost 
lost the war for the United States. 

How this was done was told in detail on the Senate floor 
by Chairman Harry S. Truman of a sub-committee formed 
to investigate the bogdown in the defense effort by the 
New Dealers in Washington who had political savvy and 
little else. 

The future President prefaced his remarks by a half- 
hearted whitewash in which he said that no moral turpi- 
tude had been involved — the German chemical trust had 
just tricked the smartest officials John D. Rockefeller pos- 
sessed. And in good old political double talk Chairman 
Truman said the effect was just the same anyhow — we 
almost lost the war from lack of synthetic rubber after 
the Japs took Malaya. 

Germany and Russia had developed synthetic rubber pro- 
grams. Germany was turning it out at the rate of 70,000 
tons a year, Russia at the rate of 50,000 tons. America 
was doing nothing, due to a patent deal between the Ger- 
man IG Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft and the Ameri- 
can Standard Oil Company. 

Standard had a patent on the butyl process, the best of 
all, which they had turned into a patent pool with the Ger- 
mans. In return Standard Oil was given the patent con- 
cession on oils (synthetic gasoline, hydrogenation and 
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tobuol) in every part of the world except Germany. IG 
Farben was given the synthetic rubber license for all over 
the world. Senator Truman told his colleagues: 


“There was considerable evidence that the development 
of the buna-s (which is considered the best) type of rub- 
ber in the United States was seriously retarded as a result 
of this agreement between Standard Oil and IG Farben. 
By their joint action they had been able to discourage in- 
dependent rubber companies from entering into the devel- 
opment and production of synthetic rubber. 

“This relationship created a situation whereby Standard 
had to choose between fulfilling its obligations to IG Far- 
ben, or its patriotic duty to American business. As a re- 
sult, Standard was repeatedly forced into situations which 
can be construed only as most compromising. 

“As early as 1935, Standard Oil was aware that the Ger- 
man, Government had entered the picture and IG Farben 
was withholding information about buna development and 
giving as its excuse that the research work was being done 
at government expense. In 1939 IG Farben refused to 
give Standard Oil this information ‘because of military ex- 
pediency.’ ” 

What Senator Truman “overlooked” was the fact that 
by 1939 it was becoming apparent to all that Hitler’s 1,000- 
year Reich and all its works were fast becoming unpopular 
in the United States. So... 

Instead of moving to get information about synthetic 
rubber development, of which Standard Oil was the joint 
owner, the Rockefeller group moved to help Hitler cover 
his American holdings in the drug and chemical field. 

They formed the American. IG Chemical Corporation by 
taking over the Sterling Products Company and the Gras- 
selli Dyestuffs Corporation. The name of the latter was 
changed to General Aniline & Film Corporation. In addi- 
tion, American IG took over the Agfa Film Company, Win- 
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throp Chemical and Magnesium Development Corporation. 


Standard Oil took outright 15% of the stock of the newly 
created German-American chemical trust. Efforts to bring 
the duPonts and Fords into this combine partially failed. 
Among the directors of this cover-up company were Walter 
Teagle (President of Standard Oil), Paul Warburg (a 
Rockefeller stand-in) and Edsel Ford. 

Five hundred thousand shares of stock were issued to 
Walter Teagle. At a later Securities & Exchange Commis- 
sion investigation Mr. Teagle denied his parentage of this 
stock, claiming he was holding it as dummy for someone 
else. When asked by the examiner who this “someone else” 
was he blandly replied he did not know, although he was 
under oath. Everyone else knew it was either one of the 
Rockefeller clan in person, or the Standard Oil Company. 

The war was getting pretty close to this country. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was setting up the Pearl Harbor disaster, 
and had ordered our radar defenses let down at 7 o’clock 
every morning. History records that the Japs accepted 
this “opportunity” to destroy most of the American Navy, 
made defenseless on orders from Washington. 

At this juncture American, IG Farben decided to camou- 
flage its German parentage and sympathies, with the help 
of Standard Oil. By corporate hocus pocus it brought all 
of its American activities under the General Aniline & Film 
Corporation shortly before the Pearl Harbor attack. 

Before doing this, American IG purchased an undisclosed 
number of shares in the Ozalid Corporation, Schering & 
Company, Mission Corporation, Monsanto Chemical, Alumi- 
num Corporation, Drug (Incorporated), Dow Chemical, An- 
tidolar Company, Standard Oil of New Jersey, Standard Oil 
of Indiana, Standard Oil of California and the duPont Com- 
pany. It took over bodily the privately-owned Hoffman- 
LaRoche Company. 

Meanwhile, Sterling Drug gobbled up Winthrop Chemi- 
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cal, the Bayer Company, General Drug, Vegex (Inc.) Cook 
Laboratories, the Centaur Company and Alba Pharmacal 
Company. Drug, Inc., owned by Louis K. Liggett (a power- 
ful Massachusetts politician during the Hoover administra- 
tion) had in 1929 taken over the Bristol-Myers Company, 
Vick Chemical, United Drug, Life Savers (Inc.) and the 
Liggett chain of “RX” Retail drug stores. 

With Vick Chemical, Drug, Inc. (and the Rockefeller- 
Standard Oil-German IG Drug Trust) got the J. T. Baker 
Chemical Company, the William S. Merrell Company, the 
Jensen Salsberry Laboratories, Prince Matchabelli (Inc.), 
Alfred D. McKelvy Company, Loeser Laboratories (Inc.), 
Taylor Chemical and the Sofskin Company. 

Of the realignment of this German-Rockefeller owned 
chemical trust, Howard W. Ambruster, in his TREASON’S 
PEACE, said: 

“Аз the date of the declaration of war between Germany 
and the United States drew near, the Board of General 
Aniline was in a state of wild confusion. A number of the 
old German-born directors resigned and were replaced by 
several well known Americans who had no prior connection 
with the company. 

“Finally, D. A. Schmitz was asked to resign as president 
and when he refused, the Board voted to remove him. On 
October 30, 1941, they elected former Judge John E. Mack 
of Poughkeepsie as their president. The name of Judge 
Mack, known to be an intimate friend and neighbor of 
President Roosevelt, was calculated to lend such an aura 
of American, respectability to General Aniline that this, in 
itself, might prevent actual seizure of the company as 
enemy-owned. 

“Judge Mack had had no previous experience as head of 
an $86,000,000 corporation with 6,000 employes. But a 
$90,000 a year salary made up for that, as far as Judge 
Mack was concerned. On December 5, 1941 (two days be- 
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fore Pearl Harbor) another and bigger name was added 
to the General Aniline Board, through the election of Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt. 

“This frantic ‘Americanization’ of IG Farben’s offspring 
might at least have stalled off seizure had not the Japanese 
timetable decreed otherwise. With the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, the Treasury Department ‘moved in’ on General 
Aniline with a commando squad of 17 supervisors and took 
over in earnest. 


“Within a week a New York grand jury had returned 
indictments charging conspiracy against General Aniline, 
IG Farben and General Dyestuffs and several of their offi- 
cers. The indictments charged conspiracy in restricting 
production of dyes, photographic materials and chemicals, 
along with other violations of the U.S. criminal statutes. 

“Prior to the final seizure of the controlling shares of 
General Aniline that company, as one of Farben’s Ameri- 
can dummy fronts, had controlled not only its own immense 
war material manufacturing plants, but had also owned 
huge blocks of stock worth some $11,500,000 in these 
American corporations: 

“Standard Oil of New Jersey, Standard Oil of California, 
Standard Oil of Indiana, E. I. duPont de Nemours Company, 
Sterling Products, Inc., Plaskon Company, American Mag- 
nesium Corporation, Alba Pharmaceutical Company and 
Winthrop Chemical.” 

Rockefeller’s FORTUNE Magazine for August 1947, in 
a now-it-can-be-told report, said: 

“The government seized General Aniline because of the 
company’s close ties to I. G. Farben. It is a hot potato 
becuase of the shakiness that the company is beginning 
to show under government control. The government’s one 
obvious way out — sell the company and get it back into 
private hands — is for various reasons (to be detailed 
later) a thorny and difficult course. 
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“General Aniline & Film was the whopper in the $500,- 
000,000 alien property net. An incredible miscellany of 
small fish was also pulled in — the Alien Property Custo- 
dian’s thousands of seizures included banks, houses, estates, 
46,000 patents, breweries, filling stations, importing busi- 
nesses, a salvaged ship, insurance companies, two Japanese 
temples, foreign movies, and a hardware store in Honolulu. 

“But, General Aniline, with 1946 sales of nearly $65 
million, over $40 million in working capital, and net worth 
of $60 million, so far over overshadows the rest as to be 
the major private business that the government almost 
owns. 

“Any doubts that General Aniline was originally a Far- 
ben creature may be resolved by looking at the announce- 
ment of its formation in 1929 as the American I. G. Chemi- 
cal Corporation. Not only was it set up by Farben, but 
Farben guaranteed both principal and interest on its origi- 
nal $30 million debenture issue and also supplied it with 
patents, research, manufacturing techniques, new products, 
machinery, complex chemical intermediates for dyestuff 
production, and ап, executive and technical staff. 

“Its directors were nominated by Farben, and it was used 
as a stalking horse in other Farben deals — notably when 
it acquired some 200,000 shares of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey at $23 a share below the market, thus receiving 
nearly $5 million from Standard as part payment for some 
Farben hydrogenation patents. 

“The first step, taken late in 1939, was the merger of 
American I.G. with its two operation subsidiaries, General 
Aniline Works (dye stuffs) and Agfa Ansco (photographic 
film and supplies) in the course of which the company took 
its present name and cast off those two horrid German 
initials. There followed a program of ostensible American- 
ization. 

“One by one the German names disappeared from the 
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letter head and the directors’ list (though they usually 
remained as key operating officials), until by the end of 
1941 only D. A. Schmitz and one associate lingered even 
on the Board. Into their places came Judge John E. Mack 
(who had nominated Roosevelt at the 1932 and 1936 Demo- 
cratic conventions) assisted by such true-blue directors as 
William C. Bullitt (then engaged on various diplomatic 
missions), Ralph Budd of the Burlington, and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt’s son-in-law, Robert L. Stevens. 


“The sweetest thing about the Alien Property Custodi- 
an’s job, in terms of practical politics, is the power of ap- 
pointment that goes with it. It does not matter that, com- 
pared with other industrial establishments, General Ani- 
line’s pay in the top posts was relatively low. 

President George W. Burpee drew only $50,000 a year 
for acting as both President and head of the General Ani- 
line Works Division. The next highest company salaries 
were in the $25,000 to $30,000 range. 

“What does count is that these salaries are far above 
anything ordinarily paid in government, that they are not 
subject to the irritating scrutiny of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and that the Custodian’s power of appointment 
is as broad and arbitrary as he cares to make it. 

“Some of the tenderer plums did not grow directly on 
the General Aniline tree but at General Dyestuff, whose 
$50,000 a year presidency went to Louis A. Johnson, for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of War and a director of Con- 
solidated Vultee Aircraft. However, in 1946, Johnson re- 
tired to become general counsel for both General Dyestuff 
and General Aniline, a post that pays his law firm about 
as much in retainer and fees as his previous salary.” 

To show how the German Chemical Cartel and the Rocke- 
feller Drug Trust affect the lives of most American people, 
Sterling Drug’s 66 subsidiaries manufacture among other 
things Phillips’ Dentrifices and Cosmetics, Double Dander- 
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ine, Ironized Yeast, Andrews’ Liver Salts, Ross’ Pills, 
Mejoral, Astringosol, Campho-Phenique, Molle, Energine, 
Diamond Dyes, and many anaesthetics, vitamins, anti-ma- 
larials, sulfa drugs, analgesics, arsenicals, barbiturates, 
antiseptics, anti-bacterials and digestive ferments. 

The Bristol-Myers Company makes Ipana Tooth Paste, 
Sal Hepatica, Vitalis, Ingram’s Shaving Cream, Mum, Minit- 
rub, Trushay, Peterman’s Insecticides, Benex and Ammer’s 
Powder. 

Dow Chemical makes Epsom Salts, bromides and many 
other USP (U.S. Pharmacopoeia) products. Monsanto 
makes glycero-phosphate, vanillin, aspirin, saccharin, ben- 
zoic acid and many medicinals and “fine” chemicals. The 
Centaur Company makes Castoria. 

Hoffman-LaRoche makes Allonal, Alurate, Antihista- 
mine, Cal-C-Tose, Citro-Thiocol, Digitalis, Pantopon, Sedu- 
lon, Cough Syrup, Presidon (sedative), Thephorin (a pho- 
ney hay fever nostrum), ViPenta Drops and Vitaminets. 
Hoffman-LaRoche is privately owned and is part of the 
Swiss branch of German IG, set up in 1939 to prevent con- 
fiscation as alien property. 

Mr. Bullitt is no longer a director of Sterling Drug nor 
of its former parent, or offspring, IG Farben. The Rocke- 
feller financial interest in Sterling Drug is represented on 
its Board by James Hill Jr. and Richard H. West, both 
members of The House’s “foreign affairs committee” — 
Council on Foreign Relations. 

With these Rockefeller concerns having all of these 
things to sell, plus thousands of the 12,000 drug items 
described and advocated and plugged in medical textbooks, 
it was the most natural thing in the world — human na- 
ture and human greed being what it is — for the Rocke- 
feller Foundation to be changed into an instrument for 
“educating” medical students into the excessive use of 
drugs. 
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The Rockefeller Foundation was first set up in 1904, 
as the General Education Fund. A paper organization 
called the Rockefeller Foundation, ostensibly to supplement 
the Fund, was formed in 1910 and an effort made to get 
a charter from Congress. Before the bill ground through 
the Congressional mills the Supreme Court’s decision, of 
1911, ordering the dissolution of the Standard Oil Company, 
focussed the spotlight of public interest on all Rockefeller 

| activities. 

The result was a turndown on the Congressional charter 
plea. Not once, but twice, Congress refused to grant this 
charter. Senator Chamberlain of Oregon said it was a 
device for evasion, of taxes, and was primarily intended for 
propaganda for the seduction of public opinion and influ- 
encing of politics — a menace to the nation. He added: 

“The Carnegie-Rockefeller influence is bad. In two gen- 
erations they can change the minds of the people to make 
them conform to the cult of Rockefeller, or the cult of 
Carnegie, rather than to the fundamental principles of 
American democracy.” 

They had to give up on Congress so State Senator Wag- 
ner, a Rockefeller henchman in the New York legislature 
and father of the present Mayor of New York City, steered 
a bill through the New York assembly chartering the 
Rockefeller Foundation with a capitalization of $500 mil- 
lion instead of the smaller $100 million asked in the Con- 
gressional charter bill. 

It had long been demonstrated that the Rockefeller in- 
terests have created, built up and developed the most far 
reaching industrial empire ever conceived by the mind of 
man. Not the least of its holdings are in the drug business. 

The Rockefellers own the largest drug manufacturing 
combine in the world, and use all of their other interests 
to bring pressure to continue and increase the sale of drugs. 
The fact that most of the 12,000 separate drug items on 
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the market are harmful is of no concern to the Drug Trust. 


It is therefore nothing to wonder about that The House 
has had its own “nominees”, planted in all Federal agencies 
that have to do with health. Such as all directing officials 
of the Food & Drug Administration, U.S. Public Health 
Service, Army Medical Corps, Navy Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, Surgeon General of the Air Force, Medical 
Department of the Veterans Administration, National In- 
stitutes of Health and the National Academy of Sciences. 

For this reason only drug therapy is used in any gov- 
ernment agency. The fact that millions of persons use 
naturopaths, chiropractors and osteopaths as their family 
physicians is not considered when a boy is drafted and sent 
into one of the armed services. Patients of drugless doc- 
tors don’t buy drugs. Neither do well people. 

We have not gone to drugless practitioners for scientific 
information on the harmfulness of most of those 12,000 
drug items which in the drug traffic the House of Rocke- 
feller and its colleagues have for sale and is plugging with 
might and main through all of its high powdered and well 
financed publicity avenues. Let’s go into the ranks of 
outspoken medical practitioners for our information. 

The American Dispensatory lists over 12,000 items of 
drugs on the market. I am told by medical practitioners 
that to teach a student these 12,000 drugs or any more 
than (say) a certain selected 100 of them, is 99-44/100% 
waste of time. But it does help swell the profits of the 
pharmaceutical houses. 

Let us quote an authority on this subject, Dr. David L. 
Edsall, who was at one time Dean of the Harvard Medical 
School: 

“I was, for a period, a professor of therapeutics and 
pharmacology, and I know from experience that students 
were obliged by me then, and by others, to learn about an 
interminable number of drugs, many of which were value- 
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less, many of them useless, some probably even harmful, 
some cthers relatively valueless — all because they were 
still discussed in some text books, had never been discarded 
and vere some times asked about by state board of medi- 
cal examiners.” 


Arti ur Robertson Cushny, M.D., former Professor of 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics at the University of 
Michigan, is recognized as one of the world’s leading au- 
thoritivs on Pharmacology. His text book “Pharmacology 
and Therapeutics” is recognized as the leading work of its 
kind in the world. In it, Dr. Cushny said: 

“The more advanced teachers of medicine have been 
properly abbreviating their lists of remedies, but the stu- 
dent on going into practice meets numbers of drugs pre- 
viously unknown to him and not appreciating that these 
have already been tried and discarded by his teachers is 
tempted to fall into the slough of unreasoning empiricism. 

“There is still a tendency, even among the educated, to 
ascribe therapeutic virtues to every new weed and every 
new product of the chemical industry. As long as the 
medical student has to learn the supposed virtues of a host 
of obscure substances, he will tend to use them in practice. 
This, in turn, necessitates their inclusion in the pharma- 
coppeia, which again perpetuates them as subjects of 
teaching.” 

There are a few outspoken Medical Doctors who will tell 
you point blank that, under this Drug Trust aegis, doctors 
are turned out of these subsidized medical schools like 
machines. From his earliest student days he is not allow- 
ed to use his mind or to think for himself. 

He is made to follow certain well-formed grooves. He 
is not given time to discover whether the medicines and 
drugs he is taught to prescribe are of any benefit. He is 
told that “A” says this should be done in “X” illness, that 
“B” says such-and-such a chemical combination has bene- 
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ficial effects when the patient is suffering from “Y” dis- 
ease. 

Again let us quote from Dr. Edsall: 

“Almost all subjects must be taken at exactly the same 
time, and in almost exactly the same way, by all students, 
and the amount introduced into each course is such that 
few students have time or energy to explore any subject 
in a spirit of independent interest. A little comparison 
shows that there is less intellectual freedom in the medical 
course than in almost any other form of professional edu- 
cation in the country.” 

It takes courage for a medical doctor to come out and 
say such things. The Drug Trust has the American, Medi- 
cal Association so well organized and until the last few 
years it has had such a dynamic spokesman in Morris Fish- 
bein, that a whispering campaign of amazing intensity is 
immediately started against him. 

If he is a young man his practice is ruined. He can be 
kicked out of his county medical society оп trumped up 
charges and the resulting publicity can make him look like 
an incompetent practitioner. 

A progressive and intelligent medical doctor of our ac- 
quaintance has just been put through the wringer by his 
county medical society for espousing the principle of pray- 
ing “for the millennium when the one-school-thought thera- 
py may at least be broken and dethroned for all time.” 
This particular doctor is no help to the Drug Trust. He 
uses as few of these concoctions as possible and those only 
to meet ordinary medical emergencies. He lists them as: 


1. Digitalis and other cardiac (heart) drugs; 
2. Sedatives (relaxers, rest producers) ; 

3. Hypnotics (sleep producers) ; 

4. Analgesics (pain relievers). 


The enormous and inordinate profits enjoyed by the drug 
traffic is illustrated by the financial reports of these com-

panies recorded in Moody’s Manual of Industrials. Probably 
the most amazing financial statement of all is that of E. R. 
Squibb & Company for 1945. However, it must be remem- 
bered that this was a war year and the medical depart- 
ments of both the Army and Navy were acting as the most 
high powered and “successful” detail men (salesmen) for 
the drug companies ever conceived. 


Fifteen million draftees and others in the Armed Ser- 
vices were forced to take 17 shots of serum apiece. Even 
those desk grenadiers in Washington, clerks who simply 
put on a uniform with bars and leaves and chickens on their 
shoulders for the duration, and would never get out of 
Washington, were given these shots too. 

At one time the Walter Reed Army General Hospital was 
so full of desk men, suffering from yellow fever given 
them by the shots, that there was no room for the military 
casualities for which the hospital was authorized and 
erected. 

In spite of the shots given soldiers of World War I — 
all of whom were healthy when they were inducted and 
were supposed to be “immune” to the diseases which the 
“shots” were alleged to prevent — 33,000 came down with 
pulmonary tuberculosis with over 1,000 deaths, 4,000 came 
down with spinal meningitis (1,700 deaths), 98,000 with 
measles (2,000 deaths), 10,000 with scarlet fever, 8,000 
with diphtheria and 95,000 with mumps. 

The Surgeon, General’s casualty lists showed 57,000 had 
died from the very diseases they were supposed to be im- 
mune from and that more than 12,000 were given dis- 
charges for disease. 

Approximately 25% of those examined for the draft in 
1917 and 1918 were turned down for physical reasons. 
Only those in perfect physical condition were accepted. 
Between then and World War II the serum companies 
stepped-up their promotion and sales business. As a result, 
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nearly 50% of the 1941-45 draftees were found unfit for 
military service. Yet this told the military authorities 
nothing. 


Neither did the Surgeon General’s records in the cases 
of two “mass innoculations” for small pox in the Philip- 
pines — 1899 and 1919. The 1899 records were removed 
from the library stacks when a famous doctor told what 
they contained. However, we did learn that in, addition 
to a hundred thousand artificial cases among the natives, 
674 of our occupation soldiers contracted it from the small- 
pox vaccine and 249 died. 

Records of the 1919 mass innoculation had not been re- 
moved when we searched. We found that in 1918, 3,285,- 
376 Filipinos were vaccinated and 47,369 came down with 
smallpox. The death record was 16,477. In 1919, the op- 
eration was doubled, just as though the Phillipine Under- 
takers’ Association was promoting it. The number of vac- 
cinations totalled 7,670,252, smallpox cases 65,180 and 
deaths 44,408. 

It is well known that the invention of the bathtub and 
sanitary plumbing stopped the smallpox and plague deaths 
in crowded London and elsewhere and that when Army 
engineers destroyed mosquito breeding places yellow fever 
among the Panama Canal builders stopped suddenly. 

A baby is supposed to be born in the image of God. Let 
nature take its course and the child grows to healthy man- 
hood or womanhood ready to reproduce more healthy men 
and women and keep the world moving and progressing. 
A few years ago we had reason, to inquire into how healthy 
children actually were. The Children’s Bureau of the Fed- 
eral Security Agency (now merged into the Department of 
Health, Welfare and Education) told us that there were... 

Nearly a million children affected by rheumatic fever; 

Ten million boys and girls under 21 with defective vision; 

A half million with orthopedic or spastic conditions; 
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Two million with impaired hearing; 
Seventeen thousand deaf; 
Four hundred thousand with tuberculosis; 
Seventy-five percent with dental defects; 
Three out of every draft registrans (18 and 19 years old) 
had heart trouble; 
Three out of every hundred had a mental disease; 
Certainly an allwise Mother Nature isn’t responsible for 
this sub-norma] health among our future citizens. 
e 


Moody’s Manual for 1946 showed that the E. R. Squibb 
Company in 1945 made a net profit of $42,432,472 altho 
its total tangible assets (actual investment) was only $7,- 
366,488. A profit for the year of 573% of its investment. 
That’s nice “business” іп any language. The profitable war 
years to the serum companies had stopped by 1947, so 
Squibb’s earning had been reduced to $9,601,389. 

The Squibb balance sheet continued, however, to look so 
good to The House that this long established house was 
taken over bodily in 1952 by Rockefeller’s Olin Mathieson 
Chemical Corporation. This is one of the important House 
of Rockefeller units, because Lawrence S. Rockefeller is 
on its directorate. 

In 1957 the Mathieson Company showed a net operating 
profit after taxes of $36,377,074, on a property value of 
$370,593,426. A net profit of around 10% for the year 
— a far cry from 1945’s staggering 573%, but still 10% 
a year on an investment isn’t hay. Its $5 par value com- 
mon stock sold from on the Stock Market at prices rang- 
ing from $48 to $62. 

Another large Rockefeller-controlled drug manufacturer 
is Merck & Company which had 20 subsidiaries, including 
the former Sharpe & Dohme concern and the former H. K. 
Mulford Company. House of Rockefeller directors are 
Vannear Bush, James H. Sharp and C. D. Dickey. 
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Merck was in the headlines not long ago when one of 
its buildings blew up without warning, killing three men 
(all that were in there) and doing $100,000 worth of dam- 
age. What the newspapers didn’t tell, however, was that 
the explosion was of a vat of synthetic Vitamin A which 
the men were stirring. Only the records of the Linden 
(New Jersey) police department give this information. 


When health food stores began to do a thriving business 
in natural vitamins the Drug Trust decided to get into it 
too. Synthetic vitamins, which are as phoney as $3 bills, 
were cheaper to make so they made them. Apparently 
Merck’s Vitamin A would make better explosives and muni- 
tions than food additives. 

It is said that only God can make a tree, a baby or a 
vitamin. Vitamins, being that part of food that the Food 
Trust destroys with chemical fertilizers and poison sprays 
and preservaitves, come out of the ground. Man can no 
more make a synthetic vitamin than he can make a synthe- 
tic baby, but there is more profit in the ersatz stuff than 
in the real thing. 

Merck & Company’s 1957 net income, after taxes, was 
$23,094,867. Its tangible assets were only $35,646,547, 
giving it a year’s profit on its (actual) investment of 80%. 
This isn’t hay either, so Merck’s 9,766,778 shares of 16-cent 
par value stock were selling for $23 in June of 1958, an 
inflation of 18,800%. 

The Mead-Johnson drug company is one of the smallest 
of the Rockefeller group. Its net income (after taxes) in 
1957 was $4,865,082. Its property totals $14,035,691, which 
gave it a 25% profit on investment for the year. It wasn’t 
unexpected that its $10 par value shares sold from $33 to 
$57 in 1957. Austis S. Igleheart, Chase Bank director, sits 
on the Mead-Johnson board. 

Three of the very large concerns, in which the House of 
Rockefeller is known to have very large holdings but no 
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cies in the last 44 years, and they total just over a half 
billion dollars. The colleges which received “grants”, of 
course, teach their students all the drug lore the Rocke- 
feller pharmaceutical houses want taught. 


Otherwise, there would be no more gifts, just as there 
are no gifts at all to any of the 30 odd drugless colleges in 
the United States. The amounts outlined in the Founda- 
tion’s report cannot be ignored. They total $446,837,527 
thru 1956. 

Harvard, with its aristocratic background and well-pub- 
licized medical school, has received $8,764,433 of this Drug 
Trust money. Yale got $7,927,800. 

Johns Hopkins, down in Baltimore, Maryland, and its 
famous medical school, has benefited since 1914 to the ex- 
tent of $10,418,531 of Drug Trust largesse. On the Pacific 
Coast, Leland Stanford University in California leads the 
Rockefeller parade with $947,505. Washington. University 
in St. Louis received $2,842,132. 

Columbia University in New York City, which is so big 
the teachers don’t even know each other, has taken $5,424,- 
371 from its neighbors in Midtown Manhattan. Duke Uni- 
versity in North Carolina got only $346,835 but then Duke 
didn’t need any more because when power trust tycoon 
“Buck” Duke died, he left $40,000,000 to little Trinity Col- 
lege provided it changed its name to Duke University. It 
did. 

Tufts College in Massachusetts received $78,188. Van- 
derbilt down in Tennessee $1,623,252, New York Univer- 
sity $302,242, Memphis’ fine colored Meharry Medical Col- 
lege only $235,000, Iowa State’s corn belt knowledge fac- 
tory $457,440, and Cornell University $1,709,072. 

During the 44 years the Rockefeller Foundation has been 
in existence it has systematically and continuously given 
large, sometimes huge, sums of money to medical colleges 
and universities supporting such institutions. As a result 
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medical textbooks seem to be tailored to the point where 
a maximum of drugs are used when the student gets into 
practice. 

It is noticeable that not a dime has ever been given to 
a drugless college which are turning out practicioners, just 
as well trained as medical grads, and, their patients say, 
better able to treat human ills. The sum of $61,862,999.32 
has been given from 1913 thru 1956 to 52 colleges in this 
program, having medical schools. 

The Foundation refused to break it down for us but did 
let us go thru their annual reports and make the following 
compilation:

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This missionary work of the Rockefeller Foundation paid 
off to the Grim Reaper in 1950 and 1951. On February 
18, 1950, Drugs and Death rode at the controls of a Long 
Island (NY) Railroad commuters’ train. Thirty-two pas- 
sengers were killed and 116 injured, in what was at that 
time the worst railroad wreck in recent American history. 
On September 11th, 33 Pennsylvania National Guardsmen 
were wantonly killed, and 248 injured, at Coshocton, Ohio. 


Both wrecks were caused by a drug. The lethal dose 
in the Long Island catastrophe was given the motorman 
by a railroad medic. In the case of the Coshocton wreck, 
the Drug Trust’s culpability may never be definitely known. 
Within 24 hours the Pennsylvania Railroad retired the en- 
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gineer who had passed five red signal lights at 75 miles 
an hour, and told him not to worry. Or talk. 


It is very significant that The House is pretty heavily 
interested in the Pennsylvania Railroad which also owns 
much of the Drug Trust. Interlocking directorates help 
in the control, but the fiscal agents are the clinchers. The 
last 13 bond issues of PRR, totalling $514,603,000 — were 
all handled by such stalwart Rockefeller affiliates as Hal- 
sey-Stuart & Co., Lehman Brothers, Harriman-Ripley, 
Brown Brothers & Harriman, Saloman Brothers & Hutzler, 
and the Evans-Stillman Company. 

Thumbs down on any or all of these bond issues by the 
Chase National Bank would have simply meant there would 
have been no bond issue. Thus the Rockefeller control of 
the Pennsy is as complete as the need, and there was no 
embarrassment to the Drug Trust because of the Ohio 
wreck. 

The motorman — who was the goat for the Long Island 
catastrophe — had high blood pressure, so the Company 
medic said. Instead of cleaning the toxins out of his ar- 
teries and eliminating the disease, he was given capsules 
containing phenobarbitol, aminophylline and potassium 
iodide and then sent back to duty. Fifteen minutes before 
he reached the protecting automatic signal he fell asleep 
at the controls. And no wonder. 

Dorland’s Medical Dictionary lists phenobarbitol as a 
hypnotic (sleep producer). Its trade name is Luminol and 
it is the most popular of all sleeping pills. Many people 
take them and never wake up. Aminophylline is listed as 
a diuretic (to promote faster flow of urine). Potassium 
iodide is listed as an, alterative for syphilis. The medic 
who did this listed in the Directory of the American Medi- 
cal Association as a “specialist” in internal medicine. 

In the Ohio wreck the story given this author by the en- 
gineer is the most fantastic he ever heard. This man pilot- 
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ed the Pennsylvania Railroad crack overland limited (“Ѕріг- 
it of St. Louis”) which crashed into the rear of a stalled 
troop train with horrible results. 

In doing so — he admits — he passed a caution signal 
(which meant 30 miles an hour) two miles from the wreck, 
at 75 miles an hour and kept going until he was almost on 
the troop train. This in spite of a red fusee dropped by 
the troop train’s flagman 500 feet before it stopped. Then 
the flagman was waving his red lantern, and threw a red 
flare. The near signal was red and visible for two miles 
but the engineer never saw any of them until (as he aptly 
said) it was too late. 

An exhaustive investigation of the wreck scene by this 
author, and a complete examination of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s record, indicate that the engineer was 
sound asleep when he passed all these warning lights. 

He denied he had taken a cold tablet or sulpha drug. 
In fact he denied he had ever taken a doctor’s prescription 
or patent medicine of any kind during his 67 years of life. 
The facts speak for themselves, as Drug Trust agents well 
knew when they had their railroad take care of things so 
promptly. 

The Pennsylvania Railrodd was 20 years behind the 
times. The major airlines of the United States found, the 
hard way, what used to cause their major disasters in 
which pilots ran into mountainsides, often in broad day- 
light. It was sulfa pills “to ward off a cold” or cold tablets 
to “cure one.” 

From August 31, 1940, to March 12, 1948, they had 19 
of these “mysterious” wrecks which took the lives of 438 
persons, according to the Civil Aeronautics Board. At that 
time the airlines issued orders grounding all flight person- 
nel from 48 to 72 hours after they had taken a drug of 
any sort. 

The results were more than satisfactory. There hasn’t 
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been a major disaster of that sort on an, American com- 
mercial airline since. 


But the railroads .. . 


All Class I roads were notified of these findings by the 
author of this book, asked if they were doing anything 
to prevent this unnecessary mass slaughter of innocent 
passengers. The few which had the courtesy to answer 
laconically replied that they were not. 


Nine needless wrecks, taking 289 lives and injuring 1,416 
others, occurred during 1950 and 1951. The Drug evil and 
self medication were definitely established as the direct 
cause in some. In the others the preponderance of evidence 
and logic shows injudicious professional medication the 
primary reason. Here is the toll:

The engineer of the PRR’s “Red Arrow” who went to 
sleep at the throttle and killed 11 sleeping passengers at 
Bryn Mawr, Pa., was tried for manslaughter. Every pre- 
caution was taken by both prosecution and defense to see 
that his drug-induced slumber wasn’t brought out. 

An agent for the Senate’s Committee оп. Interstate Com- 
merce was present at the trial as an observer, and tried 
to find out (thru both prosecutor and defense counsel) 
what drug it was the delinquent engineer had taken. Both 
clammed up. The prosecutor promised the Senate Investi- 
gator he would bring it out on cross examination. Instead 
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he asked a harmless question that elicited no information 
at all. 

The trial was not without benefit to the traveling public. 
The investigator and the general counsel for the PRR got 
together. The counsel said the railroad wished it knew 
what was causing these “mysterious” wrecks. 

The investigator told him. There hasn’t been a wreck 
of that nature on the Pennsylvania Railroad since. 

But the Central RR of New Jersey never learned that 
lesson. Twenty-seven commuters, on a train from Red 
Bank to New York, were drowned like rats in a trap when 
a drugged enginman went to sleep at the throttle. 

He passed five red lights at 75 miles an hour. A derail 
threw the train onto the ties 100 yards from an open draw 
bridge over Newark Bay. The bouncing woke him up. He 
applied the brakes — TOO LATE. 

The coroner made a perfunctory “post mortem on the 
dead enginman. CAPSULE NEWS asked for an analysis 
of the stomach contents. The “doc” refused (said it would 
take many weeks). Не covered for the Drug Trust which 
didn’t want the cause of the wreck published. 


Chapter 8 
The Food Trust 


Food is something everybody has to have. There is 
never any depression in the food business. Therefore, it 
was as inevitable that the House of Rockefeller should 
get into the food business in a big way as it was that they 
should get into the banking business. 

Altho he didn’t know it, when John D. Senior found that 
he could make more money lending 50 of his dollars out 
at 7% interest than he could in digging potatoes 100 hours, 
fate was working in mysterious ways its wondrous and 
peculiar things to perform. k 

Shortly after World War I the chain grocery cycle was 
started. A spectacular showman from Memphis, Tenn. 
(named Saunders) started the first serve-yourself grocery 
store in which most of the products were packaged. It 
was called by the spectacular interest-provoking name of 
Piggly Wiggly. 

Saunders made a fast fortune, built himself a Pink 
Palace in Memphis and proceeded to go thru with the whole 
shebang in a few years after selling out his store holdings 
to a syndicate. It is not improbable that this syndicate 
was financed by The House of Rockefeller because they 
are now head over heels in cartels which supply the chains, 
and financially interested in the biggest of all — A&P. 

During the early days of the chain store craze one-man 
associations grew up to “fight the chain stores”. Local 
and corner grocers were being put out of business by the 
thousands. There was no more chance of beating the 
chain store movement then than there is now of flying 
to the Moon.

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The chain stores cleaned up the grocery business. No 
more was sugar kept in a cracker barrel, milk dipped out 
of a big tin can, bread and other articles handled by dirty 
human hands. No pot bellied stove, with missed shots of 
tobacco juice all over it and the surrounding floor. 


The chain stores were made attractive. They were de- 
partmentized so the customers could walk around and select 
what they wanted. Then they would see other items that 
were not displayed in the old-fashioned corner grocery, and 
buy them. 

Most important of all, by mass buying the chain stores 
could sell cheaper. True, there were a few that trained 
their clerks to surreptitiously slip in phoney amounts when 
they were pushing the keys of the cash register. But on 
the whole the chain store played it square and it wasn’t 
long before they had all the business. 

A smart grocer, with a steady clientele, would sell to a 
chain and take the job as manager of his former store. 
Many of them made more money that way than they had 
been making as independent merchants. 

The retail food business is the biggest, fastest-growing 
industry in America. In 1929 it had 723,407 employees 
and an annual sales value of $10,837,400,000. It now has 
over 2,000,000 employees and a sales volume of over $50,- 
000,000,000 a year. 

All available evidence indicates that this phenomenal 
rate of growth will go on at the same pace in the future. 
We are likely to have 30,000,000 more people to feed in 
the United States by 1975, and their needs will add up to 
a heap of eggs, milk, steak and other edibles, especially 
when you realize that the American people are devoting 
more and more of their income to food. 

From 1935 to 1939, they spent twenty-three percent of 
their disposable income on foods. In 1957, it was twenty- 
five percent. 
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Big Business was in the food business. They were smart 
and they knew merchandizing. It was then inevitable that 
The House should get into Food in a big way. But just 
as the smart guys in the prohibition movement got into 
the wholesale end (where there was infinitely more money) 
The House is mainly in the wholesale end of the food busi- 
ness. 

о 


They are heavily interested, however, іп the largest of 
the food retail chains — Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Com- 
pany, called A&P for short. Arthur J. Hoffman, who was 
a Chase Bank director before the merger with Manhattan 
eased him out, was a Vice President of A&P. Guaranty 
Trust is A&P’s registrar. 

The public remembers A&P well for the “mess” the 
Roosevelt family got one of its founders (John Hartford) 
into. Congressman Patman of Texas (as late as 1944) was 
going around the country making belligerent “down with 
the chain store” speeches at $100 per speech. 

Elliott Roosevelt, FDR’s “enterprising” second son, want- 
ed some easy money. Mr. Hartford was constantly re- 
minded that the Patman Bill, to tax chaain stores out of 
business, might pass. White House support was publicly 
given it. 

So Elliott went to John Hartford and asked for a ‘‘$200,- 
000 loan”. Не had his old man call up from the White 
House and say that “it would please him very much if Mr. 
Hartford would grant Elliott the loan.” What else he said 
isn’t of record. 

Elliott got a check for $200,000 and gave a promissory 
note. Suddenly White House support was withdrawn from 
the Patman Bill, much to the disgust of the fiery Texan. 
When, the note came due Elliott developed a bad case of 
bad memory. He couldn’t remember a thing about it. 

Hartford reminded him of the note. A&P was now off 
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the hook and Mr. Hartford could afford to make noises like 
he wanted to collect. Elliott had squandered the whole 
sum trying to play business man (in the chain radio sta- 
tion field) in Congressman Patman’s own state of Texas. 

So Jesse (Two Percent) Jones was sent by FDR to 
“liquidate” the loan. He did — for 2c on the dollar, giv- 
ing Hartford his check for $4,000. When he went to col- 
lect from FDR, this gentleman had just as bad a case of 
bad memory as Elliott. He could remember nothing about 
the deal. 

So Jesse (Two Percent) Jones got mad. He wanted his 
$4,000 — but he never got it. Instead he “leaked” the 
secret to his friend Westbrook Pegler, who “leaked” it to 
the entire reading public of the United States. 

The A&P Stores today do a much larger business than 
they did in the days when President Hartford was shaken 
down for a paltry $200,000. It has 4,650 supermarkets in 
40 states. It has 37 general warehouses and 35 bakeries. 
Its 1957 sales totalled $4,481,852,081. 

Its operating profit was $90,375,616 and its tax bite $48,- 
500,000; net profits for dividends and surplus $41,875,616. 
It owns land and buildings valued at $3,865,551, equipment 
and fixtures costing $133,497,090. 

It modestly lists its goodwill at $1.00, which is the gross- 
est understatement of all Time. It has 2,085,000 outstand- 
ing shares of No Par Value соттоп stock, which has sold 
on the stock exchange during 1957 all the way from $149 
to $245. 

о 

The largest of the Rockefeller wholesale-processing-pack- 
aging-distribution concerns is General Foods. One Stand- 
ard Oil director and two Chase Bank directors are on the 
compact directorate of General Foods. The Standard Oil 
man is Sidney J. Weinberg. The Chase Bank men are Aus- 
tin S. Igleheart and William J. Murray Jr. The Council 
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of Foreign Relations stalwarts are William Steel Gray Jr. 
and Robert Lehman. Igleheart is the head man at General 
Foods. Registrars for GF’s vast stock dealings and manip- 
ulations are Chase Manhattan and First-National City 
banks, both well controlled by The House. 


General Foods processes and sells a wide variety of food 
and grocery products, mainly in package form and widely 
advertised in national publications and daily newspapers, 
not to speak of radio and TV programs. In newspapers 
alone GF spent $6,701,455 to popularize (or repopularize) 
its already well known products in. 1957. 


Prof. John Calhoun Baker, president of Ohio University, 
in his book “Directors and Their Functions” unwittingly 
put his finger on the Rockefeller control (March 5, 1945) 
of General Foods. He listed its directors (with the num- 
ber of shares owned — or held in their names) : 


Carl J. Schmidlapp, Vice President of Chase National, 
1,200 shares; Austin S. Igleheart, director of Chase and 
President of General Foods, 200 shares — indicating that 
he was a figurehead; S. Sloan Colt, President of Bakers 
Trust Company (closely associated or affiliated with 
Chase) 100 shares. Chase-Manhattan Bank is its Reg- 
istrar. 


Rockefeller control of General Foods board meeting is 
even tighter that Professor Baker indicates. Also on its 
Board are Robert Lehman and William Steel Gray Jr., 
members of the Council on Foreign Relations. 


C. W. Post established what eventually became the Gen- 
eral Foods Corporation in 1895. The original line was 
Postum Cereal, Post Toasties and Instant Postum. When 
he died the management of the corporation was turned 
over to a board of eight executives, the company was re- 
organized for the public issue of shares and the stock listed 
on the NY Stock Exchange in 1922. 
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Control of the following companies was obtained thru 
exchanges of common stock:

The name General Foods Corporation was adopted in 
1929, after these mergers had been effected. The guiding 
concept was “mass selling”. In the acquisition of com- 
panies care was taken to see that the products could be 
advertised and sold thru common distribution channels. 

Among its popular brands are Bird’s-Eye products, 
Baker’s Cocoa, Calumet Baking Powder, Jell-O, Kool-aid, 
Maxwell House Coffee and the 14 products of the former 
Battle Creek Post concern, which made packaged foods 
popular. It has 13 subsidiaries operating out of 47 plants, 
with properties valued at $95,511,140. 

General Foods sold nearly a billion dollars worth of goods 
($977,119,866) to more than 170,000,000 Americans, thru 
the chain stores, in 1957; probably over a billion in 1958. 
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From these sales they made an operating profit after taxes 
of $56,522,382. 
o 

Standard Brands is another big cog in the Food Trust. 
Its sales of $513,858,914 in 1957 were second only to those 
of General Foods. Its operating profit, after the tax col- 
lectors had put it thru the wringer, was $13,837,524. It 
has property valued at $83,490,868 to balance the 3,259,707 
shares of NPV stock which has sold as high as $82.50 
on the stock exchange. 

Alexander N. Kemp is the big Rockefeller man, on the 
Board of Standard Brands. As FORTUNE Magazine says, 
he doesn’t direct, he represents. Henry C. Alexander of 
CFR is also there backstopping Mr. Kemp. Standard 
Brands took over bodily all the FÌeischmann yeast and 
other businesses. They have ten subsidiary companies in 
the United States, five in Canada and 15 in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Their largest plant is in Peekskill, NY — 101 buildings- 
They have 16 yeast plants scattered all over the United 
States and Canada, 18 coffee and tea plants and 16 baking 
powder plants. In addition to the 12 standard advertised 
Fleischmann products they make and sell to the super- 
markets Tenderleaf Tea, Dr. Price’s Baking Powder, Royal 
Baking Powder, Royal Gelatine and Kendall Dog Biscuits. 


General Mills makes the popular Gold Medal Products. 
Also Wheaties, Bisquick, Purity Oats, Brownie Mix, Larro 
Feeds, Betty Crocker Mixes and 87 other varieties of pack- 
aged food to be found in every super market. 


It was formed in 1928 by a merger of the Washburn- 
Crosby flour mills and 19 other flour mills and food fac- 
tories. Today it operates 16 flour mills, six packaged food 
plants, two soy bean processing plants, two oat producing 
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mills and 22 grain storage facilities. These are valued at 
$72,602,049. 


Sales іп 1957 totalled $527,701,677; operating profit was 
$26,432,111 with a Federal tax bill of $14,197,000. Its 
2,275,323 shares of No Par common stock sells on the stock 
exchange frequently for $69,00. 


Representing The House on General Mills’ board of di- 
rectors of Н. S. Sturgis of the Rockefeller Foundation and 
John Cowles of the Council on Foreign Relations. 


American Sugar Refining Company is the largest sugar 
producing and refining concern in the world. The House 
must be heavily interested financially because they have 
three men, on the Board of Directors — James F. Brownlee, 
Kenneth C. Brownell and Newcomb Carlton. Not to speak 
of R. H. West who is a director of Sterling Drug, Alexander 
C. Nagle and Roy C. Tomlinson of the Council on Foreign 
Relations. 


American Sugar grows raw cane sugar in Cuba and re- 
fines it in its five plants in Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, 
New Orleans and Brooklyn. In 1957 its sales were $338,- 
054,837 which represents a lot of sugar even at the inflated 
prices the consumer has to pay. Its trade-marked names 
are Domino, Franklin and Sunny Cane. 

It owns 50% of the stock in, the Spreckles Companies, 
50% of the Spreckles Sugar Company, 50% of the Pampag- 
na Sugar Mills and 100% of the Brooklyn Cooperage Com- 
pany. It owns outright 300,000 acres of Cuban sugar lands 
and two undeveloped islands with an aggregate area of 350 
square miles. Its properties are valued at $83,048,252. Its 
operating profit in 1957 was $9,946,854 after taxes.

United Fruit is another one of the huge food producers 
surrounding the Caribbean seas in which The House is fi- 
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nancially interested. The head of Chase Bank (John J. 
McCloy) is on the Board of UF. Accompanying him are 
such aristocratic Back Bay Boston names as T. Jefferson 
Coolidge and W. Cameron Forbes of the Council on Foreign 
Relations. 

It holds 61 subsidiaries and owns 554,329 acres in the so- 
called banana republics and has a fleet of 61 steamships 
which carry both freight and passengers. Its 1957 sales 
were $342,324,549. Its operating profit in 1957 was $51,- 
514,446 and its income tax $21,100,000. 

It values its property at $367,721,263 and its 8,775,000 
shares of NPV common stock has sold as high as $47 a 
share on the stock exchange. 

* * * 

Pillsbury mills are the largest millers of flour in the 
world. Pillsbury has 11 flour plants in the United States 
and Canada, nine packaged grocery plants, nine formula 
seed plants and 23 grain storage facilities, with sales offices 
in 51 cities. 

Its 1957 sales were $331,362,898 from which Federal 
taxes of $4,196,000 were taken from an operating profit of 
$11,000,814. 

° 

So much for the good features of the Food Trust. And 
now for the bad. 

In the last Moody’s Manual of Industrials there was no 
identifiable Rockefeller representative on its Board of Di- 
rectors but, somehow or other, The House must be vitally 
interested in the welfare of Pillsbury Mills and its balance 
sheet. 

For 50 years Pillsbury and all smaller flour mills had 
been under fire by health groups and conscientious medical 
groups for using a poisonous chemical called nitrogen chlor- 
ide in its flour to whiten and prettify the finished product 
(bread). 
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One of the big sales gimmicks of the Food Trust is to ap- 
peal to the eye gate. Not only is the food tastefully and 
decoratively arranged in supermarket bins and shelves, but 
the food itself is dressed up wherever possible. As you will 
note as we go along, the executives in charge of the Food 
Trust care little for the health and welfare of its buying 
public — only the dollars and cents it pays into the cash 
registers. 

Nitrogen Chloride is described in Merck’s Index (the 
Bible of the pharmaceutical trade) as a yellow, thick, oily 
liquid with a pungent odor, prepared by the action, of chlor- 
ine gas. Raw chlorine gas will kill instantly by mere whif- 
fing. 

Nitrogen Chloride, Merck’s Index further states, decom- 
poses in the light, explodes when heated to 93 degrees or is 
subjected to the flash of direct sunlight. This is the stuff 
the millers were putting in white bread to attract more cus- 
tomers, whether or not John D. Rockefeller or any of his 
five sons or top men in The House knew it or not. 

The US Food & Drug Administration knew it. Altho 
charged by law, and paid by the taxpayers, to protect the 
public against such things, it does nothing of the sort when 
violations are committed by any of the Food or Drug 
Trusts, or the House of Rockefeller. 

So for 25 years the Food & Drug people kept looking the 
other way when their attention was called to this deliber- 
ate poisoning of bread consumers. Finally the heat was 
turned on so loudly they thought they’d better do some- 
thing before a committee of Congress took some action. 

About this time the Invisible Government of the United 
States had one Bradshaw Mintener, Vice President of Pills- 
bury Mills, sent to Washington as Assistant Secretary of 
Health for the apparent purpose of keeping the Food & 
Drug Administraation from yielding to pressure and mak- 
ing the millers stop poisoning bread eaters. 
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CHEMICAL WEEK, house organ of the chemical indus- 
try, gloated over the Mintener appointment. On Septem- 
ber 11, 1954, it said: 


“Manufacturers and association теп have had a difficult 
time getting to see Secretary Hobby, or Undersecretary 
Nelson Rockefeller, and when they did they found these 
two unfamiliar with specific food and drug practice. Min- 
tener will give industry men a supra-F&DA office to bring 
their complaints.” 


Actually, Nelson Rockefeller wasn’t as dumb as CHEMI- 
CAL WEEK fhdicated. Не was sent down to Washington 
temporarily to “straighten out Mrs. Hobby” who was giv- 
ing evidence that she didn’t like a lot of things that were 
being done by the health agencies under her, and in her 
name. 

She wasn’t straighten-outable, so her resignation was 
asked for. A “safe man” from the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany was made Secretary of Health and Nelson went over 
to the White House to “straighten out” President Eisen- 
hower about some undisclosed matters of high importance 
to the House of Rockefeller. 

The upshot of Mr. Mintener’s short stay in Washing- 
ton was that the Food & Drug Administration pretended to 
yield to the pressure and ban nitrogen chloride in bread. 
However it gave the millers and chemical houses six 
months to unload whatever stocks it had on hand and what- 
ever it could manufacture and sell in the meantime. 

In the place of the one poison the Food & Drug people 
gave the millers their choice of four poisons to substitute 
for the poison nitrogen chloride. These four poisons were 
chlorine gas, chloride dioxide, benzoil peroxide and hydro- 
gen peroxide. 

Those who read the war news in 1915, 1916 and 1917 
knew how the Germans used chlorine gas to kill British 
troops by merely spraying it on them. Merck’s Index de- 
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scribes chlorine dioxide as a red yellow gas with an un- 
pleasant odor, decomposes in sunlight, detonates when 
heated to 100 degrees, is subjected to electric sparks, is 
shaken with mercury or mixed with carbon monoxide. 


Benzoil peroxide is made from benzoic acid and oxygen 
and natural benzoic acid is made from the hippuratic acid of 
horse urine. Hydrogen peroxide is what makes blondes 
out of brunettes and redheads by eating the pigment out of 
the hair. It is also a good disinfectant and deodorant. 
This is what is put in white bread now to make it whiter 
and the callous money grubbers who do it try to justify 
themselves by saying the “public demands it.” 

Actually the public doesn’t demand it. They buy the 
bread because they don’t know this. There could be some 
lynching parties if the responsible ones came to certain 
parts of the country. 

The crimes against the consuming public which the Food 
Trust gets away with were brought to light two years ago 
when the National Research Council, an independent agen- 
cy of the US government in Washington, became exasper- 
ated with the Food & Drug Administration and blew the 
whistle on them. 

In a brochure titled “The Use of Chemical Additives in 
Food Processing” it listed over 500 such which is put in the 
foods you buy at the supermarket to preserve, prettify, 
make firmer and color up. 

The National Research Council said that 150 of these 
“chemical additives” had never been tested by the Food & 
Drug Administration for toxic or lethal effects on the con- 
sumer. After beating around the bush for weeks the 
F&DA grudgingly admitted that this was so. It blamed 
Congress. Said Congress wouldn’t give them enough per- 
sonnel. 

The weekly newspaper CAPSULE NEWS came right 
back in a defense of Congress, and pointed out that the 
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Food & Drug Administration has plenty of money and per- 
sonnel to work up large cases against vendors of natural 
vitamins and effective therapeutic devices, and to railroad 
them to jail. 


These vendors never harmed a single customer and this 
is admitted by the Food & Drug people, but their swivel 
chair doctors say the things won’t work and natural vi- 
tamins are no good any way. If this were so, it is still none 
of the business of the Food & Drug Administration because 
the Congress gave the Federal Trade Commission exclusive 
jurisdiction over false advertising. 

The Food & Drug people are only empowered by law to 
regulate the adulteration or poisoning of food and drugs. 
This they don’t do when the violations are committed by 
units of the House of Rockefeller, better known as Big 
Business. For The House certainly takes the biggest chunk 
of any line of business it invests in or gets into. 

Some of these poisonous chemicals have been shown to be 
cancer-producing by medical authorities and the NRC. The 
New York TIMES recently published a dispatch from its 
Rome Bureau, which said: 

“A number of food additives used in the US and Europe 
as dyers, thickeners, sweeteners and preservatives were la- 
belled ‘cancer producing’ by a symposium of the Inter- 
national Union Against Cancer which was attended by 42 
cancer experts from 21 countries, including 7 Americans. 

“It went on to give the first list of food preservatives and 
dyers that were either acceptable, dubious or definitely 
dangerous. Dubious preservatives requiring urgent re- 
testing including ethyl and butyl esters, thiodiprionic acid, 
sulphurous acid and its derivatives, and formic acid. 

“The dangerous preservatives condemned as cancer pro- 
ducing and to be avoided for human use included thiourea, 
thioucetamide, 8-hydrooxyquinoline and hydroquinone. 
Most and perhaps all of these are used in the US and Eur- 
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ope. Food dyes came in for particularly severe condemna- 
tion. The report states that ‘no food dye at present met the 
agreed criteria of safety”. 

After many years of allowing the food consuming public 
to be poisoned with coloring matter known as FD&C Yel- 
low Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, the Food & Drug Administration 
grudgingly took action in May 1957. In a face saving press 
release, it said: 

“After due consideration and suggestions received, and 
other relevant and reliable information, it is concluded that 
the coal tar colors FD&C Yellow Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 are not 
harmless and suitable for use in coloring food, drugs and 
cosmetics intended for other than external applications.” 

When you see those pretty highly colored oranges in 
your supermarket bin you can bet their color is as artificial 
as a woman’s face who buys her healthy look at the drug 
store cosmetic counter. 

In belatedly protecting the public from these poisonous 
and carcinogenous food additives the Food & Drug Admin- 
istration apologized to the Food Trust with: 

“Any person who will be adversely affected by this order 
may file written objections thereto, and they will be given 
a public hearing on their objections.” 

Even the Food Trust didn’t have the crust to (publicly) 
come in and file written objections to the discontinuance of 
these dangerous products which NRC (not the F&DA) de- 
scribes. 

The National Research Council gives no item for which 
No. 1 is used. No. 2 is used to color mint-flavored jelly. 
No. 3 is used to color margarine, pop corn, yellow cake, 
cheese and other dairy products. 

No. 4 is used to color margarine, pop corn oil, butter, 
cheese and other dairy products. 

The National Research Council calls No. 2 “Naphthol 
Yellow S, potassium salt.” Merck’s Index says of Naphthol 
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that it is used to manufacture medicinal organics, dyes, 
perfumes and anti-oxidants for the synthetic rubber indus- 
try. Medically it is only used as an antiseptic in 2% to 10% 
ointment and that it causes nephritis (destruction of the 
kidneys) opacity of the eyes, vomiting and diarrhea, plus 
liver and renal (kidney) impairments. 

NRC calls FD&C Yellow No. 3 “Yellow AB.” Merck’s 
calls Yellow AB an orange powder or orange-red platelets 
insoluble in water, soluble in alcohol, carbon tetrachloride 
and vegetable oils. 

NRC calls F&DC Yellow No. 4 “Yellow OB,” which 
Mercks describes as similar to Yellow AB. 

Six years ago a subcommittee of Congress investigated 
charges that the Food & Drug Administration is allowing 
food to be poisoned for the benefit of the Food Trust’s 
profits. A positive and clear report was made recommend- 
ing that that particular mess in Washington be cleaned up. 

Nothing was ever done by the Food & Drug Administra- 
tion but the National Research Council recently went as far 
as it could. Congressman Burdick of North Dakota intro- 
duced a House Resolution. to set up a select committee to 
find out what (if anything) the Food & Drug Administra- 
tion had done about the Delaney report. 

The answer of course is nothing. 

So the Food Trust went to work and had other Congress- 
men introduce a half dozen other bills to muddy the waters 
and take the play away from the incorruptible Burdick. 
Hearings were held but no effort was made to get at any 
facts that may be damaging to the Food Trust or its Wash- 
ington protectorate, the US Food & Drug Administration. 


Chapter 9 
The Milk Trust 


The Milk Trust, like its contemporary (the Food Trust) 
has been responsible for reforms (especially in the handling 
of milk) in its industry. Milk is handled as cleanly now 
as any food on, ће market. 

No more is it carried to your doorstep in a large tin can 
and ladeled out with a dipper. No longer does the corner 
grocer brush the flies off the container, open it up and try 
to keep the flies out while he dips out a pint or a quart or 
a half gallon for you. 

The Milk Trust has been largely responsible for selling 
all milk in glass bottles, more recently in the more economi- 
cal waxed cardboard carton. No longer do you have to 
leave a deposit on the bottle, because the carton is so cheap 
it can be thrown away after use. 

The Milk Trust — like all Gaul — is divided into three 
parts. 

National Dairy Products and Borden Company have swal- 
lowed up most of the milk distribution business in the 
country. Both are Rockefeller controlled and partly owned. 
The Cherry-Burrell Company is a smaller concern by com- 
parison and specializes in making pasteurization machinery 
and other dairy equipment. 

National Dairy Products was formed by a merger with 
Sheffield Farm Dairies and Southern Dairies and the grad- 
ual acquisition of so many small milk distributors that 
Moody’s Manual of Industrials was unable to obtain an ac- 
curate count. It has 41 large subsidiaries handling milk, 
ice cream, butter, cheese and any kind of a dairy product 
you can name. Sales in 1957 were over a billion and a third 
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dollars and that’s a lot of milk. These sales brought an 
operating profit of over $30 million. 


From the several million farmers, who get up before day- 
break every morning and milk their cows by hand or by 
machinery, National Dairy bought more than a million dol- 
lars worth of raw milk, then proceeded by pasteurization to 
kill the calcium and other vitamins which help to make good 
bones and teeth, before selling to their customers. 

In its $221,116,608 worth ofproperty it has 194 ice cream 
plants (in 33 states and the District of Columbia) 26 but- 
ter factories, 118 cheese factories and a number of Dairy 
Maid juice plants. Its Sealtest trademark for milk and ice 
cream was made popular by Ruby Vallee during the golden 
days of radio advertising. Its 13,809,746 shares of $5 per 
value common stock has sold as high as $38.00. 

Sidney J. Weinberg of Standard Oil represents The House 
of Rockefeller on National City’s board of directors. So 
does James Bruce of CFR. Its registrar is Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank and its counsel the Rockefeller law firm of Sul- 
livan & Cromwell. 

Formation of the Milk Trust is described generally in 
FORTUNE for May 1934. Handling of the financial opera- 
tions involved was by Lehman Brothers, known in Wall 
Street as a Rockefeller affiliate. No one denies that the 
Lehmans work hand in hand with The House. 

Prior to 1923 the financial world has looked on the milk 
industry as too large (in the aggregate) and too full of 
uneconomic opposition, to be exploited by Big Business with 
Big Money. Except for New York and Chicago, even the 
largest cities got their milk within a 25-mile radius. There 
was no control of distribution because market milk was 
supplied by a couple of million dairy farmers with a dozen 
or less cows apiece. 

However, a promoter with vision approached Goldman- 
Sachs who approached Lehman Brothers, who approached 
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and sold Sidney J. Weinberg of Standard Oil a bill of goods, 
and the Milk Trust was in business. That was the begin- 
ning of National Dairy Products as we know it today. 

In November, 1925, Sheffield Farms became a part of 
National Dairy through the issuance of 175,000 shares of 
Dairy common and $15,000,000 in Dairy notes. National 
Dairy did not put up any cash in the deal, but did nearly all 
his expansion via stock exchanges and bond issues. 

But as one share of Sheffield bought about four shares 
of Dairy (even aside from the note issue), no Sheffield 
holder has been anything but well satisfied with the trans- 
action. Besides, this big dairy kingdom was so autonom- 
ously organized that the operating man who entered it felt 
little loss of independence. 

Sheffield Farms supplies about one third of metropolitan 
New York’s daily milk. About 85 per cent of its business 
is house to house (or apartment to apartment) retail de- 
livery. It has nearly 900,000 customers, delivers about 
950,000 quarts of milk a day, and makes more than a mil- 
lion daily deliveries, because some customers get milk twice 
a day. 

The average customer takes only five and a half quarts 
of milk a day, and makes hotels, hospitals, and other large 
users raise the number of quarts to a higher figure than 
the number of customers. 

In 1928 National Dairy took over eleven more companies, 
largest of which was the General Ice Cream Corporation — 
whose home is in Schenectady but which operates also in 
Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse, Albany, Utica, New Haven, 
Hartford, Bridgeport, Springfield (Mass.), Boston, Wor- 
cester and Portland, Me. 

Nineteen twenty nine was the banner year, from a nu- 
merical standpoint, with over 40 new companies entering 
the fold. Toward the close of 1929 (although the deal was 
not formally concluded until 1930), National Dairy had 
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rounded out its cheese business by swallowing whole the 
largest U. S. cheese maker — Kraft-Phenix. 

In November, 1930, National added the Chevy Chase 
Dairy of Washington and the Western Maryland Dairy of 
Baltimore, closed the year with sales of $374,500,000 — a 
little more than a million dollars а day — and earnings of 
$26,000,000. 

The net of 1930 was almost twice the sales of 1923. Na- 
tional Dairy was the largest seller of milk, of cheese, and 
of ice cream, and in 1930 had paid to the U. S. dairy farmer 
more than $200,000,000. Today they pay the men who 
milk the cows over a half billion dollars. 

* * * 


Not much below the billion dollar line in sales in 1956 
was the other Rockefeller milk combine — Borden’s. Jere- 
miah Millbank, an ex-director of the Chase Bank and Thom- 
as I. Parkinson represent the House on Borden’s board of 
directors. 

Borden’s $932,220,662 sales brought a 1957 profit of $47,- 
760,123, from which had to be deducted the government’s 
swag ($22,146,164) before any funds could be set aside for 
dividends. But there was still plenty left. 

The corporation’s $146,951,658 property account covers 
150 fluid milk plants, 22 cheese factories, 38 food product 
concerns and 15 chemical plants. It has an unannounced 
number of ice cream and milk plants in 34 states. The 4,- 
707,000 $15 PV shares have been traded in (and out) for 
as high as $63 a share. 

* * * 

The Cherry-Burrell Company is small by comparison. 
The Rockefeller “influence” in the management and direct- 
orate panel is invisible but in the stock market they'll tell 
you it’s there nevertheless. 

Sales of only $35,425,751 were reported in 1957, bringing 
an operating profit of $2,179,663 and a tax bill of $1,108,- 
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000. Its 462,950 $5 par value shares (which sell sometimes 
at $16 each) is covered by property worth $6,193,566. Its 
sales in the same year totalled $35,425,751.

And therein lies a story. 

The big drive to pasteurize milk was started shortly be- 
fore 1920. Its major achievement was to sell expensive 
pasteurization machinery, and secondarily to put the small 
dealer out of business by way of the tremendous expense 
involved in, setting up a pasteurization plant. That made it 
easy for Borden and National City to acquire all of the in- 
dependents at their own figure. 

Medical men who have made a scientific study of nutri- 
tion, prevention and particularly the effect of pasteuriza- 
tion on milk advise against it. They point out that if the 
source of milk is properly inspected, as it is supposed to be 
nowadays, there is no danger from any of the imaginary 
diseases that are ascribed to good clean raw milk by sales- 
men and hucksters for the Milk Trust. 

On the other hand, health officers are appointed political- 
ly because they don’t know enough about their profession 
to earn a living in private medical practice. They do what 
they are told and one of the things they are told is to be- 
lieve that the drinking of raw milk will bring undulant 
fever and whatnot. 

Your author was brought up on raw milk. He never had 
undulant fever nor anything else from it, and in those days 
there was no inspection of dairy barns in the country town 
where he lived. Several years after the pasteurization 
fad was started he began to lose many of his chewing teeth. 

This kept up until, by the time he was 50, he learned 
that pasteurization and the propaganda to pasteurize is so 
much hog wash. He began to get and drink all the raw 
milk he could and his tooth trouble has been at a minimum 
since. About the time he started to lose his teeth (but un- 
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known to him then) Dr. R. J. Whalen, editor of the ILLI- 
NOIS MEDICAL JOURNAL, balked over helping plug the 
sale of pasteurization machinery and putting the small 
dealers out of business. 


Dr. Whalen, in a first page editorial in his July 1925 
number, said the vitamins necessary for perfect results 
from “this fluid” are found only in the raw, clean product. 
Natural milk when. clean, he said, is an incomparable food 
and pasteurizing it is at best only a makeshift safeguard. 
We quote from this medical journal: 


“As clean, raw, natural milk is a perfect food, the public 
should be educated into demanding this product. Unclean 
milk cannot be made clean by pasteurization. 

“Pasteurization may lessen certain minor dangers, but 
it certainly increases other even greater evils. There is no 
method by which milk, that has been contaminated by sta- 
ble filth, can be made safe for infants or adults without 
destroying some of its constituents that are essential to 
good nutrition. 

“In fact, pasteurization increases the danger of infection 
of the intestine with Welch’s bacillus and other putrefac- 
tive organisms which, when present, hinder the growth 
and development of the putrefactive flora. Destruction of 
these germs gives the putrefactive bacteria opportunity for 
unlimited growth and development under favorable condi- 
tions within and without the body. 

“Pasteurization fails to destroy poisonous bacterial prod- 
ucts found in unclean milk. Tho it does put out of the way 
growing bacteria, it is ineffective against its spores. In 
pasteurized milk there may be present the highly active 
poison produced by tubercule bacilli and in quanity suffi- 
cient to give rise to marked symptoms of malnutrition. 
This has been definitely shown by animal experimentation. 

“Unless the milk is used very soon after pasteurization, 
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6. The anti-stiffness and anti-anemia factors are des- 
troyed. 
7. The germicidal property of milk is destroyed. 
The loss of these elements undoubtedly is the reason raw 
milk tastes so much better than the denatured stuff. 


Dept. of Agriculture scientists, before they were called 
off by one of the Rockefeller-controlled Administrations in 
Washington at the behest of the Drug Trust, discovered 
and reported that: 

“Four distinct groups of bacteria (the acid forming, the 
inert, the alkali forming and the peptonizing) survive pas- 
teurization. Streptococci from pasteurized milk and cream 
were much more resistant than that from other sources. 
The disease which these streptococci cause in the human is 
generally virulent, and dangerous to health and life. 

“It may cause rheumatism, heart disease, St. Vitus 
dance, kidney disease, and even death thru blood poison- 
ing. There is little room for doubt that the streptococci of 
pasteurized milk are the most frequent cause of rheumatic 
fever — the most deadly disease of childhood. It ranks 
first as the cause of death in girls, and third in boys.” 

Harold S. Hawkins, DDS, Univ. of California, says: 

“Raw milk from healthy cows that have been suitably 
tested is of the highest biological value. Pasteurized milk 
greatly increases the difficulty of calcium assimilation, as 
well as injuring vitamin and (probably) hormone assimila- 
tion.” 

Frozen milk products and cola drinks have been shown 
to be cause of polio. A courageous medical doctor named 
Benjamin P. Sandler, on duty in 1948 at the Oteen (North 
Carolina) Veterans’ Hospital, came up with the answer to 
polio, and uncontrovertible proof in the Fall of that year. 
Dr. Sandler is a national authority in the field of nutri- 
tional research. 

Specifically, the cause of polio is faulty diet. This is not 
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strange because the cause of every malady known to the 
healing professions is faulty diet. That’s why health phil- 
osophers say people “dig their graves with their teeth.” 


Dr. Sandler had long realized that one of the puzzling 
characteristics of polio was its prevalence in hot weather. 
He found also. that in hot weather there is a huge increase 
in the use, particularly by children, of ice cream, soda pop 
and artifically sweetened products. 

His former scientific research had shown specifically 
that sugars and starches lower the normal level of blood 
sugar in the human body, producing a condition technically 
known as hypoglycemia. 

He also realized that the phosphoric acid in soda pop has 
a tendency to absorb the phosphorus and sulphate in food 
before the natural process of metabolism can get it to the 
nerves which these two substances feed and ourish. 

When the blood sugar becomes deficient, the nerves are 
deprived of their necessary phosphorus and sulphate. When 
this happens certain nerve trunks cease to function proper- 
ly and the victim loses the use of one or more limbs. Ser- 
um, or any unnatural concoction, only aggravates this con- 
dition by increasing the toxin load for Nature to throw off. 

Dr. Sandler also realized that many people everywhere, 
cut down on protective protein foods (meat, fish and poul- 
try) in hot weather because of the mistaken idea that a 
“light diet” is better for them when the thermometer is 
hitting the high spots. 

“They then increase the consumption of cooling foods 
and beverages” he pointed out, “most of which are heavily 
sweetened. This increased consumption of sugar produces 
a lowering of blood sugar and thereby a reduction of the 
body’s resistance to polio and all other diseases.” 

Dr. Sandler issued a warning to the people of North Car- 
olina, duly and honestly reported in his hometown news- 
paper (Asheville Citizen) to cut out — in hot weather — 
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North Carolina polio cases in 1949 and a 90% drop in a cer- 
tain type milk trust sales in North Carolina. 


The Borden Company operates the trade out of Charlotte, 
Sealtest, Inc., handles the Winston-Salem trade but divides 
it up with Southern Dairies in the Twin City, Southern 
Dairies has the “exclusive” in Raleigh, Asheville and 
Greensboro. 

The sales sheets of both National Dairies and Bordens 
must have brought grave concern to the directors and 
management of these companies, whose sole motive is to 
make more and bigger profits. 

The various mediums of publicity were instructed to 
keep quiet about the 90% reduction of polio and the 90% 
reduction in the use of frozen “dainties” and cola drinks. 
This they did in 1950, and the public, which is prone to 
forget, forgot. 

Eating habits in Tarheelia returned to “normal” in 1950, 
with it the usual number of polio cases. Instead of taking 
advantage of Dr. Sandler’s disclosures, and spreading the 
word to the four corners of America, the Rockefeller-dom- 
inated press soft pedalled it in every way possible. 

Instead, Dr. Sandler was harassed by the Buncombe 
County medical society. He wrote a book DIET CAUSES 
POLIO which should be in every home where there are 
children. No New York publisher would handle it, so the 
Lee Foundation for Nutritional Research in Milwaukee, a 
non-profit corporation, published it at its own expense. 

Then the Post Office Department stepped in and got a 
cease-and-desist order against Dr. Royal Lee, head of the 
Foundation, threatening to put him in jail if he advertised 
the book in any way, or sold it. He now gives it away to 
any and all who ask for it having more printed at his own 
expense as each edition runs out. 

The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, which 
does all it can to prevent the prevention of polio in this 
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scientific manner, is reported to have deplored the fact 
that the Coca Cola Company (one of NFIP’s heavy contrib- 
utors) lost $10,000,000 in sales in 1949. 


The Coca Cola Company apparently has a tie-in of some 
kind with The House. The late Walter Teagle of Standard 
Oil was during his lifetime a director, indicating a sub- 
stantial stock interest of the Rockefellers. However, the 
one reason The House didn’t take over this profitable enter- 
prise is that old Asa Candler made so much money out of 
it, and made it so fast, that he never had to go to Wall 
Street, or Rockefeller Center, in New York for financing 
or expansion. 


Virgil A. Davis, MD, of New York, acting independently, 
“packstops” Dr. Sandler’s findings on the cause of polio. 
He has long contended that polio and most other diseases 
are caused by wrong personal habits and unfavorable en- 
vironment. He has never wasted his time or talents look- 
ing for a “bug” that doesn’t exist. 


“Bad habits which cause poliomyelitis” he says, “are 
eating too much, especially of the carbohydrates (sweets 
and starches), eating insufficient protein, taking too little 
water and other fluids (milk, fruit juices, vegetable juices, 
etc.), eating big meals and between meals, and using foods 
deficient in Vitamins A, B and C, iodine and the four alka- 
line minerals (magnesium, calcium, sodium and potassium). 

“Unfavorable environment (in causing polio) may con- 
sist of unusually prolonged hot and dry weather, long clear 
days when the percentage of sunshine is high, low humid- 
ity, etc. 

Another outspoken medical doctor — Emanuel Josephson 
of New York City — has been battling the Milk Trust 
the Rockefeller cartels and the Social Service Rackets (in- 
cluding infantile paralysis “control’) right in their own 
backyard for many years. He has written a book banned 
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by the American Medical Association, entitled YOUR LIFE 
IS THEIR TOY. In this volume he says: 


“The two dominant companies engaged in the distribu- 
tion of milk in the United States are the Borden Company 
and the National Dairy Products Corporation. 


“The financial forces that control the Borden Company 
are the Milbank, Morgan, Metropolitan Life, Rockefeller 
and Chase National Bank groups. The bankers of Na- 
tional Dairy Products are Lehman Brothers, a Rockefeller 
affiliate and satellite. 

“These two companies work hand in hand and are known 
as the Milk Trust. The Borden Company and its subsi- 
diaries, allies and officers were indicted in 1938 by a Fed- 
eral Court on a charge of being a combination in restraint 
of trade. 

“Tremendous financial, social and political pressure has 
been asserted to prevent the public from hearing the truth 
about milk, and to build up the businesses and profits of 
certain milk distributing companies without regard to pub- 
lic health or interest. There has been developed for this 
purpose a most elaborate and ruthless propaganda ma- 
chine.” 

The most recent profit-swelling “gimmick” of the Milk 
Trust is to put that well-known bug killer known as DDT 
in its product as a preservative. This is a help to the Food 
Trust too because it keeps super market milk longer and 
reduces the spoilage average. 

Yet, people wonder why hospitals are always filled to 
capacity, how they can join the inflationists and keep put- 
ting their rates up higher and higher, and why the waiting 
rooms of doctors’ offices are usually so crowded. 


Chapter 10 
The Aluminum Trust 


The aluminum industry has been both good and bad for 
the country. 

On the credit side, it has produced a metal alloy one- 
third the weight of steel, while at the same time being 
53% as strong. It has enabled the air transportation in- 
dustry to make faster and better airplanes, carrying with 
more safety a larger pay load than could be done with 
ordinary steel. 

It has made possible the construction of all metal stream- 
lined trains which can be operated much more economically, 
and just as safely, as all steel trains. It has made possible 
a large number of household appliances and other products 
that would hardly have been possible with iron and steel. 

Aluminum is made from bauxite, which is imported from 
Dutch Guiana. It is processed in the United States by 
one very large company (Aluminum Company of America), 
one large company (Reynolds Metals) and at least one 
other smaller concern (Kaiser Steel). 

On the debit side of the ledger the Aluminum Company 
can be blamed for the sale, thru high pressure methods 
and falsifications, of a poisonous waste product of alumi- 
num manufacture known as sodium fluoride. This is a 
cumulative paralyzing poison, whose only commercial use 
is the manufacture of rat poison and of gadgets for etching 
glass. It is also used by cattlemen as a form of chemical 
castration to make their bulls easier to handle in mating 
time. 

It cannot be dumped in the river because it kills all the 
fishes and, if cattle drink from those waters, kills the cat- 
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tle. Yet, ghoulish sales engineers for the Aluminum Com- 
pany a few years ago thought up the sales gimmick of 
selling it to gullible city councilmen and health officers as 
a “preventive for tooth troubles in small children.” Gov- 
ernment tests showed exactly the opposite, and when the 
aluminum campaign began to slow down the Communist 
party stepped into the breach. 


The Communists use it in Soviet Russia, they say, to 
make prisoners of war stupid so they can be more easily 
brainwashed. They want it in every water supply in 
America, to slow down the energies and destroy the health 
of the American people, and 


To have huge stockpiles at each city reservoir so their 
saboteurs can dump it into the water the night before 
D-day arrives. Entire city populations will be wiped out 
and the Soviets wont have to fire a shot. 

The sales engineer who thought up the fluoride gimmick 
probably didn’t know the physiological implications of his 
deed. All he saw was an upward thrust of the sales spiral, 
something which he was paid, and paid well, to produce. 

But since the Aluminum Company launched the sales 
campaign on a nationwide scale information has come to 
them, and has been brought out in print, showing that no 
matter how small the quantity sodium fluoride is, it is a 
cumulative paralyzing poison totally unfit for human con- 
sumption. 

It has also been proven, by government tests, that far 
from decreasing dental caries in children, it increases 
tooth troubles 50% to 60%. And in the adults who have 
been forced to drink it, heart, kidney, and other soft tissue 
trouble in a 4-year period by fifty percent. 

The Aluminum Company knows all this but continues 
to sell its poisonous waste product to every set of gullible 
city officials who respond to Communist propaganda to 
pollute their city’s water supply. Worst of it is that the 
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Company doesn’t need the paltry $15,000,000 a year it used 
to profit from it before the market went up from 1% cents 
a pound to 15c as a result of the demand created by this 
extraordinary sales campaign. 


Alcoa (as the Aluminum Company of America is called 
in Wall Street) increased its sales from $708,344,047 in 
1955 to $869,378,093 in 1957 — largely as the result of 
unloading this deadly chemical on innocent water drinkers. 
It made an operating profit in 1957 of $75,569,461 after 
taxes. 

Much of this, of course, is blood money because many 
of the victims of this fluoride campaign will die long be- 
fore their time and nearly everyone will grow old sooner 
than he (or she) would otherwise. 

Alcoa has outstanding 20,601,752 shares of $1 par value 
common stock which has sold on the stock market during 
the year at $102. Some of this inflation is due to the 
ghoulish distribution of sodium fluoride. Alcoa has 35 
subsidiaries and has 30 plants in operation which it values 
at $743,107,615. 

It is reported that The House is interested financially 
to some extent in Alcoa but has no identifiable representa- 
tives on the Board. R. K. Mellon, son of the late founder 
and boss of Alcoa, is however on the Board of General 
Motors in which the Rockefellers are so heavily interested 
that they have three board members. He is also a director 
of Koppers Coal in which The House is interested. David 
K. Estes Bruce, who married the daughter of Alcoa’s foun- 
der (Andrew W. Mellon) is a Council of Foreign Relations 
man. 

о 

The No. 2 aluminum company is Reynolds Metals with 
24 subsidiaries and ten fabricating plants carried on the 
company’s books at $115,028,902. Reynolds has outstand- 
ing 10,958,909 shares of $1 PV stock which has sold on 
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the market as high as $85 a share. It announces its ac- 
tivities as manufacturing aluminum foil, powders, pastes, 
alloy for the aviation industry and for the transportation 
and building industries; also pure aluminum sheet coils and 
circles for fabrication into household articles. 

Its Longview (Wash) plant, before Alcoa showed the 
way to help the cemetary business with the waste product 
known as sodium fluorides, used to dump them in the 
Columbia River. A whole herd of cattle that had been 
drinking the water nearby died, the owner sued Reynolds 
and the defendants settled out of court for $90,000. Like 
Alcoa it is hard to pin down any Rockefeller stock owner- 
ship in Reynolds Metals, but in Wall Street they say it is 
there. 

Of the Reynolds family, FORTUNE Magazine for August 
1953 said: 

“The Reynoldses of Reynolds Metals Company of Rich- 
mond, Louisville, and points west are five — Richard, Sam- 
uel Reynolds Sr., 71 years old, and sons Richard Jr., Louis, 
Billy, and David. They аге all men of quite short stature, 
but strappingly built in the chest and shoulders, and limber 
of movement and mind. 

“This is the spunky Southern clan that hurled itself 
into the pig aluminum business some 13 years ago and 
cracked open, the Mellon monopoly (Alcoa), which, in single 
strictness, had ruled U.S. aluminum since 1893. Prior to 
1940 Reynolds was principally a fabricator of aluminum 
foil and had to rely on Alcoa for its ingot. 

“Today, as the nation’s No. 2 producer, Reynolds Metals’ 
approaching annual output of 830,000,000 pounds of alumi- 
num, represents nearly 30% of U.S. capacity. Last year, 
on sales of $448,578,767 the company made a net profit 
of $37,809,712 after taxes. 

“This is roughly 25 times the volume and the earnings 
run up by Reynolds Metals in 1939, the year before the 
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integration started. Without attempting pious compari- 
sons with the more publicized Ford and Rockefeller boys, 
it can be said that the young Reynoldses are doing pretty 
well by the dynasty too.” 

о 

The Kaiser Aluminum & Chemical Corporation was огі- 
ginally incorporated as the Todd-California Shipbuilding 
Corporation, (1940). A year later the name was changed 
to Permanente Metals Corporation, and in 1949 to its pres- 
ent designation. It has outstanding 16,678,527 shares of 
33 1/3c par value common stock and property worth $237,- 
071,115. In 1957 its sales aggregated $391,627,210 and 
net profits after taxes of $26,829,237. 

It operates a huge steel and fabricating plant at Fontana, 
Calif., with 225 coke ovens, three blast furnaces, nine open 
hearth furnaces and nine steel mills. 

о 

The story of the sale of sodium fluoride as a product 
put in city water supplies to “save the kiddies’ teeth” is 
one of the incredible and sordid tales of American industry. 
In 1950 one Oscar Ewing, a Democratic politician of parts, 
was made Federal Security Administrator. One of the 
Bureaus under his Administration (which is now called 
the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare) was 
the U. S. Public Health Service. 

Ewing was given a $750,000 fee by Alcoa, presumably 
for his law firm, but for what service no one has ever tried 
to explain. “What services” became apparent when Ewing 
had his U.S. Public Health Service start an immediate cam- 
paign to have every city in the land purchase this waste 
product and dump it in its water supply. 

Neither Mr. Ewing, nor the Surgeon General of the Pub- 
lic Health made any attempt to find out, or seemed to care, 
if this chemical would kill everyone who ingested it. The 
story was put out that, since only 1 part of fluoride was 
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dumped in 1,000,000 parts of water it was “impossible to 
hurt anyone.” 

What wasn’t told was that this is cumulative and if you 
get one part per day, when the year is up you have 365 
parts in your system, since it is not excreted by the kid- 
neys as ordinary poisons are. 

It wasn’t told either that in 1939 the Department of 
Agriculture had made an investigation, of sodium fluoride 
and reported that, even in a ratio as small as one part per 
million, it wasn’t fit for human consumption. The Depart- 
ment said: 

“Fluorine has been shown to be the cause of a disfigur- 
ing dental disease known as mottled enamel or fluorsis. 
Fluorine interferes with the normal calcification of the 
teeth during the process of their formation, so that affect- 
ed teeth, in addition to being usually discolored and ugly 
in appearance, are structurally weak and deteriorate early 
in life. For this reason it is especially important that 
fluorine be avoided during the period of tooth formation 
— that is, from birth to the age of 12 years. 

“Fortunately most of our large city water supplies do 
not contain toxic concentrations of fluorine, but there are 
sections in some states where native-born inhabitants who 
have used the community water supply during the period 
of enamel formation have mottled teeth. 

“Correlation studies between the occurrence of mottled 
enamel and the fluorine concentration of water consumed 
by afflicted persons show that this dental disease is always 
found where water containing even as little as 1 part per 
million of fluorine is used continuously, during the period 
of formation of the permanent teeth. 

“Water containing six parts per million cannot be safely 
used even for cooking.” 

When it became known that city water supplies were 
being poisoned with this deadly concoction, doctors the 
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country over, who had made reputations practicing their 
profession, vehemently protested. Health officers, medi- 
cal graduates who never practiced medicine a day in their 
lives and were оп public payrolls because they couldn’t 
earn a living practicing medicine, upheld the aluminum 
salesmen. 


Dr. Frederick B. Exner of Seattle (Wash.) is recognized 
the world over as a leading authority on fluoridation. He 
has been called on as an expert witness on such subjects 
before committees of Congress and the various legislatures. 
He said: 

“Fluoride has no known action on the unerupted (not- 
yet-grown) tooth. 

“. . . Fluoride, even in minute doses, accumulates in the 
body. After sufficient time, it causes cumulative poison- 
ing. Fluoride is excreted largely thru the kidneys. Con- 
sequently earlier and more severe damage occurs in people 
with impaired kidney functions. It is also more severe 
in diabetics and others who drink unusual amounts of 
water . . . Even if fluorides were safe to use, even if the 
promised benefits could be expected (which they can’t) 
fluoride still should not be put in the water supply. Aside 
from practical and moral objections, It is Medical Insanity.” 

Dr. Charles T. Betts is a leading dentist in Toledo, Ohio. 
For many years he has made a study of the effect of using 
aluminum kitchen utensils in cancer incidence. Since arti- 
ficial fluorides are mainly made from aluminum filing tail- 
ings, Dr. Betts is in an excellent position to testify to the 
effects of fluoride poisoning. He says: 

“Fluorides are a poison which is cumulative in the body 
similar to radium. No antidote is known. It is a waste 
gas or by-product in the manufacture of metallic aluminum 
cooking utensils. There is no provision in any city charter 
that gives officials the right to commit the criminal act 
of poisoning its citizens due to ignorance of basic law... In 
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Akron, Ohio, I spoke to their city council — showed them 
what it would be doing if they attempted to kill their 
women and children with these fluorides. In went the 
fluorides anyway .. . In two months thousands were cover- 
ed with leprosy sores. Now $18,000 worth of fluorides are 
for sale, also the machinery . . . In this mass medication 
program all water boards so committing it are guilty of 
practicing medicine, dentistry and pharmacy without a 
license. 

George L. Waldbott, M.D., Detroit physician who has 
made an extensive study of the effect of fluorides on the 
human body, says: 


“All reports of fluoride poisoning emphasize the great 
variety of symptoms, the insidious onset, the slow course 
of the disease, the fact that death is caused by a general 
wasting away and not by the involvement of only one 
organ. Symptoms show that fluorides interfere with the 
normal utilization of calcium and phosphorous in the body. 
It prevents depositing of bone substances in joints and 
ligaments especially in the lower spine and causes tem- 
porary hardening of the bones, teeth, nails and hair, fol- 
lowed by softening of bones and nails... 

“Experiments have been made in the towns of Cameron 
and Bartlett (Texas) where there is a high incidence of 
fluorine in the water. It was found that 10.1 out of every 
100 inhabitants had eye cataracts, 13.8 arthritis, 10.1 bone 
changes, 19.4 hearing defects, brittle nails and severely 
mottled teeth . . . The incidence of these defects over the 
entire nation is far lower than this — being only 1 in 100 
for cataracts. 

Carlton Brehmer, DDC, writing in the Journal of the 
American Dental Assn., says that his city of Sheboygan 
has had flouridated water for seven years . . . that lately 
mottled enamel has begun, to show ир... it is not pretty 
... it is a serious disfigurement to those who are interested 
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in their looks . . . what it does to them further inside I 
do not like to think of.” 

The U. S. DISPENSATORY, which is the Bible of the 
pharmaceutical profession, also disagrees with aluminum 
salesmen and swivel chair doctors of the U. S. Public Health 
Service. It says: 


“Fluoride inhibits enzymes, diminishes cellular respira- 
tion and reduces anaerobic (thriving best without air) 
glycosis (action of urea in the kidneys in forming uric 
acid). Fluorides also have anti-coagulant action. 

“In sufficient amounts fluoride ion is poisonous to living 
tissue. Besides interfering with enzymic activity, it pre- 
cipitates calcium as insoluble calcium fluoride, which action 
is responsible for some of the toxic effects of fluoride. 

“When introduced into mammalian, circulation, fluorides 
produce a fall of blood pressure, respiratory failure and 
general paralysis. Continuous ingestion of non-fatal doses 
produces general cachexia (depraved state of nutrition) 
and permanent inhibition of growth. 

“In cases of acute fluoride poisoning the most common 
symptoms are epigastric pain, nausea, vomiting, diarrhea 
and frequently local paralysis either in the legs or the feet. 
Epiletiform (resembling epilepsy) convulsions may occur. 
The blood pressure falls and the respiratory center is ini- 
tially stimulated and later depressed; death results from 
cardiac failure or respiratory paralysis.” 

Texas cattlemen give fluoride to the bulls to make them 
more tractable and less dangerous to handle during mating 
season. This is called chemical castration. 

Major Racey Jordan, in post-war book told of clearing 
huge shipments of fluorides to Russia during the war. 
When he asked one of the Soviet agents why they were 
getting so much fluorides, he was told that fluorides were 
used to make prisoners of war stupid so they could be 
more easily brainwashed. 
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On March 29, 1957, one Oliver K. Goff, a former Com- 
munist agent who for some reason renounced his former 
afiliations, gave the sworn testimony before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities: 

“1, Oliver Kenneth Goff, was a member of the Commu- 
nist Party and the Young Communist League, from May 
2, 1936, to October 9, 1939. During this period of time, 
I operated under the alias of John Keats and the number 
18-B 2. My testimony before the Government in incorporat- 
ed in Volume 9 of the Un-American Activities Report for 
the year 1939. 


“While a member of the Communist Party, I attended 
Communist underground training schools outside the city 
of New York; in the Bues Hall, and 113 East Walls St., 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The East Walls St. school operated 
under the name of the Eugene Debs School. Here, under 
the tutoring of Eugene Dennis, M. Sparks, Morris Childs, 
Jack Kling and others, we were schooled in the art of 
revolutionary overthrow of the established Government. 

“We were trained on how to dismantle and assemble 
mimeograph machines, to use for propaganda purposes dur- 
ing the revolution; how to work on guide wires and fuel 
lines of airplanes so that they would either burst into 
flames or crash to the ground because of lack of control; 
how to work on ties and rails to wreck trains; and also 
the art of poisoning water supplies. 

“We discussed quite thoroughly the fluoridation of water 
supplies and how we were using it in Russia as a tran- 
quilizer in the prison camps. The leaders of our school 
felt that if it could be induced into the American water 
supply, it would bring-about a spirit of lethargy in the 
nation; where it would keep the general public docile dur- 
ing a steady encroachment of Communism. We also dis- 
cussed the fact that keeping a store of deadly fluoride near 
the water reservoir would be advantageous during the time 
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of the revolution, as it would give us opportunity to dump 
this poison into the water supply and either kill off the 
populace or threaten them with liquidation, so that they 
would surrender to obtain fresh water. 


“We discussed in, these schools, the complete art of rev- 
olution: the seizure of the main utilities, such as light, 
power, gas, and water; but it was felt by the leadership, 
that if a program of fluoridating of the water could be 
carried out in the nation, it would go a long way toward 
the advancement of the revolution.” 

The Newburgh (N.Y.) TIMES, the town whose residents 
are being used as guinea pigs for the Aluminum Trust’s 
fluoride salesmen, said on January 27, 1954: “Heart 
deaths in Newburgh this year totalled 283, ог 882 рег 100,- 
000 population. The rate for the nation as a whole was 
only 507 per 100,000.” 

Mrs. Madeline E. Healy, director of a Boston laboratory 
for blood allergen diagnostic testing, said sodium fluoride 
is an efficient rat exterminator, a protoplasmic poison be- 
cause (in all instances of use) it causes slow or rapid des- 
truction of cells and since 1855 pharmacologists have been 
aware that it serves no useful purposes to man. 

Dr. George W. Heard, retired dentist of Hereford (Deaf 
Smith County, Texas) whose words were twisted and mis- 
represented by COLLIERS MAGAZINE in an article called 
“The Town Without a Toothache,” says: “I believe that 
fluorine does, in a mild way, retard caries, but I also be- 
lieve that the damage it does is far greater than any good 
it may appear to accomplish. It makes teeth so brittle 
and crumbly that they can be treated only with difficulty 
if at all.” 

Dr. William P. Martzowska (Mich.) dentist, says sodium 
fluoride steals calcium from the body. In naturally fluori- 
dated water — water conditioned by nature for 1,000 years 
— fluorine occurs in the form of calcium fluoride, in an 
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organic combination. This calcium (natural) fluoride does 
not steal the calcium from the body since it brings its own 
calcium with it.” 


Benjamin C. Nesin, director of N.Y. City’s utility labora- 
tories says: “Never in the history of water supply has 
a substance so toxic in nature, with such a high degree of 
physiological potency, and associated with so much adverse 
evidence affecting public health, been considered for intro- 
duction into public water supplies.” 

Gordon Leitch, M.D., Portland (Oregon) pointed out that 
fluoridation endorsement by the American Dental Assn. 
is utterly meaningless for the same reason that clergymen 
are expected to be against sin. 

The Rev. Lyle F. Sheen of Geneseo, Illinois, after an 
investigation of the effect and non-effect of fluorides, has 
offered $1,000 reward to anyone who can prove (1) That 
sodium fluoride will prevent tooth decay, (2) That SF is 
not poisonous even in small amounts, (3) That the moon is 
made of green cheese. 

There have been no takers. 

The U.S. Public Health Service, in its superb ignorance, 
set out to “prove” that fluorides in the water actually re- 
duced tooth decay 50%. It made no effort to find out how 
SF reduces the life span. 

They designated the cities of Newburgh and Kingston 
(N.Y.) as “control cities.” The water of Newburgh was 
fluoridated; the water of Kingston was kept pure. The 
swivel chair doctors in Washington actually believed that 
a 5-year test would prove their artificial theory, dreamed 
up for them by sales engineers of the Aluminum Company 
of America. 

What happened was exactly the opposite. School doctors 
from the State Board of Education at Albany, decided 
(after four years) to find out for themselves what had 
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happened, and not take the word of swivel chair doctors 
in Washington for it. 

They examined the teeth of most school children in both 
towns and found that those in the fluoridated city of New- 
burgh had 50% more tooth troubles (after four years of 
fluoridation) than those in Kingston where the water 
hadn’t been polluted. 

When The Aluminum Lobby attempted to help jam 
through a bill in Congress to fluoridate the water in the 
District of Columbia, Dr. A. L. Miller of Nebraska, a mem- 
ber of the committee which handled the bill, blew the lid 
off things for Ewing and Alcoa. Не said bluntly that 
Ewing was on the payroll of the Aluminum Company “айо 
the check may have been sent to his law firm.” 

The bill was defeated, but the District of Columbia Com- 
missioners illegally authorized the expenditure of $106,000 
a year and authorized the pollution of the city’s water 
supply. The Washington DAILY NEWS sarcastically 
pointed out that only $560 of this 106 grand was “hitting 
the intended target” since one part in 200 of this water 
was drunk by the unfortunate children who were supposed 
to be “getting better teeth.” 

President Eisenhower’s physicians immediately ordered 
that bottled spring water from Arkansas be brought to the 
White House and no tap water be ingested. The same 
thing happened in the United States Senate. Every office 
was supplied with a large inverted bottle and every night 
the char force fills this bottle up with Arkansas spring 
water. 

Recently an outfit in New York City, calling itself the 
“Public Affairs Committee,” issued a pamphlet poll-parrot- 
ing these false claims of USPHS. It had wide circulation 
and some people claim the sales department of Alcoa 
bought them by the hundreds of thousands. 

The House Committee on Un-American Activities show- 
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ed that, of the 32 names on the booklet’s masthead (com- 
mittee members) 15 had been cited for Communist activi- 
ties from one to 35 times. The book’s editor (Maxwell 
S. Stuart) is a Russian, sent over here some years ago, 
fresh from his job as editor of the MOSCOW NEWS, to 
take charge of Communist propaganda in America. 

His present job is to propagandize fluoride into every 
municipal water supply in the United States. 


Chapter 11 
Miscellaneous Trusts 


The House of Rockefeller is financially interested in so 
many huge money-making operations, corporations, and 
cartels whose huge advertising budgets can be used to 
“influence” the editorial thinking of so many newspapers 
and magazines and radio and TV stations, that a separate 
chapter is required to list even a comparatively few of 
them. FORTUNE Magazine, which is a very authoritative 
publication where industry and Big Business is concerned, 
lists the four largest U.S. corporations as General Motors, 
U. S. Steel, American Telephone & Telegraph and General 
Electric. 

The biggest of all must be General Motors. This is the 
first corporation in financial history to make a billion dol- 
lars profit in one year. In fact GM came nearer to two 
billion in 1957 than one ($1,648,712,588). But when the 
tax collector stuck them for $805,120,153, the poor insiders 
and stockholders had only $843,592,435 left to divvy up. 

As a result GM’s 277,732,830 shares of $1.66 par value 
stock has been selling for as high as $49.25 on the Stock 
Exchange. General Motors makes many types of popular 
automobiles and electrical appliances. 

Such as the Cadillac, Chevrolet, Buick, Oldsmobile and 
Pontiac automobiles, Fisher bodies, AC spark plugs, Hyatt 
bearings, Delco products and diesel engines. It has five 
U.S. subsidiaries, 7 Canadian and 25 foreign branches, and 
eight finance companies in this and foreign countries. It 
has 350 retail outlets in the United States and owns, jointly 
with Standard Oil, the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation. 

Its 63 car and body plants, 26 parts and accessory fac- 
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tories and 15 engine plants are valued at $2,967,812,359. 
It spent $53,778,652 on newspapers advertising alone in 
1956. 


Representing The House on GM’s board is, and has been, 
Lewis W. Douglas of the Rockefeller Foundation, Albert 
Bradley of Standard Oil and the Ethyl Corporation (this 
owned 50-50 by Standard Oil and General Motors), Henry 
A. Alexander and Lucius D. Clay of the “foreign affairs 
committee” (Council on Foreign Relations). 

General Motors was incorporated in New Jersey Septem- 
ber 16, 1908, by William C. Durant, maker of the then 
up-and-coming Buick automobile. Mr. Durant pioneered 
the idea that several models could be made cheaper under 
one roof than under several. 

Pretty soon he had control of the Oldsmobile, Cadillac 
and Oakland by exchanging stock certificates, in GM for 
stock certificates in the absorbed companies, AC Spark 
Plugs, Reliance Trucks, Duco Lacquer and Frigidaire. In 
1926 the Oakland name was changed to Pontiac because 
it was manufactured in Pontiac, Mich. In 1918 GM swal- 
lowed Chevrolet. 

In carrying out these expensive expansion plans, Durant 
made the mistake of securing his financing thru the larger 
New York banks. After he had completed his last amal- 
gamation he found, to his dismay, that the financiers had 
control of the GM stock — not he. 

And shortly thereafter he was out on his metaphorical 
ear. He organized an independent company, put a new 
car (Durant) on the market, but found you cannot buck 
big money with peanuts. The Durant automobile didn’t 
last long. 

In 1915 Mr. Durant signed his GM death warrant by 
interesting Big Business in his brainchild. John J. Raskob 
was brought into the picture along with the Raskob spon- 
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sors, the duPont family. First C. W. Nash was “retired” 
as President; Durant installed in his place. 

But not for long. In 1920 the Houses of Morgan and 
Rockefeller got into the picture. Edward R. Stettinius, 
William H. Woodin and Owen D. Young were placed on 
the directorate and Pierre duPont named President. 

But not for long. In 1922 the duPont scion was dumped 
even more unceremoniously than Durant had been. Alfred 
P. Sloan Jr., the current President was named to head the 
corporation. Shortly after the 2nd World War, with the 
House of Morgan in eclipse due to the death of the last of 
the JP’s, the House of Rockefeller took over control, even 
if they didn’t have a majority of the voting stock.

Next in scope to the operations of General Motors is the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Company, called by its 
biographer (Horace Coon) “The largest aggregation cf 
capital ever controlled by a single company in the history 
of private enterprise.” 

Interstate public utility holding companies were legislat- 
ed out of existence, or at least they seemed to be, by Con- 
gress in 1936 because, in the language of the poet, they 
toiled not neither did they spin. They merely waxed fat 
off the earnings of the companies they held and added to 
the capital structure on which the rates charged consumers 
are based. 

The Electric Bond and Share Company (not owned large- 
ly by the Rockefellers) was a holding company for power 
corporations equivalent to the AT&T in the telephone field. 
It was soon dissolved, after holding companies became 
illegal, but Rockefeller’s AT&T seems immune from the 
holding company act. 

The American Telegraph & Telephone Company was 
chartered in 1885 for, so its charter said, the purpose of 
establishing a long distance telephone system throughout 
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the country. It came into being by acquiring all of the 
common. stock of the American Bell Telephone Company 
(an existing holding company) by the simple legerdemain 
of giving all stockholders of ABT two shares of AT&T 
stock for each share of the old company. 


It seems that American Bell had been organized a year 
or two before by a similar method — giving shareholders 
of National Bell six shares of American Bell stock for 
every share of NBT. How AT&T got away for 2-for-1 on 
a trust which had had to pay 6-for-1 is a trade secret. 


Howard Coon, in his book AMERICAN TEL & TEL, 
says: 

“The $5 billion Bell system, controlled by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, is the largest aggre- 
gation of capital ever controlled by a single company in 
the history of private enterprise. 

“Consisting of 200 separate corporations, this system 
controls 83% of the telephone stations in service, 91% 
of the telephone plants and 90% of the total telephone 
revenues in the United States. 


“It controls 98% of the long distance wires and prac- 
tically all the wire facilities used in radio transmission. It 
has a complete monopoly on transoceanic radio telephony. 
Most of the press and all of the telephotograph service is 
dependent upon, this system. 

“Through its wholly owned subsidiary (Western Electric 
Company) it manufactures more than 90% of telephone 
equipment. It controls the supply of teletype machines. 

“A large part of the motion-picture industry has depend- 
ed since 1927 on Western Electric sound-recording equip- 
ment. Furthermore, AT&T had loaned millions of dollars 
to producers and exhibitors of sound motion pictures.” 

Although the legal right to control over this vast corpor- 
ation rests with the board of directors, which the stockhold- 
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ers have (in theory) the right to control, the actual con- 
trol held by the President of AT&T is absolute. 


This is possible because of the wide dispersion of stock 
ownership, which is not something that happened by acci- 
dent. It was carefully planned and its perpetuation is one 
of AT&T’s most outstanding but least advertised policies. 

There are outstanding approximately 18,000,000 shares, 
the average holding being less than 30 shares. But 43 big 
stockholders own over 250,000 shares. This inner group of 
43 owns more than the combined holdings of 250,000 other, 
and smaller, stockholders. 

No outside group could possibly gain control by outright 
purchase, or even achieve a voice in the management. By 
the proxy method of voting the average small stockholder, 
if he has sufficient interest, merely signs the blank sent 
him and returns it to the company. 

The proxy committee is chosen by the President. The 
President of AT&T not only chooses the directors but he 
chooses his successor. As one President (H. B. Thayer) 
wrote just before relinquishing his position: 

“We have a very efficient organization with all the ele- 
ments of self-continuation.” 

In 1909 AT&T swallowed the Western Union Telegraph 
Company whole. They made the mistake of using their 
telephone companies to harass the public which used West- 
ern Union’s rival Postal Telegraph Cable Company. It was 
the old Rockefeller technique of trying to ruin a competitor 
and then buy him out for a song. 

But the powers-that-be of AT&T found they had made 
the mistake of harassing some very powerful people. The 
result was some suction was used with the Department of 
Justice and AT&T was cited as a monopoly in restraint of 
trade, which it was. Ata Federal court hearing in 1913 the 
AT&T was ordered to divest itself of Western Union, which 
it did. 
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Moody’s MANUAL OF PUBLIC UTILITIES shows the 
following stock ownership of the 20 subsidiaries of AT&T 
which constitute a 100% monopoly of the telephone field:

AT&T also owns 99.81% of the stock of Western Electric 
Company which makes nearly all of the telephone equip- 
ment used in the United States. It owns 100% of the stock 
of Teletype Corporation which makes those machines that 
furnish up-to-the-minute news and bulletins to newspapers 
and stockbrokers. And it owns 50% of the Bell Telephone 
Laboratories. 

As Author Coon said, the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company is a glaring example of monopolies at their 
worst. The Rockefeller influence extends down to many 
state regulatory bodies. Its “influence” in Washington is 
notorious. 

in 1957, AT&T reported a gross income of $6,313,833,200

compared with $5,825,297,685 in 1956. Its net profits 
(after taxes) in 1957 jumped to $686,057,956, from a 1956 
net of $616,490,207. Yet, in spite of these enormous prof- 
its, AT&T is pleading not-enough money and going to state 
regulatory commissions for rate increases. 

In Maryland, for instance, telephone rates were increased 
15% as of February 1, 1958, by merely asking the State 
Corporation Commission. It was a different story in Lou- 
isiana, where the spirit of Huey Long still lives, to some 
extent. The company’s request for a raise in the tariff to 
the subscribers was turned down. 

It was during the Great Depression that Rockefeller hold- 
ings in AT&T began to show up. On its directorate were 
placed: 

John W. Davis, the House of Morgan-Democratic Party 
nominee for President, 1924; David F. Houston, Woodrow 
Wilson’s Secretary of the Treasury, director of Rockefel- 
ler’s Council on Foreign Relations; W. Cameron Forbes of 
Rockefeller’s United Fruit; George F. Baker, Jr. of General 
Motors, General Electric and US Steel; J. S. Alexander of 
Prudential Life, American Agricultural Chemical and 
Rockefeller’s Council on Foreign Relations; Walter S. Gif- 
ford of American Surety, US Steel and First-National City 
Bank; E. E. Loomis of American Surety and Great North- 
ern Railway; and Owen J. Roberts of Equitable Life. 

In 1951, the Rockefeller hold on AT&T was strengthened 
by placing on the Board John D. Junior’s brother-in-law 
(Winthrop W. Aldrich, then President of Chase National 
Bank), Cleo F. Craig, Arthur W. Page, Thomas J. Parkin- 
son and Leroy A. Wilson. 

Today the House is represented at AT&T Board meetings 
by a powerful sextet — Cleo F. Craig, John J. McCloy, Fred- 
erick R. Kappel, Arthur W. Page, Thomas I. Parkinson and 
Myron C. Taylor. 

° 
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The United States Steel Company is the largest of the 
steel makers. It has a property valuation of $4,768,265,- 
149, made an operating profit in 1957 of $944,638,500, 
which was cut down by income taxes to $419,406,956. 

US Steel was organized in 1901 when it took over the 
Carnegie Steel Corporation, in addition to Federal Steel, 
National Tube, American Steel & Wire, National Steel, 
American Steel Hoops, American Sheet Steel, American 
Tinplate, Lake Superior Consolidated Iron Mines, Shelby 
Steel Tube, Union Steel, Troy Steel Products and Frick 
Coke. 


It is listed in Moody’s as “the largest steel producer in 
the world and a major coal chemical producer.” Its raw 
steel productive capacity is 30% of the entire raw steel ca- 
pacity of the world’s steel companies. With an earning 
record like this, its 53,753,622 shares of $16-2/3 par value 
stock sells at $73.75. 

FORTUNE Magazine says the control of the US Steel 
corporation is (theoretically) in the hands of the stockhold- 
ers. Actually, they are too scattered to have the interest, 
the knowledge, or the ability to exercise any effective con- 
trol. As in most corporations, the management runs the 
company as seems best to it. 

The Board of Directors controls the management, ac- 
cording to FORTUNE, and the management, which has had 
in their hands a majority of the proxies at every stock- 
holders’ meeting since 1901, in effect appoints the directors. 
Back in 1936, according to FORTUNE, this charmed circle 
of self-perpetuation was under the thumb of the House of 
Morgan. Today it is a House of Rockefeller enterprise. And 
how! Its most influential director is John J. McCloy head 
of all the big bosses — presidents, chairmen of the boards, 
executive committeemen and directors. Backstopping Mr. 
McCloy, if indeed he should really need any backstopping, 
will be Foreign Relations councillors Arthur M. Anderson, 
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Henry R. Davison, Benjamin F. Fairless (retired head of 
Big Steel), Arthur A. Houghton, Jr., Alexander C. Nagle, 
Irving S. Olds, Myron C. Taylor (another retired head) and 
Enders M. Voorhees.

General Electric is the largest producer of electrical 
equipment in the world. Moody’s lists it as the largest 
manufacturer of electrical equipment in the United States. 
It is engaged in the development, manufacture and sale of 
apparatus, equipment, supplies and appliances for the gen- 
eration, transmission, utilization and control of electric 
power. It produces also lamps, household appliances, X- 
ray equipment, industrial apparatus and complete utility 
plants. 

It has ten subsidiaries and 120 plants located all over the 
United States, properties valued at $713,303,119. Its 1957 
sales were $4,335,664,061 its operating profit, after taxes,

The House is represented on 
GE’s board by S. Sloan Colt, Charles D. Dickey, Henry S. 
Morgan and Sidney J. Weinberg.

Gulf Oil is, next to Standard, the largest petroleum рго- 
ducer in the country. J. Frank Drake, Chase Manhattan 
Bank director, represents The House on Gulf’s Board. Rich- 
ard K. Mellon, Gulf’s head, returns the compliment by serv- 
ing the Mellon interests on the Board of General Motors. 
Richard Mellon’s brother-in-law (David K. Estes Bruce) 
and David’s brother James, both Foreign Relations Coun- 
cillors, have a lot to say in Gulf elections. 

Gulf Oil has 64 subsidiaries, the majority in Latin Ameri- 
ca. It has 1,350,000,000 barrels of proven oil reserves. It 
has refineries in Port Arthur (Texas), New York, Phila- 
delphia, Toledo and Cincinnati with capacity of 550,000 bar- 
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rels a day. It has 40 water terminals, 56 oceangoing tank- 
ers, 67 shallow draft vessels, 8,076 filling stations, 28,983 
leased service stations. This property amounts up to $3,- 
481,488,915. 

Its gross crude production in 1957 was 121,604,389 bar- 
rels in the United States and 385,108,603 barrels in foreign 
lands. Sales totalled $2,730,085,000 with operating income 
of $354,284,000 after taxes. Its 29,614,682 shares of $25 
par value stock has gone as high as $147.50 on the market.

The largest of the Airlines is Pan American. The Rocke- 
fellers are heavily interested — so heavily that John D. 3rd 
is a director. Robert Lehman is another H-of-R man back- 
stopping the third of the John D’s. 

It flew 2,603,000 revenue-paying passengers 3,876,000,- 
000 passenger miles in 1957. These cash customers paid 
$237,724,000 into Pan American’s till, and Uncle Sam paid 
$21,683 for carrying the mails. Entire operating and mis- 
cellaneous revenue was $312,678,000 which brought an op- 
erating profit of $14,915,000 and a tax bite of $7,400,000. 
This added up (or subtracted) to a net profit of $8,241,000. 

It owns 142 aircraft and has 44 more on order. Its flight 
and ground property is worth $144,646,000 and buildings 
$9,000,000. Its 6,175,581 shares of $1 par value common 
stock sells as high as $21.25. 

We quote from the Rockefeller FORTUNE Magazine for 
April 1935: 

“When James Aloysius Farley staged the Roosevelt air- 
mail round up of 1934, the affairs of Pan American Air- 
ways did not escape his attention. 

“On the contrary, in a long report to Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. 
Farley examined the Pan American contracts and reached 
the conclusion that preceding Republican Administrations 
had been too friendly; that in all but one instance Pan 
American had been the highest bidder for the contracts it

In the field of aircraft manufacture The House is finan- 
cially interested in the United Aircraft Corporation. Fran- 
cis W. Cole of the Chase Bank represents them on UA’s 
Board. Joseph P. Ripley of Harriman-Ripley Company, an 
investment banking concern closely affiliated with Chase 
Manhattan, is also on United’s Board, as is Howard C. 
Shepherd of New York’s Federal Reserve Board. 

United was formed in 1934 by a merger of Chance 
Vaught, Hamilton Propeller, Northrop Aircraft, Pratt & 
Whitney Motors, Sikorsky Aviation, Boeing Aircraft and 
Pacific Air Transport. 

It has properties worth $108,369,343, sales of $1,232,919,- 
318 in 1957. This brought an operating profit of $107,316,-

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641 and a tax bite of $55,222,552. Its 6,248,939 shares of 
$5 par value common stock has sold as high as $96.50 a 


share.

Eastern Airlines is another project, close enough to the 
Rockefeller family for one of their members to sit on the 
Board. This would be Laurance. The Family is said to in- 
vested $3,000,000 in Eddie Rickenbacker’s brainchild. Rick- 
enbacker today owns $60,000 worth. 

Capt. Rickenbacker was America’s ace pilot in World 
War I. He was an automobile racing driver before the War, 
enlisted, became a sergeant and General Pershing’s personal 
chauffeur. The General liked him and when they began to 
train aviators in, France, Eddie was sent to training school. 

After the war he raised the funds and started an auto 
making firm to make the Rickenbacker car. Its trademark 
was Uncle Sam’s hat with a ring around it. The Ricken- 
backer car was a flop, but Eastern Airlines wasn’t. 

In 1957, Eastern took 8,876,283 paying passengers 4,961,- 
219,552 passenger miles. Eastern also carried mail for 
which it received $4,434,557, and $1,778,160 worth of ex- 
press matter. 

It owns 149 aircraft, leases 165 more and had 110 on 
order. Its flying equipment is valued at $87,402,053 and 
buildings $10,024,905. Its lines run from Montreal to Mi- 
ami, and fans out to Bermuda, Puerto Rico and Mexico City. 

Its 1957 operating income was $16,412,652 and tax bite 
$4,350,000. It has outstanding 2,921,337 shares of $1 par 
value common stock, which can, be had on the stock ex- 
change for $57.25, sometimes less. 

According to its report to Moody, Eastern started busi- 
ness with $2,849,816 in cash received from the sale of its 
common stock. It then borrowed $50,000,000 from Rocke- 
feller’s Equitable Life at 234%, a loan which should have 
been easy since Laurance Rockefeller is a director of East- 
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ern (alleged to have put $3,000,000 in the company, which 
doesn’t show anywhere in its financial report) and Equit- 
able Life is a Rockefeller concern.

Republic Steel is the third largest steel producer in the 
country, being second only to US and Bethlehem. Its 19 
subsidiaries and 45 plants give it an annual capacity of 11,- 
407 tons of steel ingot and 7,333 tons of pig iron. 

Its properties are valued at $1,052,700, 717. In 1957 its 
operating profits were $176,975,066 and income tax $89,- 
600,000. Its 15,595,101 shares of $10 par value common 
stock frequently sells on the stock exchange as high as 
$60.25 a share. 

The Rockefeller directors are Henry D. Mercer of Chase 
Manhattan Bank, James Bruce of American Airlines, C. F. 
Rand, National Dairy Products, and Drury W. Cooper of 
International Business Machines.

Westinghouse Electric pioneered radio, and its Pitts- 
burgh laboratories were the first to send out crude pro- 
grams to owners of crystal sets. Westinghouse is second 
only to General Electric in mass production of electrical 
equipment. 

It maintains 105 plants in various parts of the country 
valued at $332,483,178. Total sales in 1957 reached $2,009,- 
043,776, with an operating profit of $72,652,980, after the 
government had taken $66,800,000 in income taxes. 

Representing Rockefeller control at Westinghouse board 
meetings are Chase Bank directors John J. McCloy, Arthur 
W. Page and Andrew W. Robertson.

In the field of mass merchandizing, the Rockefeller in- 


terests interested themselves in Allied Stores at a time 
when the stock was selling for $3.05 a share. Today its 2,- 
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622,509 shares of common often brings $56.75 in frenzied 
buying on the Stock Exchange. 


Allied Stores is a holding company for the famous Bon 
Marche women’s wear stores all over the land plus 30 sim- 
ilar dry goods, furnishings and houseware department store 
chains. In all, Allied Stores reports, in the last issue of 
Moody’s, 134 department stores in various locations. 

These properties are valued at $62,096,062 and in 1957 
reported sales aggregating $629,401,238. An operating 
profit of over $20 million resulted, but this was reduced to 
$10,589,864 after the tax collector got his fingers out of the 
till. 

Percy J. Ebbott of Chase Manhattan Bank represents 
The House on the Allied Stores Board. Sullivan & Crom- 
well represent them on legal matters and Lehman Brothers 
in the financial marts of New York.

The Western Union Telegraph Company has a monopoly 
on all telegraph and cable business in the United States. In 
1950 its gross revenue was $259,967,783, and net operating 
profit (after taxes) $14,494,036. It owns and leases 1,- 
300 news tickers and maintains 23,790 telegraph and cable 
offices in the United States and 42 abroad. 


It was organized in 1851 as the New York and Mississippi 
Valley Printing Telegraph Company. It now leases the 
stock of nine telegraph companies which it has combined 
into the Western Union system over the years. There used 
to be a competitor, Postal-Telegraph Cable Company, but 
Western Union absorbed Postal. 

The House of Rockefeller has it in the hollow of its hand. 
Frederick H. Ecker, Chase director, is one of the directors. 
Also on WU’s directorates are Ralph T. Reed (President of 
American Express), Leon O. Head and Walter P. Marshall 
of the same corporation, Paul Manheim of Lehman Broth- 
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ers and Thomas A. Morgan of General Aniline, Shell Oil 
and Lehman Brothers. 

Its 6,232,534 shares of $2.50 common stock sells for ten 
times that — $22.50 a share.

International Business Machines is another behemoth, 
closely connected with the House of Rockefeller on the in- 
terlocking directorate pathway and also by its enterprising 
and aggressive dip into the foreign field. 

Its sales in 1957 totalled $1,000,431,957. Its operating 
profit was $89,291,589 after Federal taxes. It has ten 
plants in the United States, 14 in non-Communist countries 
and five in the Iron Curtain nations. It values its proper- 
ites at over half a billion. 

Its business is to manufacture, rent, sell and service 
many types of electrical computers and business machines 
for use in all phases of scientific data processing; also 
makes electric typewriters, time equipment, military prod- 
ucts and punch cards. 

Since Tom Watson Sr. passed on, his son (Tom junior of 
Bankers Trust) has been IBM’s head. One of its directors 
is W. L. Kleitz of American Smelting, five foreign and 7 
US insurance companies. Another is Drury W. Cooper of 
Republic Steel. 


Chapter 12 
Oil, World Politics aud 
Communism 


Oil once ruined a sureshot Democratic candidate for 
President (1924) — and wrecked the Democratic Party 
which at the time had the Presidency wrapped up and all 
but delivered. Oil had not an inconsiderable part in em- 
broiling us in Europe’s periodical family fight that was 
miscalled World War I. 

Oil had an even bigger part in forcing and lying us 
into World War II. And if our Rockefeller puppets in 
Washington, beginning with the President, embroil us in 
World War III in the near future, history (when it is 
finally honestly written) will blame it on the Rockefeller 
Center exploiters of that priceless, indispensible and dan- 
gerous mineral known as black gold but commonly called 
Oil. 

For oil has been thicker than blood in American finan- 
cial and political circles for many decades. Especially is 
oil thicker (in Rockefeller Center) than the blood of others 
than the Rockefeller Family, to wit: American boys of 
draft age. 

Members of Congress, with intellects approximating the 
ages of four to 13, have in the past 12 years voted over 
$215,000,000,000 of other people’s money for a project 
called foreign aid. Not one in 100 of them had or has 
the slightest idea how this “foreign aid” money has been 
and is being used. 


The stories the Kept Press has been carrying have never 
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added up. In fact, they were ridiculous to the intelligent 
mind. And the hokum fed to Congress by President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Dulles has been even worse. 

In. the last session of the 85th Congress they told the 
appropriations committees that unless $3,942,092,500 was 
voted in a blank check to the State Department “the safety 
of our country and the welfare of our people” would go 
to pot. 

When the House cut out a mere $600 million, Dulles 
rushed to the Senate Committee and told them that this 
cut “was endangering our security and taking reckless 
risks with our liberty”. 

In early 1958 William Randolph Hearst Junior, now 
head of the Hearst Newspaper Empire, went to Russia 
with two of his crack writers and an incognito Nelson 
Rockefeller. When he returned he began a series of first 
page editorials in all the Hearst papers. The theme song 
was “We are buying security at bargain prices with all 
foreign aid money.” 

This was the last straw because you don’t fight battles 
with green stuff that has been thrown down a rathole. 
Unable to get the slightest inkling of truth from the Kept 
or any other kind of Press in the United States, we spent 
last summer in Europe and visited 15 countries finding out 
what actually had been done with these $200 or more 
billion dollars. 

We also found out how much “security” we have been 
buying, absorbing or lapping up with this $215 billion. 
The answer, as all signs had pointed to and as we had 
expected and predicted, was NOTHING. 

In 15 nations we interviewed, thru interpreters, 609 rep- 
resentative citizens of these countries — the kind that 
make up what is called the warp and woof, heart and 
soul, guts and backbone of those 15 lands. They were 
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the shopkeepers, teachers, lawyers, architects, doctors, 
railroad men, civil servants, lorry drivers, druggists, hotel 
men, clerks, bankers, editors, broadcasters, newsmen, etc. 

When they found, thru our interpreters, that we were 
on a fact-finding expedition and had no propaganda to 
peddle, most of them were extremely candid. Some of 
them poured out their souls to us, hoping that the people 
back in the United States might at last get a more honest 
picture of these “furriners” than they had been. getting. 

Nowhere in these 15 countries did we find anyone to 
back up the assertions of the Foreign Aid propagandists 
that we “are buying security” or that the bottom will fall 
out of anything if American largesse stops. 

Some of the progressive and self-reliant countries said 
that they had no need for American aid, and hadn’t had 
any for some years. 

Not a single one backed up the assertion that our cash 
is “buying security”, at bargain or any other kind of 
prices. Not a single one of the 609 evinced any desire 
to take up arms for the USA (or its cash) and bare his 
breast to Russian bullets or his home to Russian nuclear 
bombs. 

Each and every one said he wouldn’t fight for America, 
and didn’t believe any of his neighbors would, unless forced 
to by the draft of his own government; and then he 
wouldn’t have his heart in it unless his own country was 
attacked. 

Many of them expressed bitterness about what the US 
government had done to them, or allowed Standard Oil 
to do. Secretary Dulles is their whipping boy, the most 
unpopular figure in Europe. 

Briefly, the overall picture is this: 

(1) Great Britain’s politicians have fed their people the 
pap that England has saved America’s hide in two world 
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wars and that Canada’s Hudson Bay Company is respon- 
sible for all of the prosperity and industrial progress in 
the United States. Therefore, they “reason”, America 
isn’t sending enough Santa Claus billions into the United 
Kingdom. 

(2) France admits that the United States saved and 
liberated them in the two world wars which were none 
of our business except from a humanitarian standpoint. 
Until two years ago France was grateful for this type 
of friendship. But when Standard Oil was allowed to fur- 
nish the Algerian rebels with planes, tanks, guns, bullets 
and money to kill Frenchmen this friendship turned sour. 
They now say “pouf on America”. 

(3) Nederland is sore with America because, as they 
say, Mr. Dulles “soft-soaped” them into getting out of 
Indonesia so Standard Oil could grab off rich oil conces- 
sions. His club was Marshall Plan funds. Some Holland- 
ers used the word “blackmail” in describing Mr. Dulles’ 
Indonesian shenanigans with American Marshall Plan 
funds. 


(4) Greece is sore at the United States because Mr. 
Dulles repudiated our 150-year old policy of self-determi- 
nation of peoples in the matter of freedom from British 
rule of the Island of Cyprus. After promising to invoke 
this principle, Dulles double-crossed Greece in the United 
Nations deliberations. 


(5) Even Italy is having trouble with Standard Oil and 
is expecting the withholding of “Mutual Security” funds 
because Italian Esso was checkmated in its "кон to grab 
all the oil in Italy and Sicily. 


(6) Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Sweden, Norway and 
Finland say there is no need for American aid, and hasn’t 
been for sometime. Most nationals of these countries feel 
that when their politicians take this “charity” from the 
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US it is making them national slaves. And they don’t 
like it. 

Thus the picture in Europe shows clearly that the two 
top Rockefeller “boys” in Washington — President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of State Dulles — are shamelessly 
using these billions slugged out of American taxpayers by 
a stupid and cowardly Congress, to help Standard Oil bring 
the profit curve after taxes of its foreign “operations” 
up to the $2-billion-a-year level. 

The beginning of the enmity of our former friends (the 
French people) had its genesis a few years ago when oil 
was discovered in the Sahara Desert. The prognosis was 
that this field would be comparable with Saudi-Arabian 
ones, where geologists estimate there are 100 billion bar- 
rels of oil in the ground. 

Standard wanted all of this Sahara oil, since they get 
it for nothing but the cost of drilling and pumping — 
and sell it for $3.25 a barrel (current market prcie). When 
they refine it and market it, they get from the motorist 
30 cents a gallon, or about $9.50 a barrel. And what’s 
more, they could pay the bribes out of American, foreign 
aid tax money. That’s the way Standard got its Saudi- 
Arabian concessions. 

Standard’s Intelligence Service reported that this Sahara 
concession complete could be obtained by bribing the rob- 
ber chieftains of Algiers much cheaper than they could 
by making an honest deal with the French government. 
So, they furnished the Algerian rebels guns, bullets, planes, 
tanks and money with which to drive out the French 
Foreign Legion and proclaim Algiers a “republic”. 

The Algerian rebels exhibited unusual and unexpected 
strength and killed a lot of Frenchmen, good and bad. 
Naturally, the French government was incensed when it 
found that American Standard Oil had been behind all 
this killing of French nationals. They protested to Am- 
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bassador Dillon who, being a House of Rockefeller man 
fresh out of the Council on Foreign Relations, did nothing. 

But when some incensed Frenchman took a shot at him, 
as he was driving down Paris’ main drag (the Champs 
d’Elysses) in an American Embassy car, he became run- 
ning scared. He hopped the first plane for Washington 
and hasn’t been back since. In his place The House ap- 
ponited one Amory Houghton, also out of CRF, to both 
sit on the lid for Standard Oil and try to pacify the French 
government, Mr. Houghton doubtless has authority to offer 
any bribable French officials as many American foreign 
aid millions as they want to make France forget this 
“American” aid in the slaughter of what they naturally 
consider good Frenchmen. 

Our tour of France indicated that this will be impossible 
because practically the whole of France knows the story 
now. Most of the Frenchmen we talked to were very 
bitter against the United States, altho expressing a great 
fondness for us prior to the Algerian rebellion. 

Unlike England, they admitted that America had won 
two world wars for the Allies and liberated France both 
times. The French feeling for us now is “pouf on America” 
and we understand that this is not a complimentary term. 

Nederland people are not as emotional as the French, 
so the feeling against us in that country is not as intense 
as it is in France. The Dutch blame the double-cross on 
Mr. Dulles rather than the American people. 

Under the Dutch laws, no foreigners could come into 
Indonesia and exploit its natural resources. Standard Oil’s 
purchasing experts decided that it would be easy to foment 
a rebellion by Indonesia’s Communists and make it stick 
by furnishing them what it takes like they were later to 
furnish the Algerian rebels. 

After the “rebellion” got well under way Mr. Dulles 
made one of his famous trips to Amsterdam and told the 
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Dutch government no more Marshall aid funds would be 
forthcoming until they renounced their colonial ambitions 
in the East Indies. He probably greased the palms of 
some key Dutch officials, for the job was easier than 
either he or Standard Oil thought it would be. 


The Dutch got out of Indonesia. Standard Oil got in. 
The rebels whom they had helped gave them rich oil con- 
cessions in Sumatra. Sumatra has so much in the way of 
natural resources that Hitler said if he could get that 
big island he would be self contained and could let the 
rest of the world go by. For that reason German troops 
occupied Nederland and would have gone from there to 
Indonesia had not General Patton’s tanks begun to give 
him something to worry about. 

Dutch business men now say their officials sold them 
down the River to Mr. Dulles. They point out that the 
things they gave up were worth many hundred times the 
amount of American almoney they received in return. 


Italy has recently had a taste of Standard Oil greed 
and Dulles “diplomacy”. Oil has been discovered in both 
North and South Italy and in Sicily. Standard Oil made 
a proposal to the Italian government that it be given all 
the oil in Italy and all the oil to be found there in the 
future. 

Italy didn’t like the terms, or the amount of payment 
that Standard offered. Standard began to put the pres- 
sure on. Italians told us when we were in Rome that 
some of their government officials had been bribed to 
turn this oil over to Standard at Standard’s own price. 

Italy has a few oil companies of its own, so they banded 
together and completely clipped Standard Oil’s wings. 
They have more stockholders in Italy than Italian Esso 
has, so they poured a barrage of letters and telegrams 
into the members of the Italian Parliament. 
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The result was that the Parliament passed a law for- 
bidding anyone but the Italian group of oil companies 
from drilling or refining Italy’s natural (oil) resources. 
Standard could market it, the law said, but that was all. 


Standard’s most recent foray into international power 
politics was committed by Mr. Dulles in Brazil. With a 
fanfare of publicity he visited this South American land 
on an alleged “good neighbor” trip. 


He gave President Jucelini the usual hokum — that he 
was down there to get rid of $150 million of the American 
taxpayers’ money. Could Brazil use it, he asked. Of 
course they could, Jucelini replied. 

He took John F. on an aerial trip over the now a-build- 
ing city of Brasilia which is to be the new capital of 
Brazil when finished. He told John F. of the many other 
government buildings he would like to put up with this 
easy money. 

When they got back to the Brazilian equivalent of the 
White House Dulles unmasked himself. This money could 
only be used to help Brazilian industry, he said. All right, 
Mr. Jucelini replied, we got a lot of industries down here 
that can use $150 million. 

Dulles hedged some more. It must be a special indus- 
try, he said — the oil industry which is the most critical. 
Jucelini raised his eyebrows and Dulles thought he’d better 
shoot the works then. 

Standard Oil is better able to use this $150 million gift 
than any other oil company, was the Dulles ultimatum. 
You must give it to Standard or you can’t have it. Juce- 
lini told Dulles to go peddle those kind of marbles in some 
other country — not to Brazil. 

Dulles got the cold shoulder from then on. The Brazil- 
jans were mad at this affront to their official honor. 
Casket shaped boxes, with black cloth covering and white 
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lettering “DULLES’ HOME” appeared all over Brazil and 
Dulles became unpopular. 

The American press merely reported that “Communists 
had staged anti-American riots” and indicated anti-Dulles 
and anti-American feeling.

There are two classes of Americans who wonder why 
the House of Rockefeller has been playing footsie for 36 
years with the Communists, who have vowed to destroy 
everything that John D. Senior stood for — and took 
advantage of. There are those who doubt it, and those 
who wonder why. 

The answer goes back to the early 1920’s when Presi- 
dent Harding refused to risk another world war to “те- 
capture” the Standard Oil holdings and installations in 
(then) Bolshevik Russia. John D. Senior was getting old 
(83 years) and John D. Junior was beginning to steer the 
ship. 

Stung by this refusal of a “small favor”, John D. Junior 
vowed that the United States would recognize Rusia. This 
avowal apparently cemented a strong (commercial) friend- 
ship between the House of Rockefeller and the Soviet dic- 
tators. John D. Junior became our leading international- 
ist, which is another way of describing an American Laster. 

In spite of the fact that it has been proven that you 
can’t do business with Soviet Russia without getting your 
fingers burned and your hair singed, the House of Rocke- 
feller has been trying to do this ever since 1920 when 
the Bolsheviks seized all of the Standard Oil properties 
in Russia and opined that contracts made by the Czarist 
regime were just so many scraps of worthless paper. 

Here is how the House of Rockefeller has been playing 
international power politics with Russia ever since 1922. 
Here are incontrovertible facts that corroborate the Russo- 
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Rockefeller alliance picture. Here are the facts that make 
this strange alliance add up. 

The 14th Edition (1929) of the ENCYCLOPEDIA BRIT- 
TANICA said: 

“For several years the two great international oil groups, 
the American Standard Oil and British Royal Dutch Shell, 
have been laying claim to a large part of the nationalized 
oil fields of the Russian Caucasus. Standard is the pur- 
chaser of the former Nobel interests, and Shell by virtue 
of concessions they had formerly controlled. 


“At the Genoa conference in 1922 the Soviets seemed 
willing to discuss the oil question, and at one moment 
it was reported that it had arranged a modus operandi 
with the British group. This, however, fell through. Sub- 
sequent attempts to obtain sales contracts were unsuccess- 
ful until the Soviet oil syndicate concluded a series of 
sales contracts with two of the Standard Oil subsidiaries 
in the winter of 1926-27, on terms advantageous to Stand- 
ard. 

“The anger of the British group, already aroused by 
direct Soviet competition in England, France, and else- 
where, was increased by this coup, which for a time threat- 
ened to participate a rate war between British and Ameri- 
can oil interests throughout the world. 

“The parent Standard Company, however, had not re- 
newed its claim to the Nobel properties, and in this re- 
spect its interests coincided with those of the English 
group. The rate war was checked, but whereas the Bri- 
tish oil interests were actively hostile to the Soviets, the 
Americans were passively friendly. 

“In the autumn of 1928 the contract between the Soviet 
Trading Corporation and the (American) General Electric 
Company, giving the former five years’ credit on purcha- 
ses, was the first real break in the purchase blockade, as 
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it was called, which had hampered business relations be- 
tween Russia and the United States. Hopes were aroused 
in Moscow that the economic tension, caused by the rup- 
ture with British and the absence of grain exports, might 
be eased by financial aid from America.” 


You won’t find this in the current ENCYCLOPEDIA 
BRITTANICA, which is just another House of Rockefeller 
enterprise, with three of its directors right out of Rocke- 
feller’s Council on Foreign Relations. It has been deleted 
from recent printings. 

The Rockefeller trade with the Soviet government was 
carried on long before The House had Franklin Roosevelt 
recognized Russia. This wasn’t known to the general pub- 
lic and, officially, it wasn’t known to the Coolidge and 
Hoover administrations. The New York TIMES, never 
accused of being unfriendly to anything of a Rockefeller 
nature, on March 27, 1926, in a dispatch from its Paris 
Bureau, said: 

“The Standard Oil Company of New York and the Vac- 
uum Oil Company have just completed negotiations with 
the Soviet government of Russia for the purchase of 190,- 
000 tons of refined oil at $17.00 a ton, or a total of more 
than $3,200,000. The operation is the first direct busi- 
ness transaction of the American oil industry with Russia 
since the Bolshevik Revolution, the former having refused 
to enter into any relations with the Soviets because of 
their hostile attitude to the old Czarist concessions held 
by Standard Oil and other American companies. 

“The Standard Oil Company, and the Royal Dutch Shell, 
a British company, are watching the Franco-Russian pour- 
parlers with keen interest, fearing that the Russians are 
trying to dispose of Russian oil concessions held by British 
and American, companies under the Czarist regime. These 
companies feel they have a prior interest in these rights, 
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and will put up a fight if France should obtain them as 
a result of the present negotiations. 


“The French company, with which Standard Oil is af- 
filiated, explained today that the American, purchase of 
Russian oil is very advantageous. Oil will be sold in Egypt 
and Turkey and the cost of transport will be much less 
than if the oil were brought from an American port. 


“Last Saturday Walter C. Teagle (President of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey) sailed to France 
to join F. H. Bedford and J. A. Moffett Jr. in a conference 
on the European, oil situation.” 

This disclosure set off a lot of speculation in Washing- 
ton and Wall Street as to whether or not Standard Oil 
was violating international, or even trade, ethics by carry- 
ing on trade with a nation which was a diplomatic out- 
law in this country. Immediately the House of Rocke- 
feller set the wheels in motion, to get Russia “recognized” 
by Washington. Because— 


Every administration since (and including) Woodrow 
Wilson’s had refused to rceognize the Russian regime, or 
to have anything to do with it, despite its change of name 
from Bolsheviki to Communists. There were four definite 
and well-known, reasons. The Russian government had— 

(1) Refused to recognize Russia’s financial commitments 
and olibgations because they had been made by a former 
government or administration; 

(2) Refused to recognize the claims of American citizens 
for damages and confiscations arising out of revolutionary 
disturbances; 

(3) Denied the validity of international agreements, 
considering them (as the German Kaiser did) mere scraps 
of paper; and 

(4) Attempted, through subversive propaganda, to 
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overthrow the capitalist system in the other countries of 
the world. 

Next day the New York TIMES said: 

“Ivy L. Lee, the best known and most expensive of 
publicity agents, who among other activities is the adviser 
on public relations of the Standard Oil Company, has begun 
to display keen interest in the recognition of the Soviet 
Government of Russia by the United States. Mr. Lee, 
it was learned yesterday, is so greatly interested that he 
has sent out a series of confidential letters to prominent 
men in relation to the matter, among them the former 
Secretary of State Elihu Root.” 


Dr. Josephson is his ROCKEFELLER INTERNATION- 
ALIST says that the Lee letter to Root, like the others, 
was obviously merely a sounding board for the publicity 
campaign under way. Lee’s pleas were many and varied, 
but one of them was outstanding because it has become 
the keynote of Rockefeller Empire dogma —” the advant- 
ages of internationalism vs. the disadvantages of isola- 
tionism’’, as seen of course from the viewpoint of his em- 
ployers. Lee frankly stated on their behalf: 

“From our point of view, we want to trade with Russia.” 


According to the good doctor, “Internationalism for 
Profit” апа ‘‘Love those Commies” became the theme song 
of every activity of the Rockefeller Empire. And: 

Lee’s next move in the Rockefeller campaign to get 
closer to the Soviets, through “recognition” by the United 
States government, was a quickie trip to Russia where he 
pretended to find out everything about this nation of 200,- 
000,000 people and nearly 8,000,000 square miles of terri- 
tory in two weeks. 

On his return he wrote a book propagandizing the Rocke- 
feller scheme to force recognition of Russia down the 
throats of the American people. It was titled USSR — 
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A WORLD ENIGMA. This was printed “privately” by 
the Standard Oil and copies distributed where the House 
thought they would do the most good. 

Not encountering any adverse reaction — in fact there 
was no reaction at all — The House had the Macmillan 
Company, an old line book publishing house, put it out 
under the new title PRESENT DAY RUSSIA. 

In the preface Lee stated he made the trip with an open 
mind regarding the wisdom of trading with Russia, where- 
as it was a matter of record that his employers had made 
their deal with the Soviet rulers and were trading with 
them on a vast scale at that time. Here are some of the 
gems from his book, which subsequent history has shown 
to be about 90% “wrong”. 

“The Russian people are a very lovable people. It was 
Edmund Burke who said you can’t indict a people. ..... 
The great mass of Russian people is slowly waking from 
a long sleep imposed upon it by thousands of years of 
repression, oppression, ignorance and backwardness — The 
tendency of conditions is toward the establishment of 
capitalism — and away from Communism and Socialism. 
АНХ Fundamental Russian human nature is exactly like 
all other human nature...... Economic law, which is a 
Mere expression of human nature is as resistless as the 
tides...... The Russian people are slowly adjusting them- 
selves to the same conditions that prevail in the rest of 
the world, based fundamentally on the rights of private 
property and the insistence on giving the largest amount 
of personal freedom to the individual human being ...... 
The government of Russia is in some ways organized like 
that of New York City. Stalin is like Charlie Murphy and 
has many characteristics of Tammany’s late leader.” 


For some reason the Standard Oil Company wanted to 
whitewash itself from any reaction the activities of Ivy 
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It is no secret that John D. Junior has implemented this 
Rockefeller policy by having his boy in the White House 
appoint, direct from his Council on Foreign Relations, the 
current Ambassadors to England, Germany, France, South 
Africa, South America, India, Iran, Iraq, Japan, Rumania, 
Canada and Italy. And even NATO. Everywhere there 
is oil under the ground that Standard Oil covets. 


To make this “government aid” to Standard Oil almost 
impregnable, John D. has had the present Secretary of 
State, who is also his cousin-by-marriage, named from 
CFR. And the following Assistant Secretaries of State, 
past and present: Christian Herter, C. Douglas Dillion, 
Loy W. Henderson, Sumner Wells, Herber Hoover Jr., S. 
Howland Shaw, William Benton, Adolf A. Berle, David K. 
Estes Bruce and Joseph S. Grew. 


Our State Department, of course, is “nudged” into pro- 
viding these extraordinary services to Standard Oil at the 
expense of the American taxpayers and international good 
will, by the House of Rockefeller’s own private “State 
Department”, the Council on Foreign Relations. 


The Council of Foreign Relations is nothing less than 
a training school for Rockefeller stooges in high positions 
in the United States government. A booklet put out by 
CFR, titled “Program and Purposes” states blandly that, 
“of a Council membership of 1,100 at least 500 have been 
placed in high government posts during the last 15 years.” 
Planted would have been a better word. 


“Council members occupying key positions in the Eisen- 
hower Administration,” the booklet unblushingly brags, 
“include President Eisenhower himself, the Secretary of 
State, the Director of the Central Intelligence Agency, the 
Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission, the Supreme 
Allied Commander in Europe, the Undersecretary of State 
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and many United States Ambassadors — including those 
at London, Paris, Bonn, Moscow and NATO.” 

Somewhere along the line, prior to 1924, John D. Junior 
had lost his Americanism, even while retaining his Ameri- 
can citizenship and the protection, it gives his person and 
his property. Perhaps the expansion plans of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, which wanted political preferment in 
every part of the world where there was oil under the 
ground — and particularly in Russia — may have swayed 
his “global thinking.” But whatever the motive, this 
global thinking was there. Speaking at a meeting of for- 
eign students in New York in 1924, he said: 

“We are standing tonight on the mountaintop, with the 
world spread out at our feet — your country, our country, 
my country — all about me... We are above the diver- 
sive things of life. We do not see the things that separate 
men and women, but rather the things they have in com- 
mon. 


“From this pinnacle of idealism there is no distinction 
of color, race or creed; the people of China, of India, of 
England, of France, of the United States, of all the coun- 
tries of the world, look very much alike. They are moved 
by the same impulses of love and of hate, by the desire 
to worship, to work and to play. 

“As pilgrims went their weary way up the mountain- 
side, whether they come from the North, the South, the 
East or the West, slowly but inevitably their paths draw 
nearer together, until, as has been bountifully said, ‘all 
paths meet оп the mountain top’... So may it come to 
pass that some day the people of all nations will stand 
on the mountain top together, and no one will speak of 
‘my country,’ but all will speak of ‘our world’.” 

This is an exact quote from Raymond B. Fosdick, long- 
time member of the Rockefeller entourage and a charter 
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member of the Rockefeller lobby known as the Council on 
Foreign Relations, in his book JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER 
JUNIOR — A PORTRAIT, published in 1956 by Harper 
& Brother. 


Apparently John D. Junior arrived at his global think- 
ing conclusions more by way of commercial expediency 
than by the lessons of history — present, past and medie- 
val. It will take an entire metamorphosis in human his- 
tory to bring about the fusion of nations which Mr. Rocke- 
feller dreams, or pretends to dream, about. 

There are too many racial differences, customs, tradi- 
tions, prejudices, whims, systems, desires, appetites and 
cleavages to bring about the brotherhood of man that Mr. 
Rockefeller dreams, or pretends to dream, about. And it 
has been thus ever since Biblical times, even where there 
was no oil over which whole nations of people could be 
hoodwinked into fighting. 

This brotherhood-of-man dream will continue to be im- 
practical until we have a universal language. We dis- 
covered this on a recent trip to Europe. You can’t look 
on a man as your brother when you have to talk to him 
thru a third party, and then don’t know whether he is 
sincere or not, or even that you or he understand what 
the other means. 

The Standard Oil companies are not the only Rockefeller 
concerns that do a vast business abroad. General Motors, 
United States Steel, General Electric and International 
Business Machines are exploiting the foreign market (in- 
cluding Russia) to the limit.

At last count by Moody’s Investors’ Service, Standard 
Oil of New Jersey had 267 foreign subsidiaries. About 
200 of them are marketing organizations which dispose 
of the Middle East oil at fabulous profits as Jersey Stand- 
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ard’s balance sheet shows — over three quarters of a bil- 
lion dollars net in 1957 after the Federal tax bite. 


Jersey Standard owns 249,600 acres of oil producing 
real estate in the Middle East, 16,900 acres in Europe, 
305,000 in Canada, 251,600 in Venezuela and 16,200 in the 
Far East. Jersey Standard also owns two refineries in 
Japan turning out 11,600 barrels a day. 

Standard Vacuum, a subsidiary of Socony-Mobil, also 
owns two more refineries in Japan, turning out 154,000 
barrels a day. It is also known that, in the late 1920’s 
Standard Oil owned a large chain of producing wells in 
North China, which the Japs had captured in their Ex- 
pansion-to-the-East. 

Rumors were rife in 1932 that Standard Oil was putting 
pressure on President Hoover to find an excuse to declare 
war on Japan and recapture these oil properties. When 
the gunboat PANAY was bombed, it was convoying two 
Standard Oil tankers up the Yangtsee River. This fact 
was suppressed by the press associations, as it would have 
interfered with the Rockefeller effort to promote a war 
with Japan. 

Professor Harry Elmer Barnes, a “notoriously” unfet- 
tered writer, in his work THE STRUGGLE AGAINST 
THE HISTORICAL BLACKOUT, tells of John D’s effort 
to get President Hoover to declare war on Japan in early 
1932 — a consummation which he finally had to wait for 
Franklin Roosevelt’s ascension to the Presidency to ac- 
complish. Professor Barnes said: 

“In January (1932) Secretary of State Henry L. Stim- 
son openly played his Lucifer hand in Far Eastern diplo- 
macy. He took President Hoover to the mountain top 
and, even if he didn’t promise him ‘all the kingdoms of 
this world,’ he did make it evident that Mr. Hoover could 
recoup his political fortunes and have every prospect of 
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re-election in, the autumn of 1932 if he would make war 
on Japan. 


“But Mr. Hoover would have nothing to do with the 
idea. A year later, Mr. Stimson had a rendezvous with 
Mr. Hoover’s newly-elected successor at Hyde Park, where 
he had no difficulty in selling his bill of goods. Franklin 
Roosevelt’s recently published letters show that he took 
the initiative in bringing about this momentous conference 
with Stimson on January 9, 1933. 

“From that time onward, Mr. Roosevelt had an ace in 
the hole whenever he needed a foreign war to rehabilitate 
his political prospects at home. He played his ace in the 
summer and autumn of 1941. But, as Jim Farley has 
revealed, Roosevelt discussed the possibility of an immedi- 
ate war with Japan in. his very first Cabinet meetings in 
March, 1933.” 

The Arabian-American Oil Company, called Aramco in 
Wall Street, was given to three big oil companies by the 
American taxpayers, courtesy of Franklin Roosevelt. It 
is owned 30% by Jersey Standard, 30% by California Stand- 
ard, 30% by Texas and 10% by Socony Vacuum. It takes 
nearly a million barrels of crude oil out of the ground 
every day and sends it thru the 1,067 mile pipeline (also 
given them by the American taxpayers) from the produc- 
ing centers to Mediterranean tidewater ports. 

How the American government further protects this 
Rockefeller Middle East oil with tax dollars and cannon 
fodder was glaringly demonstrated in July 1958, ajtho 
95% of the real story was glaringly “overlooked” by the 
press associations. This protection extends to the tide- 
water terminus of the Aramco pipeline, as well as the oil 
under the sands of the Saudi-Arabian desert. 

When the Marines landed in Lebanon “to protect (un- 
molested) Americans” we were in Turkey. Here is what 
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we cabled to and published in CAPSULE NEWS, with a 
Beirut dateline: 

“Standard Oil and the Rockefeller boys in Washington 
(Dulles and Eisenhower) have created here the hottest 
spot for American cannon fodder since World War II. 
If World War III breaks out in Lebanon (the chances 
here being figured about even) it will be due solely to 
Standard Oil’s greed and the subservience to the House 
of Rockefeller of our Administration in Washington. 

“The phoney reason given Congress by Eisenhower for 
ordering the landing of the Marines here this week was 
that he did it ‘to protect Americans’. A Congressman 
who will accept this reason should have his head (if any) 
examined. No American has been molested in Lebanon 
like those 30 American business men who were kidnapped 
by Cuban rebels and held as hostages. Ike didn’t even 
bother to send their families a message of condolence. 

“His concern over the Lebanese situation is written all 
ove the place here. A successful revolution will mean 
that the rebels will capture the town of Sidon, 25 miles 
south of here, and take over the tidewater terminus of 
Standard Oil’s 1,067-mile pipeline from the rich Saudi- 
Arabian oil fields. Also the huge storage tanks in which 
there are millions of gallons of oil awaiting ships to trans- 
port it thru and out of the Mediterranean.” 

Another threat to the American boys who are guarding 
with their lives this Rockefeller oil, is the producing wells 
which Socony-Mobil has behind the Soviet Iron curtain. 
They have a subsidiary known as the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany, which owns producing properties in Communist 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, Rumania, Austria and 
Yugoslavia. 

To further protect these Behind-the-Iron-Curtain invest- 
ments of Standard Oil, Secretary Dulles has given the 
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Communist Dictator Tito of Czechoslovakia more than $2 
billion of American tax dollars under his policy of using 
all foreign aid funds for Rockefeller aid. 

The fact that this $2 billion will be used to buy planes 
and guns and tanks and bullets, which will be turned on 
American boys if an all-out war with Communism breaks, 
is of no interest to Dulles, Eisenhower, Rockefeller or 
Standard Oil. 

In the Far East, Jersey Standard and Standard Vacuum 
are taking crude oil from the ground in Japan, Sumatra, 
Pakistan, the Phillippines, Indonesia, British Somaliland 
and New Guinea. 

And then we have California Standard, also involved in 
foreign trade and oil production up to its derrick tops. 
California Standard has a 30% interest in those 896,000 
barrels a day that is being taken from the ground in Saudi- 
Arabia by America’s oil imperialists. Engaged in market- 
ing this black gold is 58 foreign and 39 American, subsi- 
diaries.

Next to Standard Oil, General Motors is involved in 
foreign trade politics and intrigue, more than any other 
American group. It has plants in England, Argentina, 
Brazil, Belgium, France, Australia, India, Denmark, New 
Zealand, Indonesia, Sweden, Spain, South Africa, Switzer- 
Jand, Uruguay, Venezuela, Finland, Canada and Mexico. 
GM has foreign investments totalling $307,400,089 and it 
paid foreign income taxes in 1957 amounting to $89,069,- 
310. 

General Motors turns out a good low-priced automobile 
in Germany in the Opel Rekord. We drove a half dozen 
of them in Europe. It is much better than anything GM 
turns out in the United States, with the exception of its 
high priced Cadillac. 
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The Buick (once a fine car) the Chevrolet, the Olds 
and the Pontiac cannot compare in durability or perform- 
ance with the Opel Record, or with the American products 
of the Chrysler Corporation. The Chrysler items have no 
counterpart in Europe for excellence of workmanship and 
materials. 


The Rockefeller affiliate Gulf Oil is involved in produc- 
ing wells in Liberia, the Bahamas, Canada, Honduras, Cuba, 
Venezuela, Kuwait, Iran, Italy and Peru. It has 27,064 
producing wells, of which 22,944 are in foreign countries. 
Its foreign acreage is 2,387,991 compared with its US 
acreage of 1,148,453. 

International Business Machines has stolen a march on 
Standard Oil in trade with the Iron Curtain countries. 
In the last three years, it has thrown $87,169,858 into 
business investments in Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hung- 
ary, Poland and Rumania. 


What part of IBM’s $282,459,538 aggregate sales іп 1956 
was due to its five subsidiaries in these Soviet satellites 
Moody’s Manual of Industrials was unable to say. This 
amount also includes sales in its 14 plants (taking up 
868,480 square feet of floor space) in Argentina, Australia, 
Belgium, Brazil, Canada, France, West Germany, Italy. 
Japan, Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland and the 
United Kingdom.

During the time when Joe McCarthy was running high, 
wide and handsome exposing the Communist infiltration 
in our State and Defense Departments, a Senate Committee 
brought out the fact that the (so-called) Institute of Pa- 
cific Relations was being financed by the Rockefeller and 
Carnegie Foundations. Alger Hiss was the top man in 
the Carnegie set up. 


These two foundations contributed $1,233,120 to IPR. 
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The Senate Internal Security Committee found, thru a van- 
load of documents smoked out in a barn at Lee (Mass.) 
by the FBI and “captured” by Joe McCarthy, that the 
purpose of IPR was to turn the Pacific Ocean into a vast 
Russian lake. Of course, spokesmen for both foundations 
told the committee they didn’t know the purpose of IPR, 
like the man who shoots his best friend and then says 
he didn’t know the gun was loaded. 


It is significant that the Institute of Pacific Relations 
was launched in 1926 shortly after Standard Oil made its 
deal to beat the gun and start trading with the Soviets 
before this country awarded them recognition. One of 
its apparent purposes was to help Russia take over the 
whole of Asia in furtherance of Lenin’s “Who Controls 
Asia Controls the World.” 

Before the Senate Committee, the Rockefeller and Car- 
negie Foundations admitted they had financed this inter- 
national putsch with $1,233,120 but this isn’t half the 
story. Dr. Josephson in his book lists in detail 68 separate 
gifts to the Institute of Pacific Relations by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation alone (from 1926 to 1950) ranging from 
$1,726 to $250,000, and aggregating $2,167,433. 

Upton Close’s description of IPR in his weekly news- 
letter CLOSER-UP is even less complimentary than Dr. 
Josephson’s indictment, for he said: 

“Members of the Institute of Pacific Relations were 
named by the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties as being subversive and pro-Communist. The Tydings 
Committee of the Senate attempted to whitewash the whole 
affair, and this resulted in the defeat of Tydings when he 
ran for re-election. The people of Maryland had acted 
to prevent such treason — but Congress dropped the 
charges, picked them up again from time to time, but 
never passed them to completion. 
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“Meanwhile the names of those involved: Owen Latti- 
more, Alger Hiss, Dean Acheson, Frederick Vanderbilt 
Field, Philip Jaffe, Anna Rosenberg, Philip Jessup, George 
Marshall, Kate Mitchell, Agnes Smedley, Harriet Moore, 
Benjamin Kizer, Maxwell S. Stewart, Thomas A. Bisson, 
Gunther Stein, Marshall Field — only to mention a few 
of the Rockefeller-sponsored Moscow aides — these names 
will remain forever a stench in the nostrils of Americans 
who have even an inkling of the facts. 

“The IPR was launched in 1926 by the Laura Spelman 
Rockefeller Memorial Fund, with an initia] grant of $10,- 
000. From 1926 to 1950, inclusive, Rockefeller grants to 
this communist outfit totalled $2,167,433.88 — a record 
of 24 years of subsidized Red aid; and of this there is 
not the shadow of a doubt. 

“On the heads and at the hands of this Rockefeller spon- 
sored Red-aiding gang rest the loss of China to the Com- 
munists, the loss of the Korean War, the dismissal of 
General MacArthur, the death of our soldiers in Asia, the 
betrayal of MacArthur’s forces to the Sorge spy ring; 
and every other underhanded trick necessary for the ac- 
complishment of the above. 

“All possible because Rockefeller Red dollars (Red in 
political interest as well as Red with American blood) 
financed these treasons. If the nation were fully aware 
of the danger of these men, they’d be hanged!” 

The Institute of Pacific Relations isn’t the only subver- 
sive group the Rockefeller Foundation has supported hand- 
somely with tax-free funds and helped carry on their anti- 
American activities. The Foundation’s 1949 Report shows 
a gift of $100,000 to the Federal Council of Churches; and 
$62,675 for special Russian fellowships at Columbia Uni- 
versity; and $67,238 to the pro-Soviet London School of 
Economics. 
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Its 1950 Report shows a gift of $420,000 to the Russian 
Institute of Columbia University; another $110,000 to the 
Institute of Pacific Relations; and $4,500 to the Library 
of Congress at Washington (normally supported with tax 
funds) to “microfilm Soviet material and make it avail- 
able to research libraries throughout the United States”; 
also $4,000 “to distribute Russian. newspapers and period- 
icals to the principal non-governmental] libraries.” 

Its 1948 Report shows a gift of $110,000 to Cornell 
University “to study President Truman’s loyalty order of 
March 21, 1947, and the work of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, to see if they could find some 
violation of civil liberties.”

It has been hard to convince some people that the Rocke- 
feller group, at least, didn’t know what it was doing. If 
they didn’t, it would make old John D. turn over in his 
grave, because one of his primary business principles was 
to know exactly what you are doing and where you are 
headed before you even start. 


So, when the House of Rockefeller launched its “foreign 
office,” named the Council of Foreign Relations, it knew 
exactly what it was doing. It fused into a pressure group 
some of the worst of the Communist agents and spies 
(uncovered by the FBI, the House and Senate Commit- 
tees), some of the most prominent parlor pinks that were 
ever brought into Washington by the “New” deal and 
cream of New York’s “conservative” banking and inter- 
nationalist element. 

Membership in CFR is by invitation only. It is financed, 
operated and directed by the House of Rockefeller in be- 
half of its international trade projects and phoney political 
ideology. The Council occupies a large corner building at 
Park Avenue and 68th Street. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
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pays all upkeep, administration and maintenance expenses. 
Its operations program, as published in its annual reports, 
indicate that it is not only a “State Department” and a 
“Foreign Relations’ Committee for the House of Rocke- 
feller, but a national and international propaganda and 
lobby organization as well. 


Its functions in thinly veiled announcements are two- 
fold: 


(1) To propagandize, thru the press and over the air- 
waves, for a legislative and administratvie foreign policy 
to protect and advance the interests of those American 
industrial behemoths making up part of the House of 
Rockefeller which do business on a large scale in foreign 
lands; and 


(2) To pressure whatever Administration is in power 
at Washington to let the House of Rockefeller formulate 
as much of this country’s foreign policy as it desires, and 
to pressure the Congress into “going along” with this pro- 
gram. 


There can be no other reason for the existence of such 
a lobby which spends millions of dollars a year on its 
program, and two component parts of the House of Rocke- 
feller for whose benefit CFR operates, make over a bil- 
lion dollars a year in profits, much of these billions from 
foreign operations. The last annual report shows it used 
only half a million of its own money for this propaganda, 
but the same report announces a “grant” of $1,500,000 
by the left-wing Ford Foundation. 


Representing the parlor pinks in the CFR are Ex-Sen- 
ator William Benton of Connecticut and his business part- 
ner (Chester Bowles); George Backer who married him- 
self into the editorship of the left-wing New York POST; 

‘Walter Lippmann, left wing columnist; Senator Clifford 
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Case of New Jersey; David Dubinsky, head of the Inter- 
national Ladies Garment Union; the late Elmer Davis, 
left wing radiorator; Marquis Childs, another left wing 
‘columnist, and Paul G. Hoffman of the left-wing Ford 
Foundation. 


The backhouse reds include Alger Hiss; his assistant in 
stealing State Department secrets and selling them to Rus- 
sia (Joseph E. Johnson) ; Stephen P. Duggan (director of 
the Communist Institute of International Education) ; 
Frederick V. Field (the wealthy crackpot who financed 
the Institute of Pacific Relations after Rockefeller money 
ran out); Edward L. Carter and William L. Holland (exec- 
utive directors of IPR); Owen J. Lattimore and William 
W. Lockwood (both editors of AMERASIA, IPR’s official 
propaganda sheet); and Joseph Barnes whom the McCar- 
ran Internal Security Committee of the Senate divulged 
had participated in a conference in Moscow on March 26, 
1934, in which he and other “Americans” agreed to de- 
liver military information to Russia disguised as “scholar- 
ly exchange.” 

Industrialists include Benjamin Fairless of US Steel, 
Brewster B. Jennings of Standard Oil, Thomas J. Watson, 
Jr. of International Business Machines, Juan T. Trippe of 
Pan American Airways, Artemus Gates of American Smelt- 
ing, William S. Gray of Texas Oil, Richard H. West of 
Sterling Drug, Alfred P. Sloan of General Motors, Alex- 
ander Nagle of American Sugar, W. Cameron Forbes of 
United Fruit and dozens of others. 

Men well respected and high in public life include John 
Foster Dulles (Secretary of State), Christian Herter (his 
assistant and former Governor of Massachusetts), W. 
Averell Harriman (Governor of New York), David K. 
Estes Bruce (Ambassador to Germany who married into 
the Gulf Oil and Aluminum family), Clarence Dillon (ex- 
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Ambassador to France), Herbert H. Lehman (former Sen- 
ator from New York), John Hay Whitney (Ambassador 
to England), H. Alexander Smith (Senator from New Jer- 
sey) and William McC. Martin, Jr. (Chairman of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System). 

The Rockefeller control over the White House — past, 
present and future — is shown by the incumbents, can- 
didates and aspirants who are loyal and dutiful members 
of the Council, and therefore of the House of Rockefeller. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower is an obedient buck private in 
CFR ranks. So is former President Herbert Hoover (and 
his son, Herbert Junior, the former Assistant Secretary 
of State). Tom Dewey and Adlai Stevenson, both two- 
time losers. The late Wendell Wilkie, who had his ears 
pinned back by that other Rockefeller boy (Roosevelt) in 
1940, was another loyal CFR Rockefeller man, as was the 
late Charles Gates Dawes, onetime Vice President of the 
United States. 

In the face of this adroit handling of our nation’s lead- 
ing front men, it comes as no surprise that the House of 
Rockefeller is able to draft 1,200,000 American boys, and 
spend $20 billion of the taxpayers’ money a year, main- 
taining and manning over 50 military bases in Europe to 
guard 100 billion barrels of Rockefeller oil in the Middle 
East. 

The House hasn’t overlooked the colleges and makes 
every effort to turn out educated robots already brain- 
washed in the image of the House of Rockefeller. Henry 
M. Wriston is the dummy President of the Council of 
Foreign Relations and the real President of Brown Uni- 
versity. Robert G. Sproul is President of the University 
of California. Thomas 1. Parkinson is a director of both 
Columbia and Penn. Harold E. Stassen is a former Presi- 
dent of Penn. Frederick W. Ecker is a trustee of Cornell, 
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Arthur H. Sulzberger of Columbia, Percy J. Ebbott of 
Oberlin and George W. Burpee of Bowdoin. 

John D. the 3rd is a director of Princeton and David 
Rockefeller of Harvard and Chicago. Other members of 
Harvard’s Board of Overseers include such Rockefeller 
stalwarts as Arthur A. Houghton, Clarence Dillon, Arthur 
W. Page and Thomas S. Lamont. These are a few.

Through the Council of Foreign Relations, the House 
has taken over directorial control of both the left-wing 
Ford Foundation and the lefter-wing Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace. It was the latter that helped the 
Rockefeller Foundation finance Stalin’s Institute of Pacific 
Relations during its halcyon days before Senators Pat Mc- 
Carran and Joe McCarthy, with the help of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, blew the whistle on it. 

CFR members holding directorships on the Ford Founda- 
tion are John Cowles, Donald K. David, Paul G. Hoffman, 
H. Rowan Gaither (president), Robert M. Hutchinson, 
Henry T. Heald (president of both Equitable Life and the 
Ford Foundation), Milton Katz, David Rockefeller, and 
Joseph E. Johnson. Former Ford Foundation directors, 
from the CFR, included Alger Hiss, John F. Dulles and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

CFR members, holding directorships on the Carnegie 
Endowment, are Thomas J. Watson, James T. Shotwell 
(who succeeded Alger Hiss as President of the Carnegie 
Endowment Fund), Ben M. Cherrington, Arthur A. Bal- 
lentine, Harvey H. Bundy, Frederick S. Dunn, Ernest A. 
Gross, Philip C. Jessup, Joseph E. Johnson, Milton Katz, 
Grayson L. Kirk, and Edward R. Murrow.

Another rosy red organization to which the Rockefeller 

Foundation contributes thumping sums of propaganda 
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money is the Federal Council of Churches. This is the 
outfit Naval Intelligence found to be “subversive, and one 
of the strongest of the organizations which, while not 
openly advocating the force-and-violence principles of the 
Communist Party, actually does give aid and comfort to 
the Communist movement and party.” 

“It is a large radical ‘pacifist’ organization,” Naval In- 
telligence reported, “and probably represents 20,000,000 
Protestants in the United States. However, its leadership 
consists of a small radical group which dictates its policies. 
It is always extremely active in any matters against na- 
tional defense.” 

In many official pronouncements, the Federal Council 
has attacked free enterprise, capitalism and the American 
way of life, and has boldly advocated Socialism. In an 
official report in 1932, the Federal Council states: “The 
Christian ideal calls for hearty support of а planned 
economic system . . . It demands that co-operation shall 
replace competition as a fundamental method.” 

At a full meeting in Indianapolis in December, 1932, 
the Federal Council adopted unanimously this Socialist 
creed: “The churches should stand for social planning and 
control of the credit and monetary systems and the 
economic processes.” 

The following year, 1933, the Council officially declared: 
“The Christian conscience can be satisfied with nothing 
less than the complete substitution of motives of mutual 
helpfulness and good will for the motive of private gain.” 

The Federal Council has not changed since then. This 
anti-free enterprise, anti-profit attitude is still its funda- 
mental policy. In Cleveland in January, 1945, it again 
attacked the right of private property as an absolute free- 
dom and further states, “Мапу changes may be necessary 
in our economic practices. These changes will probably 
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lie in the direction of a larger measure of social planning 
and contro] than characterized our pre-war system.” 

“It is my conviction that one cannot be a Christian, if 
he must function within a society where self-interest and 
personal profit are the dynamic of industrial life.” (Dr. 
J. Henry Carpenter, Chairman of the Federal Council’s 
Department on the Church and Cooperatives.) 

“The principle of competition seems to be nothing more 
than a partly conventionalized embodiment of primeval 
selfishness.” (Samuel McCrea Cavert, General Secretary 
of the Federal Council, in an official Council publication.) 

“When the Western world was floundering in an unjust 
and competitive order . . . God reached out and put his 
hand on the Russian communists to produce a juster order 
and to show a recumbent church what it has missed in 
its own, gospel.” (E. Stanley Jones, Federal Council-spon- 
sored preacher and speaker.) 

“The Soviet Union is progressing and growing up 
economically and politically since the time of the Czars, 
while capitalist society is starving and going down.” 
(Harry F. Ward in a radio broadcast May 21, 1946.) 

“Denominationally, I am a Presbyterian, religiously a 
Unitarian, and politically, I’m a Communist. I’m not 
preaching to make people good or anything of the sort. 
I’m in the church because I can reach people easier that 
way and get them organized for Communism.” (Rev. 
Claude C. Williams, a confessed Communist Party mem- 
ber, Director of People’s Institute of Applied Religion, and 
long-time intimate of prominent Federal Council person- 
alities.) 

“The only way out is an economic order which increas- 
ingly eliminates the profit motive.” (Edward L. Parsons, 
Bishop of California.) 

J. Edgar Hoover, the efficient and pro-American head 
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of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which has done 
more to expose Communism in America and Communist 
infiltration than all other US bureaus and agencies put 
together, had this to say of the Federal Council of 
Churches. 

“I confess to a real apprehension, so long as Communists 
are able to secure ministers of the gospel to promote their 
evil word.”

Another place where “Radicalism” (a flattering term for 
Communist intrigue) is allowed to run riot is Columbia 
University in New York. This is known as “the Rocke- 
feller College.” We'll let FORTUNE Magazine, the Rocke- 
feller organ for business men and tycoons, speak for us: 


“At Teachers College (a large unit of Columbia U.) you 
will find Miss J. H., but there you will not find many 
teachers from New York City itself; the New York school 
authorities look rather askance at West 120th Street, feel- 
ing on the one hand that it is a nest of radicals, on the 
other that too many of its courses are mere frills and 
icing, and perhaps remembering how often TC has criti- 
cized their methods. 

“Most New York teachers who study in summer go to 
NYU or City College where there is presumably neither 
froth nor ferment and where, as a matter of fact, the 
fees are slightly lower. 

“What New York sneers at as mere frills and icing, 
Texarkana or Saginaw will more likely than not refer with 
pride as Progressive Education and in such places one 
does not lose by having studied Rudiments of Improvis- 
ing, or Modern Trends in Literature for Young Children. 

“But outside New York, as well as in, the pinkish tinge 
, of TC — dyed a blood red by the Hearst papers — has 
caused the institution some harm. Hearst campaigning 
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has led many school boards throughout the country to 
be thumbs down оп any teacher who has studied at Teach- 
ers’ College. 

“Indeed, because of Hearst influence, Representative 
Blanton of Texas forced the Washington (D.C.) Superin- 
tendent of Schools to quiz his 3,000 teachers as to how 
many of them had studied or planned to study there. 

“Several years ago a Hearst reporter in Syracuse, NY, 
wrote as plain Dick Smith to Professor John N. Wash- 
burne of Syracuse University for information about liberal 
and Communist clubs, pretending to have a bona fide in- 
terest. As soon as he got the information, he wrote it 
up exposing Washburne as a Red. 

“When a similar phoney letter was sent to Prof. George 
S. Counts of Teachers College he at once smelled a rat 
and turned it over to TC’s publicity department. This 
led to a straight interview between Counts and two re- 
porters from Hearst’s New York AMERICAN at which 
Counts aired his Leftist views. Since then he has been 
consistently referred to as ‘Red Russia’s Apostle’, in the 
Hearst newspapers. 

“The SPARK, a 4-page mimeographed paper issued by 
the Columbia nucleus of the Communist party, is handed 
out and the new Vanguard issue by the TC Communists 
will make its appearance this summer; and mass meetings 
are held in the few campus buildings that can be com- 
mandeered — scarcely anything more.” 

That, coming from Columbia’s (collective) patron Saint 
is quite an admission. 


Chopter 13 
The Family 


The current active generation of the Rockefeller Family 
is comprised of the five’sons of John D. Junior. 

None of them are loafers. None are spoiled sons of 
wealthy parents. None of them are dullards, getting by 
on the family money. All are well-trained for a certain 
type of citizenship by their father, who was well trained 
for the same type of citizenship by his father. 

Hamilton Fish, Harvard’s greatest football player (Cap- 
tain 1909, All American tackle 1908-09) is a man of in- 
dependent mind as well as means. He hobnobs with the 
Rockefellers, the Cabots, the Vanderbilts, the Lees of Vir- 
ginia, as well as uncouth Texas millionaries and West 
Virginia coal barons. 

When first informed of some of the activities of The 
House he said: 


“That can’t be. I know all the Rockefeller boys. They 
are as fine a bunch of chaps as you'll meet in a month 
of Sundays.” 

This probably is true. But the Shenanigans of The House 
are also true whether the Fishes and Cabots and Lees 
and the Rockefeller boys themselves know it or not. And 
the Rockefeller boys know plenty. 

The House of Rockefeller has become a Frankenstein 
that has gotten away from the heirs of its founder. It 
is a Frankenstein that will rise up on its hind legs and 
destroy anyone who gets in its path — The Rockefeller 
brothers and cousins and other relatives included. 

Geneaologists have traced the Rockefeller family tree 
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back to 900 A.D., when the family name was Roquefeuille 
(Rock Leaf, in English) and the family manor was near 
Lodeve in the Cevennes, France. 

After marrying his school girl sweetheart (Laura Celes- 
te Spellman) John D. Senior begot, in order, Bessie, John 
D. Junior, Alta and Edith. 

It was John D. Junior (born in 1874) who for 40 years 
has carried the ball for the House of Rockefeller. He 
married Abby Greene Aldrich, daughter of Sen. Nelson 
Aldrich of Rhode Island whose name in history is synono- 
mous with special privilege and high tariffs. 

Bessie, who was born in 1866, married Prof. Charles 
Augustus Strong of Cornell University, had one daughter 
and died in 1906. 

Alta married E. Parmalee Prentice, a Chicago lawyer 
who came to New York and joined the firm of Milbank, 
Tweed, Hope & Webb. Later Winthrop W. Aldrich be- 
came a member of this firm, which handled most of the 
important legal matters for the House of Rockefeller until 
the ravages of age brought about succession to them by 
Sullivan and Cromwell. 

Edith, the baby of the family was born in 1872. She 
married Harold McCormick of the famous Harvester family 
and begat five children, including Fowler McCormick, 
present head of the International Harvester Company and 
cousin of the late Bertie McCormick, owner of the powerful 
Chicago TRIBUNE for many years. 

John D. Senior’s older brother (William) left many heirs 
who married into such famous and powerful financial 
families as the Dodges and McAlpins and Stillmans. His 
son (Percy) was a Wall Street operator of parts in his 
own, rights. His grandson (James Stillwell Rockefeller) is 
President of the First-National City Bank, second largest 
in the world. 
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Now we come to the present generation of the John D. 
limb, known as the Five Rockefeller Brothers. Only one 
has any political ambitions. Nelson was elected Governor 
of New York (1958) and is now candidate for President of 
the United States come the 1960 elections. 


Someone sold Winthrop a phoney bill of political goods. 
He was induced to move to Arkansas and buy a luxurious 
farm with the intimation that the Rockefeller billions and 
a promise to make all Arkansas rich with new industries, 
could make him Governor. This group guessed wrong on 
the Little Rock segregation mess. 


John Davison Rockefeller 8га was born in 1907 and went 
to Princeton, where he graduated in 1929. Nelson Aldrich 
Rockefeller was born in 1909 and graduated from Dart- 
mouth in 1930. Laurance Rockefeller was born in 1911 
and graduated from Princeton in 1933. 


Winthrop, who was born in 1913, wanted to be a Yale 
man but couldn’t make the grade. When the professors 
at New Haven wanted to let him take one year over he 
withdrew from the college. 

David was born in 1916 and went, first to Harvrad, then 
to Chicago and later to England’s notorious socialist college 
— the London School of Economics. 

FORTUNE for March 1955 says of the five Rockefeller 
brothers: 

“The world of the Rockefeller brothers is as packed with 
diversity as one would expect of five individuals, each 
distinct in tastes, temperament and choice of career. Its 
axis is Manhattan but its horizons extend to the Orient, 
Africa and Latin America. 

“At its core are the wealth and philanthropies of grand- 
father John D. Senior. The Rockefeller Foundation (chair- 
man John D. 3rd) was established by him along with the 
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Rockefeller Institute (chairman David); some of his for- 
tune also went into the Chase National Bank (where David 
has been such a success) into Rockefeller Center and the 
family estate at Pocantico. 

“Upon this base the brothers have built their reputa- 
tions through individual enterprise and joint endeavors — 
The Rockefeller Brothers Fund, their own “Foundation”; 
Rockefeller Brothers, Inc., their management company — 
or by such actions as getting their father to donate $8,- 
500,000 to the United Nations site. 

“John, the philanthropist, has lately found an absorbing 
interest in Japan and the problems of overpopulation. 
Nelson, despite the rigors of a Washington job, has kept 
a private profiting-making Point Four program — IBEC, 
going in Latin America along with a non-profit social de- 
velopment company, AIA. 

“Lawrence puts half his time in venture investments 
(aviation companies, a textile mill in the Belgian Congo), 
the rest in non-business activities: Memorial Center, con- 
servation, plus extraordinary gifts — e.g. half of St. John 
Island in the Caribbean for a national park. 

“Lawrence is known as the gambler of the family for 
his speculative business investments. He has $3,000,000 
worth of stock in Eastern Airlines which entitles him to 
a seat on the Board of Directors. 

“He owns 21% of Reaction Motors (rocket engine), 20% 
of Marquardt Aircraft (ram-jets), 27% of Wallace Avia- 
tion (jet engine blades), 30% of Flight Refueling, 17% 
of Piasecki Helicopter, 24% of Airborne Instruments . 
Laboratory, 24% of Aircraft Radio (electronic equipment), 
3% of New York Airways (inter-airport helicopter service), 
5% of Horizons (new titanium-zirconium reduction pro- 
cess) and 17% of Nuclear Development Associates (atomic 
engineering). 
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“Winthrop’s main interests have been his adopted state, 
Arkansas, his farm there (Winrock), the Urban League, 
IBEC, Housing and Colonial Williamsburg (chairman). 

“David, the banker, strikes a balance between civic re- 
sponsibilities — Westchester County planning, Morning- 
side Gardens — and international activities like the Car- 
negie Endowment.” 

The directorates held by the five Rockefeller brothers 
give an index to their business characters and extraordi- 
nary energy and industry for boys born, with silver spoons 
in their mouths. It is also indicative of how the House of 
Rockefeller “concerns” itself with governmental] affairs. 


John D. III is chairman of the Board of Trustees of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, General Education Board and prod- 
ucts of Asia, Inc. He is President and a trustee of the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund, Inc.; President of Population 
Council and Japan Society, Inc.; trustee of Princeton Uni- 
versity and Harvard-Yenching Institute; Vice Chairman 
of the Board of Foreign Policy Association. And he is a 
director of the American International Association for 
Economic and Social Development, New York Life Insur- 
ance Company, Phelps Memorial Hospital Association, 
Rockefeller Brothers, Inc., and Rockefeller Center, Inc. 

Nelson is Chairman of the Boards of Directors of Rocke- 
feller Center and Government Affairs Foundation, Inc.; 
President and Director of International Basic Economic 
Corporation; President and trustee of the Museum of In- 
digenous Art; Director of the American International As- 
sociation for Economic and Social Development; and trus- 
tee of the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, IBEC Research 
Institute and the Museum of Modern Art. 

Lawrence is in politics in a small way as Secretary and 
Commissioner of the Palisades Interstate Park Commis- 

‘Sm sion. The fact that the Rockefeller real estate holdings 
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could be affected by acts of the Commission may have 
been a spur for Lawrence to seek and obtain this post. 


He is President and Director of Rockefeller Brothers, 
Inc.; Vice President and trustee of Rockefeller Brothers 
Fund; Chairman of the Board of Trustees of Caneel Bay 
Plantation, Inc.; 2nd Vice President and trustee of New 
York Zoological Society; President and member Board of 
Managers, Memorial Center for Cancer and Allied Dis- 
eases; President and Trustee, Jackson Hole Preserve, Inc.; 
Director of Chase Manhattan Bank, Eastern Airlines, Fila- 
tures et Tissages Africains, Internationa] Basic Economy 
Corporation, International Nickel, Olin Mathieson Chemi- 
cal Corporation and Rockefeller Center, Inc.; trustee of 
the Alfred P. Sloan Foundation, Inc.; Conservation Founda- 
tion, Inc., and Sloan-Kettering Institute for Cancer Re- 
search. 

Winthrop is the “lazy” man of the family. His only 
trusteeships and directorships are on Colonial Williams- 
burg, Inc., Industrial Relationships, Inc., Williamsburg 
Restoration, Inc., and Rockefeller Center. 


David has been in politics in a small way as secretary 
(lid sitter) to the late Mayor Fiorella LaGuardia of New 
York City. He is the family’s out-in-the-open left winger, 
having gotten that way from taking seriously his socialist 
professor (Oskar Lange) at the parlor pink University of 
Chicago, and in a course at the rosy red London School 
of Economics. 

His directorships include America-Korean Foundation, 
Chase Manhattan Bank of which he is also a Vice Presi- 
dent, Council on Foreign Relations of which he is also Vice 
President, IBEC Research Institute of which he is also 
Chairman, the left-wing Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace of which he is also Vice President and 
Treasurer, International House of New York, Laboratory 
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for Electronics, Inc., Morningside Heights, Inc., of which 
he is also President, Museum of Modern Art, Punta Allegre 
Sugar Corporation, Rockefeller Brothers Foundation, 
Rockefeller Institute and the University of Chicago. He 
also holds a similar post with Harvard but, to be different, 
the second oldest college in America calls its directors 
“overseers.” 

John D. Junior seems to have turned over the family 
management of The House to his sons. He doesn’t have 
a single directorship or trusteeship. Не is listed as an 
honorary trustee of Colonial Williamsburg, the only his- 
toric spot away from Washington visited by Queen Eliza- 
beth of England on her trip to the United States in 1957. 
And practically lives there nowadays. 

Winthrop Williams Aldrich, brother-in-law of John D. 
Junior, and uncle-by-marriage of the Rockefeller brothers, 
and his banking career is described in another chapter 
of this book. He was the son of old Senator Aldrich 
(Rhode Island) famous, or notorious, because his name 
was given the odoriferous Payne-Aldrich Tariff Act at the 
end of the last century. In this tariff act every large 
corporation that gave generously to the Republican cam- 
paign chest was taken care of “generously” with a special- 
ly privileged inordinately high tariff on the product that 
it had to sell. 

Of Senator Aldrich, FOTRUNE for January 1936 said: 

“Aldrich became one of the most effective and tactful 
engines of the New England industrial interests, an out- 
standing protectionist and a bitterly assailed target of the 
liberals in Congress, notably Robert M. LaFollette Senior. 
Senator Aldrich also was a heavy and successful investor 
in New England industry.” 

Abby and Winthrop Aldrich were descendants of old 

$ New England families who had made fortunes in the slave 
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and rum trades. Before the middle of the 19th century 
the slave market in the South became saturated and com- 
petition in the rum business too great. 


Then they turned to cotton and wool milling, but soon 
found that the slaves they had sold to Southern planta- 
tion owners provided cheap labor — labor too cheap for 
them to compete with. Thus pressed financially and in- 
dustrially, they became ardent Abolitionists. 

To protect their industries they — and their money — 
engineered the War Between the States, known in the 
North as the Civil War. Again they found they had 
guessed wrong. The freed Negroes, in competition with 
the low class of whites, provided the South with cheaper 
labor of all sorts. 


This began to lure the New England cotton and wool 
mills from the North and then the Aldrich-Rockefeller- 
type of families began to plump for desegregation. The 
plumping is still going on with the help of the Supreme 
Court which appears never to have read the Constitution 
of the United States. 


After slugging Senator Taft out of the political picture 
at Chicago in 1952 — with House of Rockefeller money 
and General Motors’ position of life-or-death over the busi- 
ness careers of the leaders of the Michigan and Oregon 
delegations — Aldrich thought he deserved a “political 
reward.” 

He had President Eisenhower procure the resignation of 
the then Ambassador to England and appoint him (Ald- 
rich) to the Court of St. James, as the Ambassadorship 
to England is called. For some three years he basked in 
the London limelight, the representative of rich old Uncle 
Sam who could always be depended on. to come to Britain’s 
rescue with money and blood when the going got tough. 

Suddenly Aldrich “resigned”. Some people thought he 
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had gotten tired of wearing knee breeches, silk hose and 
kissing the Queen’s toe. But insiders say England asked 
for his resignation because they considered the United 
States had double-crossed them in the Suez venture by 
refusing to condone the belligerent acts of England, France 
and Israel. They thought Aldrich could have prevented 
this attitude, or at least warned them that it was coming. 


Like Bernard Baruch, the Rockefellers are able to get 
away with working both sides of the political street. When 
the pendulum is swinging to the Democrats, as it did for 
so many years, most of their contributions went to the 
Democratic Party in election campaigns. 

Now that the Republicans are in the saddle it is just 
the other way. In 1956, 14 members of the Rockefeller 
family gave $152,604 to the Republicans, none to the op- 
position. This is a little over $10,000 a piece, while the 
limit under the law is $5,000. However, one of the ways 
the exponents of Special Privilege got around this is to 
give to state, county and city committees as well as the 
National Committee, also to such auxiliaries as Citizens- 
for-Eisenhower and Democrats-for-Eisenhower and other 
phonily-named political tails to the Republican National 
Committee kite. 

The pendulum is swinging toward the Democratic Party 
as this book is written. The blunders of the Rockefeller’s 
boy Ike in the White House, the Rockefeller-Eisenhower 
Depression, the usurpation of Constitutional powers of the 
executive and legislative branches by the judicial, all have 
made the party in power (Republicans) very unpopular. 
It won’t be surprising if the entire Rockefeller crowd joins 
the Democrats for the 1960 campaign. 

Altho one of John D. (senior’s) daughters had married 
into the McCormick (International Harvester) family, the 
Chicago TRIBUNE, owned by Robert R. McCormick, never 
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seemed to pull its punches on the Rockefeller family. On 
April 22, 1949, Walter Trohan, the TRIBUNE’s ace Wash- 
ington correspondent, wrote: 

“The National Basic Economic Corporation was formed 
(in South America) by Nelson Rockefeller, who outdid his 
grandfather (John D. Rockefeller, Senior) by giving away 
millions of American tax dollars where the Oil King gave 
away his own dimes. 

“Young Rockefeller’s giving was concentrated in South 
America where he now expects to reap a harvest of dol- 
lars, tax free in the United States, through a corporation 
that is sponsoring a new deal of its own. Among the 
schemes advanced are spraying of coffee plantations from 
the air by helicopters, checking plague, improving swine 
herds, mechanizing farms, bettering corn crops and build- 
ing a chain of grain elevators. 

“Rockefeller came to the government in 1940, at the 
time of the peacetime draft. He was then 32 years old. 
He was made Co-ordinator of Inter-American Affairs and 
held this job through the war. From, the first he dazzled 
New Deal “professionals” in showing them new ways of 
spending money. He poured billions into what members 
of Congress called boondoggling propaganda projects. 

“This included motion pictures entitled ‘Willie the 
Mouse,’ ‘Does Nature Prefer Blondes?’, ‘How to Control 
Grasshopper’, etc. He also plastered the Continent with 
magazines and culture-spreading visitors. Senator Butler 
of Nebraska remarked that this Rockefeller unit was 
changing our good neighbor policy to one of rich-uncle- 
ism. The Co-ordinator of Inter-American Affairs spent 
six billion dollars.” 

о 

Another Rockefeller political putsch seems to have laid 

an egg in Arkansas. Just why Winthrop would leave the 
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comforts and artificial civilization of New York for the 
arid hills of Arkansas is only explained by political realists 
who say he had his eye on the Governorship of Arkansas, 
and after that the United States Senate. 

One conclusion from events of the blunder made in the 
Razorback state by both Ike and the Republican party is 
that they thought the tale that the U.S. Supreme Court 
is sacrosanct and that what it says “is the law of the 
land” would go over with those Arkansas “hillbillies’” and 
react against Governor Faubus. 

Winthrop was to offer to save the state from Faubus- 
ism. The House of Rockefeller was to promise to make 
everybody in Arkansas rich by sending hundreds of new 
industries down there. And Winthrop would be elected 
Governor and later Senator. 

But it didn’t work out that way. The people of Arkansas 
had more respect and love for their state laws and the 
Federal Constitution than they did for the Supreme Court’s 
political decisions. As a result, Gov. Faubus is in an im- 
pregnable position and Winthrop would suffer a humiliat- 
ing defeat if he ran even for dog catcher of Bull Shoals. 

о 

No story of the Rockefeller Family would be complete 
without the story of Rockefeller Center, the Rockefeller 
Foundation and the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search. When John D. Junior was first saddled, through 
no fault of his own, with the three city blocks between 
5th and 6th Avenues, 48th and 51st Streets, the project 
enterprise was to be called Rockefeller City. Later it was 
changed to Rockefeller Center. 

Rockefeller Center had its beginning in the agitation 
back in 1928 for a new site for a Metropolitan Opera 
House. All of the 200-odd leases on the 461,000 square 
feet of property owned by Columbia University in their 
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Mid-town Manhattan Speakeasy Belt were soon, to expire. 
Since Columbia used the land to make money and not for 
educational purposes a realty broker thought it could be 
had en masse as an opera center if the sum offered was 
attractive. 

The promoters of this thought went to John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. and the result was organization of the Metro- 
politan Square Corporation which leased the Columbia land 
in 1929 for 24 years with three renewal options. Plans 
for the opera center fell through. 


John D. Junior found himself with 12 acres of expensive 
real estate on his hands and a depression in the offing. 
Since the Rockefellers believe in self-sustaining projects, 
the builders and managers had to plan a series of edifices 
that would presumably pay carrying charges and “make 
a little over. 

It came as a godsend when Radio Corporation of 
America, National Broadcasting Company and Radio-Keith- 
Orpheum Corporation agreed to take enough space in two 
proposed buildings to make it possible for the builders to 
go ahead with their plans. 

A prodigious piece of architectural engineering was in- 
volved but this was successfully taken care of, since Rocke- 
fellers know how to hire the best help obtainable and never 
hesitate to pay the price for brains. However, the Center 
was some years ahead of New York’s self-appointed critics 
of this thing, that thing and the other thing. 

The Rockefellers had to take unmerciful ribbing from 
little sheets like the NEW YORKER, which wasn’t getting 
so much House-of-Rockefeller advertising then as it is now, 
from stage comedians and from wisecrackers of all sorts. 
As the building filled up, however, the wisdom of the 
planners became apparent. 

According to the building’s press agents, it cost $130,- 
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000,000 to build them and, when full of tenants will yield 
$10,800,000 a year in rents. At present there are 14 build- 
ings but others are being planned. They are: 

RCA Building (with an annex), International Building 
(with two annexes, called the Italian Building and the 
Portugese Building), Associated Press Building, Time-Life 
Building, Esso Building, Eastern Airlines Building, British 
Building, French Building, Building of the Americas, U.S. 
Rubber Building and Sinclair Oil Building. 

The Rockefellers are reported planning a cute trick. 
There is a city law exempting property from taxation 
which has been used for non-profit for 25 years. In the 
area which they plan to annex for expanded Rockefeller 
Center a museum of some sort has been built with founda- 
tion for a skyscraper. As soon as the 25 years are up, 
this will be torn down and skyscraper built which will be 
free from city’s taxes. 

FORTUNE for December 1936 says: 

“You can do almost anything in Rockefeller Center. 

“People come to get a passport, or to watch the Rocket- 
tes perform in the Music Hall, or to buy Colette in the 
original at the Librairie de France, or to laugh at the 
black-coated scarecrow in the Garden of the Nations, or 
to meander through the studios of the National Broad- 
casting Company, or to buy a pipe at Dunhills’, or to have 
vim put in their muscles at Reilly’s Health Center, or to 
hire a tree surgeon, or to pick up some Czechoslovakian 
peasant art, or to learn comptometer operation, or to de- 
posit some money in the Chase National Bank, or to be 
fitted for an arch supporter, or to study languages by the 
Berlitz System, or to call on bridge expert Ely Culbertson, 
or to get a watch repaired.” 

We get this from a book entitled YOUR LIFE IS THEIR 
TOY, by Emanuel Josephson, MD, of New York City, one 
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of the best versed people in, the world of Rockefellerana. 
He said: 

“It was Senator Wagner who introduced in Congress 
Public Bill No. 296 (72nd Congress) which made Rocke- 
feller’s real estate development a unique Free Port in this 
country in 1932. This meant that merchants located there 
could import merchandise and display it for sale without 
first paying duty. 

“This implies discrimination against every other port in 
the country, which is prohibited by the Constitution. It 
also implies discrimination against other property holders. 
For it enabled Rockefeller City to lure tenants from other 
buildings with the inducement that it would require less 
capital to engage in import business by virtue of its being 
a free port. To make matters worse, the ground on, which 
the Center is built is tax-exempt (because it is owned by 
Columbia University) and its rentals were corresponding- 
ly lower. 

“The vacancies resulting from wholesale exodus of 
tenants into Radio City from other properties in New York 
City was equivalent in its effect to short selling and sharp- 
ly depressed the value of real estate in New York City. 
Interested parties were able to grab up property thus de- 
preciated at bankrupt prices.” 

о 

As John D. Senior got along in years, and it dawned 
on him that he couldn’t take any of the millions he was 
piling up into the Great Beyond with him, he conceived 
the laudable plan of giving it away where he thought it 
would do the most good. 

Mister Senior had an ecclesiastical friend named Fred- 
erick T. Gates, whose chase of the Almighty Dollar had 
taken, him on the Board of Rockefeller’s Colorado Fuel & 
Iron Company, a Board that permitted or countenanced 
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the slaughter of many women and children during the 
miners’ strike in 1913-1914. 

Long before the Colorado incident, the Rev. Mr. Gates 
who had ambitions to get into the social service “game”, 
suggested that the Rockefeller fortune be used to “advance 
the cause of education” in, our illiterate land. On Gates’ 
advice John D. launched in 1902 the General Education 
Board. The objects of the Board seem to have been clear- 
ly stated by Organizer Gates in his “Occasional Paper No. 
1,” which was the first of a number of occasional house 
organs put out by the General Education Board: 

“In our dreams we have limitless resources and the 
people yield themselves with perfect docility to our mold- 
ing hands. The present educational conventions fade from 
our minds and, unhampered by tradition, we work our own 
goodwill upon a grateful and responsive rural folk. 

~ “We shall not try to make these people, or any of their 
children, into philosophers, or men of learning, or of 
science. We have not to raise up from among authors, 
editors, poets or men of letters. 


“We shall not search for embryo great artists, painters, 
musicians, nor lawyers, doctors, preachers, politicians, 
statesmen of whom we have now an ample supply. The 
task we set before ourselves is very simple as well as a 
beautiful one, to train these people as we find them to 
be a perfectly ideal life just where they are. 

“So we will organize our children into a little community 
and teach them to do in a perfect way the things their 
fathers and mothers are doing in an imperfect way, in 
the homes, in the shop and on the farm.” 

In other words, to brainwash the rural folk of America. 

It is doubtful if John D. Senior had this in mind when 
he started the General Education Board, but there is no 

doubt as to what this ecclesiastical gentleman, with a

sharper nose for the Almighty Dollar than for the lives 
of innocent women and children, had in mind. 

A former Federal Farm Management director (W. S. 
Spillman) said in the New York Globe March 28, 1919: 

`“... I was approached by an agent of Mr. Rockefeller 
with the statement that his object in establishing the 
Geenral Education, Board was to gain control of the edu- 
cational institutions of the country so that all men em- 
ployed in them might be ‘right.’ I was then informed 
that the Board has been successful with smaller institu- 
tions but that the larger institutions had refused to accept 
the Rockefeller money with strings tied to it. My inform- 
ant said that Rockefeller is going to add $100,000,000 to 
the Foundation for the express purpose of forcing his 
money on the big institutions.” 

Dr. Josephson in his YOUR LIFE IS THEIR TOY said 
the Board eventually succeeded in gaining control over 
most schools, colleges and universities in the country. They 
found it hard to resist the jingle of ready cash. They 
were forced to turn over to the Board power of dictation 
of their personnel and curriculum. These facts were re- 
ported to the Senate in January 1917 by Senator Kenyon 
of Iowa. 

The next logical step was an organization of infinitely 
larger size, scope and influence. The Rockefeller Founda- 
tion brainchild was born and $100,000,000 for brainwash- 
ing the country promised from the Rockefeller fortune 
which by that time (without any Federal income tax) 
was at the many billion dollar level. 

The birth of the Rockefeller Foundation, and the mid- 
wifery of Senator Wagner of New York, have been told 
in another chapter. Again we quote from Author Joseph- 
son, a medical man, who has more than a passing knowl- 
edge of the subject: 
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“A few benefits have accured to mankind from the 
activities of the Rockefeller Foundation. These have been 
surprisingly few in comparison with the large sums ex- 
pended. Most of them that have had any real value have 
been sanitation projects that bore some relation to com- 
mercial or industrial developments. 

“It is notable in an era of vast strides in. the chemical 
phases of medicine, no basic discoveries and few signifi- 
cant ones have emanated from the Rockefeller group. 
Some outside investigators have been subsidized, however, 
after they made significant discoveries. 

“A large proportion of the discoveries announced, on the 
other hand, have proved unfounded. Among them are the 
following: “The discovery of the organism that causes 
infantile paralysis; the discovery of the organism that 
causes smallpox; the discovery of the organism causing 
measles; the discovery of a curative serum for pneumonia; 
the discovery of a preventive vaccine and curative serum 
for yellow fever; and numerous others. 


“Tremendous medico-political pressure has been brought 
to bear to protect the reputations of these supposed dis- 
coverers and of the Institute.” 

The Foundation was squared away by 1913 and opened 
offices at 61 Broadway, issuing its first annual report for 
the years 1913-1914. Its announcement started that it 
had been chartered by the state of New York May 14, 
1913 and its first trustees were: 

John D. Rockefeller Junior (President), John D. Rocke- 
feller (Senior), Frederick T. Gates (Montclair, NJ), Harry 
Pratt Judson (Chicago), Simon Flexner (New York), Starr 
J. Murphy (Montclair, NJ), Jerome D. Green of New 
York (secretary), Wickliffe Rose (Washington), Charles 
O. Heydt (Montclair), Charles W. Eliot (Cambridge, Mass) 
and A. Barton Hepburn (New York City).

John D. Senior gave an original $3,200,000 with promise 
of another $100,000,000 in securities. 

The first major objective of the Foundation was an- 
nounced as the establishment of the International Health 
Commission to — 

(1) Eradicate hookworm; 

(2) Investigate industrial relations; 

(3) Mental hygiene; 

(4) War relief; 

(5) Promotion of co-operation in Christian missions; 

(6) Medical work in China. 

The second major objective (already told in this volume) 
was to whitewash the House of Rockefeller (by diversion 
of the public mind) for the Ludlow massacres in the Colo- 
rado coal strike of 1913-1914. With the help of the great 
public relations engineer (Ivy Lee) and many millions of 
dollars of money spent by Rockefeller corporations for 
“advertising” in the press, Ivy Lee could proudly report 
to his employers “mission accomplished.” 

The flow of cash to schools, colleges, churches, hospitals 
and organizations of like character has been continued 
thru the years. All contributions have been well publicized 
in the various mediums of public information. 

Long before Ivy Lee passed on, to become St. Peter’s 
press agent at and beyond the Pearly Gates, the House 
of Rockefeller had taken, on a whole corps of press agents. 
They have done a good job, but their way has been greased 
with the ever mounting advertising appropriations of the 
corporations which make up the House of Rockefeller. 

The latest available annual report of the Rockefeller 
Foundation (1957) says the total of all amounts expended 
since 1913 is $565,456,661.65. Our own breakdown, ob- 
tained by going thru every annual report since 1913 and 
adding up the amounts given American colleges (with and 
without medical schools) shows that $61,862,999.32 was 
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given in this period to 52 universities and colleges that 
have medical schools. A much smaller sum was given to 
12 universities and colleges which lack the “foresight” to 
have medical branches. Not a thin or a shopworn Rocke- 
feller dime was give to drugless colleges. 
о 

Another brainchild of the ecclesiastical Mr. Gates was 
the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research. Where the 
Foundation and the Institute begin, end or overlap is hard 
to figure from published reports. There are many in the 
health field who feel that one of the principal functions 
of the Institute, from the standpoint of The House, is 
to find new and more uses for new and more drugs, since 
the House of Rockefeller has gotten into the drug field 
as our largest manufacturer of pharmaceuticals. 

Again we refer to Dr. Josephson’s YOUR LIFE IS 
THEIR TOY: 


“The next philanthropic institution founded by Rocke- 
feller under the advice of Gates, after endowing the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, was the Rockefeller Institute for Medi- 
cal Research. From its halls have been announced many 
medical discoveries. As will be related later, a very large 
proportion of these “discoveries” have proved to be false 
and without basis in fact; but even some of the false dis- 
coveries have been subject to intensive commercial ex- 
ploitation. 

“To what extent the exploitation of these discoveries 
rebounds to the advantage of the philanthropist is open 
to conjecture. Discoveries such as the improvement of 
the method of preparation of tryparsamide, have been 
patented by the Institute and licensed to manufacturers. 

“Whether the anti-pneumococcus serum processes, many 
of which were developed in the Institute, are patented or 
licensed has not been made public. But at least one of 
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the firms which exploits the serum has been identified in 
the public mind with the Rockefeller interests. 


“The Institute denies that it receives any royalties on 
its patents. It does not state whether it, or its sponsor, 
owns any stocks in the companies involved. It also refused 
to make public its stock holdings. This refusal is surpris- 
ing in view of the full and detailed publication made by 
the Foundation of all its holdings. 

“The Rockefellers have large interests in the chemical 
and pharmaceutical industries. They also have very large 
holdings in the German, Dye Trust and its American sub- 
sidiary, on the directorate of which the Standard Oil of 
New Jersey was represented by the president, the late 
Walter Teagle. 

“The Chase National Bank, with which the Rockefellers 
are closely identified has floated much Dye Trust securi- 
ties on the American market; and its attorneys, Milbank, 
Tweed, Hope and Webb, headed by A. G. Milbank, Chair- 
man of the Board of the Borden Company and the Mil- 
bank Memorial Fund, have acted for these interests. The 
enormous profits that are being made on recently discov- 
ered drugs are described in another chapter. Through 
Chase National, the Rockefeller interests share in the prof- 
its of the Borden Company and the Milk Trust. 

“It is reasonable to suppose that an institution operated 
with the efficiency and in the spirit of the Rockefeller 
philanthropies would not be so unbusinesslike as to cast 
to the winds the large profits which have developed from 
some of the Institute’s products. Gates undoubtedly was 
a business genius of the rarest foresight and perspicacity.” 

The Institute’s own description and appraisal of its ac- 
tivities says it is to “assist, conduct and encourage in- 
vestigations in the science and arts of hygiene, medicine 
and surgery.” And that its research is confined to animal 
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pathology, biochemical genetics, biochemistry, biophysics, 
cytology, developmental biology, general physiology, gen- 
etics, history of science, immunology, microbiology, neuro- 
physiology, parasitology, pathology, physical chemistry 
and plant pathology. 

The fact that no research and development is made into 
the drugless sciences, more successful in the treatment of 
human ills than drug-ology, gives added weight to the 
obvious fact that the Rockefeller Institute isn’t as much 
interested in human health and longevity as it is in find- 
ing new drugs and new uses for drugs. 

The bulk of the drug traffic is owned and controlled 
by the House of Rockefeller. Drugless doctors specialize 
in preventing disease — and not in covering it up with 
expensive drugs and chemicals. 

Well people don’t buy drugs, and it seems the House of 
Rockefeller doesn’t like that. 


Chapter 14 
Nelson For President 


The Bible says “By their works ye shall know them.” 
This is just present day Engħsh for “Тһе only way you 
can judge a man’s future actions is by his past ones.” 

Nelson Rockefeller, in spite of all denials, is running 
for the 1960 Presidential nomination and election for all 
he is worth. The McCann-Erickson public relations firm 
was hired many months ago to “humanize” him and they 
did a darned good job. Their fee was up in six figures 
but they earned every dollar of it. 

Now they have told him to deny he has any designs on 
the Presidency. He has done so. They told him to wait 
until 1960 to level about it; to be the last (not the first) 
to throw his hat in the ring. He will do so. 

This naturally brings up the question — What manner 
of President would Nelson A. Rockefeller make should he 
make it? The record is clear for all who can read and 
put two and two together. 

Nelson has been “reforming the United States govern- 
ment” ever since he and his colleagues of the House of 
Rockefeller slugged the popular choice (Taft) out of the 
1952 nomination and put their No. 1 Boy (Eisenhower) 
in the White House. 

Eisenhower was “prevailed” upon to let Nelson reor- 
ganize the Executive branch. However, when his report 
came out, it was only a reorganization of the three de- 
fense arms. This was reputedly a consolidation of Army, 
Navy and Air Force. It would make all three services 
work in harmony and co-ordination, and cut down mil- 
lions of dollars in duplications. Or, so it was said. 
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In practice, it worked just the opposite. The three 
forces bickered all the more. The government payroll was 
“augmented” by hundreds of “workers” and two jobs 
seemed to grow where one grew before. When it became 
so transparently apparent that the Rockefeller Reorgani- 
zation Plan was a bust, Nelson tried again. 

He said (without admitting it was his own handiwork) 
that the reorganization was all wrong and that he should 
reorganize it again. So, in Mid-March 1958 he made 
another reorganization report. It got reams and reams 
of newspaper publicity, but that’s all that has happened, 
so far. 

In his campaign for Governor of New York, Nelson 
talked loudly and long about “reforms” needed in govern- 
ment. He was rather vague about the particular reforms 
needed but Hoffman Nickerson, a Rockefeller ghost writer, 
‘wasn’t. 

Mr. Nickerson wrote a book titled THE AMERICAN 
RICH in which he expressed the views of the House of 
Rockefeller which are Nelson’s also, since he is now the 
House’s bellwether and man-of-all-tasks. Speaking thru 
Author Nickerson, the House of Rockefeller said the 
American government was intended to be, and must be 
made, first an elective, and then a hereditary, monarchy. 

It doesn’t require any imagination to figure who will 
be the royal family, the perpetual dynasty, if this Rocke- 
feller Program is consummated. Mr. Nickerson said that 
all minorities — negro, Jewish and presumably unregen- 
erate Catholics — must be used in the process of nullifying 
the Constitution. 

Prof. Philip Moseley, member of Rockefeller’s Council 
on Foreign Relations and an officer of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, wrote: 

“Over the long run great numbers of people will judge 
both the Soviet and American systems, not by how much

individual freedom they preserve, but how much they con- 
tribute (in freedom or without it) to develop a better 
livelihood and a greater feeling of social fulfilment.” 

That, in essence, is the “reform” in government Nelson 
Rockefeller has intimated he is interested in foisting on 
us. It would be an American dictatorship of the type 
“enjoyed” by Hitler’s Germany, Mussolini’s Italy, Lenin’s 
and Stalin’s Russia, and the paternalism of our New, Fair, 
Raw and Ike Deals. 

When Nelson was a Democratic Assistant Secretary of 
State in 1944 and 1945, one of his subordinates was Alger 
Hiss. Hiss was, at that time, engaged in stealing top 
secret data (including plans for the atom bomb) from 
State Department files. He was sending them each night 
to Soviet Espionage Headquarters in New York City by 
Soviet Courier Whitaker Chambers. 

If Nelson didn’t known about these acts of espionage 
and treason, then he was the stupidest bureaucrat in 
Washington. And stupid is something Nelson has never 
been called. 

The record shows that, instead of helping Hiss into a 
penitentiary or an electric chair, Nelson made a pal of 
him. He took Hiss to San Francisco in 1945, where Hiss 
architected the United Nations Charter. 

Neither Nelson or Hiss were members of the American 
delegation. This was headed by Senator Vandenburg, a 
longtime Rockefeller stooge. But Hiss planned the things 
that Russia wanted and Nelson pulled the strings so that 
the American delegation acquiesced. 

One of these things Russia wanted was the veto power, 
so that the entire UN set-up could be made totally in- 
operative by Russian “nyets.” What Russia wanted, Hiss 
and Rockefeller got for them. As Senator Vandenburg 
at the time said, “What Rockefeller wants, Rockefeller 
gets.” 
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This creature of Alger Hiss and Nelson Rockefeller 
(United Nations) has been an unmitigated farce insofar 
as preventing wars is concerned. In 1955 CAPSULE 
NEWS listed seven hot (shooting) and 13 cold (talking) 
wars going on at that time. 

United Nations was used as an alibi by President Tru- 
man when he started his own private war in Korea — a 
war that brought misery to 100,000 American homes. Mr. 
Truman’s wisecrack that it was just a “police action’ didn’t 
alleviate or assuage this grief. 

Quoting direct from Dr. Josephson, the New York cor- 
respondent of CAPSULE NEWS: 

“During World War II the 32-year-old Nelson, who was 
younger than many who had been drafted, made his Co- 
Ordinator of Inter-American Affairs office a hot-bed of 
Communism from which Latin America was steadily in- 
filtrated. He employed Bob Miller, a notorious Red, editor 
of the Communist Party’s Latin American publication 
THE HEMISPHERE, as head of this political research 
division. 

“On the recommendation of Miller, he purchased the 
Communist files of THE HEMISPHERE. It was pop- 
ularly reported that to obtain a position in the “office” 
a Communist Party card was a pre-requisite, so complete 
was the cooperation of the Rockefeller-Soviet Axis. 

“These Reds complemented the host of Axis agents that 
had been unloaded into the State Department, by Rocke- 
feller’s Council on Foreign Relations, Institute of Pacific 
Relations, Foundations and subsidiaries at the outset of 
the New Deal. 

“The most notable of them were Alger Hiss, Owen 
Lattimore, Joseph E. Johnson, William W. Lockwood, and 
Dean Acheson. 

“Nelson Rockefeller, who has never been modest in his 
numerous demands for taxpayers’ money for his own uses, 
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demanded and secured from the Congress outlandish funds 
for buying up Latin America. 

“Supposedly this money was to be used for gaining the 
support of those lands for our war effort. Actually it 
was used to corrupt their officials, to further Communist 
infiltration, to subvert their governments, and above all 
else, to secure for the Rockefellers personally, and for 
their interests, the properties that they coveted. 

“Thus LA PRENSA of New York (Latin America’s 
mouthpiece in this country) reported that Bolivia was in- 
formed that it would not receive any of the money unless 
it turned over to the Standard Oil certain oil lands. 

“In Brazil, Nelson Rockefeller became the possessor of 
vast expanses of land in Bella Horizonte and Minas Geraes 
provinces, supposedly with President Getulio Vargas as a 
silent partner. These acqusitions made the Rockefellers 
coffee producers of first magnitude. 

“In the cartelization of coffee, the American market has 
been reserved for Brazilian coffee. They lost no money 
on it when the coffee price was jiggled from 20c to $1.50 
with the help of U. S. taxpayers’ money. And the price 
of coffee to American coffee drinkers doubled and tripled. 

“Early in the Eisenhower Administration, Nelson proved 
his unfitness for any job higher than dog catcher by hav- 
ing the Rockefeller puppet (President Eisenhower) ap- 
point him Chairman of the Committee on Reorganization 
of the Executive Branch of the Federal Government. 

“Nelson forgot about everything but the defense set up. 
Under his ‘able planning’ the three armed services were 
supposedly co-ordinated into one, and an extra super 
special cabinet post, known as Secretary of Defense, 
created. This was supposed to make our three armed 
forces work as one unit, to cut out duplications and ex- 
travagances, not to speak of bickering between the big 
brass of the three services. 
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“How Nelson managed to do it is amazing, but he 
created an organization that was more divided than ever, 
that squandered more money than even he had dreamed of 
and that brought our defenses to such a state of disrepute 
that top ranking officers warned we would be sitting ducks 
for a powerful enemy the way things were going. 

“Then, in March 1958, Nelson got out another ‘Rocke- 
feller Report’ which the Kept Press heralded widely with 
ridiculous fulsomeness. In this ‘report’, Nelson complete- 
ly forgot that he was responsible for the Mess in the Pen- 
tagon, by saying that the Defense reorganization was all 
wrong and ought to be changed — to his way.” 

This led Dr. Josephson to write in CAPSULE NEWS, 
a column titled “Report on the Rockefeller Report”: 

“Nelson Rockefeller came into his own when he en- 
gineered our defeat in the Korean War by the dismissal 
of General MacArthur before he could wipe the Chinese 
Reds off the map of Asia. Nelson professed ‘horror’ at 
the brutality of his Axis partner toward the Gls, thereby 
creating another of the House of Rockefeller’s ‘emergency’ 
devices for looting the US on a tremendous scale. There- 
by he laid the groundwork for economic chaos and a com- 
ing Depression. 

“He named it the Point Four Program. The Point Four 
Program is of exceptional interest, because in its develop- 
ment the line of command in the Rockefeller-Soviet Axis 
is more apparent than is usual in these ‘foreign aid’ steals. 
The plan originated with the Rockefellers as one of the 
fake philanthropies of their Foundation in the late 1930's, 
at the same time the UN conspiracy was hatched by them. 

“Then the propaganda was transmitted by the Alger 
Hiss cell in Rockefeller’s Council on Foreign Relations to 
the agenda of The Communist Party. It became Com- 
munist Party Line.” 

This book has shown that there is a definite tie-up be- 
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tween the House of Rockefeller and Soviet Russia, due 
solely to the House’s greed for the Almighty Dollar thru 
Standard Oil’s Russian and Iron Curtain countries hold- 
ings. 

The Rockefellers are smart; they don’t overlook a bet. 
One of the lessons they have learned from their Soviet 
associates is that the best way to get rid of political oppo- 
sition is to liquidate it — quickly, emphatically, brutally 
if necessary. 

So when it was announced that Vice President Nixon 
was going to South America on a goodwill tour, the Rocke- 
feller brains went into action. Three weeks before the 
Nixon tour began they sent an agent provocateur to South 
America to stir up “demonstrations” against Mr. Nixon. 

The plan was to send Nelson down later and have paid 
Communist agitators stage “friendly demonstrations” for 
Nelson. (This was done immediately after the November 
elections.) He could then go before the Republican con- 
vention in 1960 and (he hoped) destroy his strongest op- 
ponent by saying: 

“See, Nixon is unpopular all over the world. I’m pop- 
ular. Make me President and I can make good neighbors 
of every nation on the globe.” 

But when the savage demonstrations got out of hand 
(after our State Department had ordered security meas- 
ures withdrawn) and the attempt was made to murder 
Mr. Nixon and his wife at Caracas, the plan backfired. 


How easy it was to stir up anti-American demonstra- 
tions in South America was shown by CAPSULE NEWS 
with: 

“On May 8th the Associated Press correspondent in 
Lima (Peru) reported a ‘cold reception’ for our Vice 
President when he stepped off his plane. The AP reporter 
said Peru is both alarmed and resentful because the United 
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States has raised the import duties on lead, zinc, and cop- 
per — Peru’s main exports. 

“What has been played down by the Press is the fact 
that our own Mr. Nixon was jeered on the streets of 
Montevideo (Uruguay), pushed away from the Congres- 
sional chambers in Buenos Aires (Brazil) and heckled over 
our economic ‘partiality’ in Paraguay. 

“It is no secret that there is much resentment South 
of the Equator because the Americans are shovelling bil- 
lions (328 at the last count) to the panhandling nations 
of Europe and Asia while not sending even a paltry bil- 
lion to our real friends in South America.” 

How right they are, On all counts. 

The stupidest foreign policy of all is that of ignoring 
the South and Central American sources of so-called cri- 
tical war materials, while buying from places across the 
sea — sources that would be immediately “dried up” in 
event of an attack on the United States by a European 
or Asian nation. 

Up to three years ago the raiders of the US Treasury 
for “foreign aid” claimed we needed to make friends with 
all European and Asiatic nations because we were getting 
our critical war materials from them. We would need 
their friendship in time of war. So they said. 

However, a Senate committee investigated these claims 
and found them 100% false. The committee was headed 
by Senator Malone of Nevada but, aside from rendering 
the report, has made no effort to correct the condition. 
The Kept Press pretty well ignored the story. 

The Malone Report, made after an extensive two years 
of research, showed that it is totally unnecessary to go to 
Madagascar or Indonesia for raw materials to fashion a 
war machine and equip it. It also showed that, in the 
event we were attacked, the supply would immediately 
stop, because our overseas shipping lanes would be cut 
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in two by Russian (or other enemy) submarines. For 
instance — 

In steel production (the Malone Committee reported) 
we go to India for the very important ore know as man- 
ganese, whereas Brazil has reserves of 60,000,000 tons. 

Bauxite is indispensable in aluminum manufacture. 
Jamaica, Haiti and the Guineas have all we could ever 
need, yet we send to Ceylon and Madagascar for it. 

Mica is brought in from South Africa, Asia and Europe, 
when it is plentifully obtainable from Argentine, Brazil, 
Bolivia and Canada. | 

We import large quantities of bismuth from Asia and 
Europe, when we could get it for 25% of the transporta- 
tion costs from Peru and Bolivia. 

Tin is brought in from Europe, Asia, Africa and Aus- 
tralia, when it can be gotten much cheaper from the Ar- 
gentine, Mexico, Canada and Alaska. 

Mexico and Brazil produce 32% of the world’s antimony 
supply, yet we send all the way to Red China for it on 
the stupid theory that if we do this, Red China will keep 
supplying us with antimony if Russia attacks us. 

We send to Africa for cobalt, when Cuba has the largest 
deposits in the world. 

We send to Africa for copper when we could get what 
we need about our own production from Peru and Chile. 

Not only are the American taxpayers stuck for hundreds 
of millions of dollars in unnecessary transportation costs, 
but our Washington bureaucrats are deliberately crippling 
any future war effort we may need to pursue. 

This policy of ignoring our neighbors to the South is 
directly opposite what Nelson Rockefeller told them dur- 
ing the war, when he appointed himself Co-ordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs. And all the while he was or- 
ganizing down there his own personal Point Four Pro- 
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gram, whereby he set up a large number of personal in- 
dustries at the expense of the American taxpayers. 

Our reciprocal trade policies, it seems, not only hit 
American businesses (not connected with the House of 
Rockefeller) but South American industry also. A high 
tariff is put on critical war materials that the United 
States should be buying itself, and bringing in duty free. 

The tariff is taken off Japanese, Italian, German and 
Russian goods so that their coolie labor (13c an hour) 
can unfairly compete with American labor. As a result, 
whole industries are folding. The principal ones so far 
stricken are textiles, coal, pottery and tuna fish. 


Most of our large city dailies, particularly in the New 
York area, are fulsomely hailing Rockefeller’s victory over 
Averell Harriman — by the way, a foundation stone of 
the House of Rockefeller himself — as “ап oasis in the 
Republican desert of defeat.” They are calling Nelson 
“a new comet in the political skies.” 

Actually Nelson only polled 55% of the total vote (3,- 
117,864 to 2,839,308) after spending the staggering sum 
of $25,000,000 or more directly — and untold hundreds 
of millions indirectly. 

The Rockefeller bought-and-paid-for victory wasn’t the 
only Republican oasis, altho it was the most expensive 
one. Senator Goldwater, down in Arizona, polled 56% of 
the vote cast with an expenditure of only $100,000. True, 
there were 20 times as many voters to be solicited in New 
York than there were in Arizona. It is also true there 
is a lot of difference between $100,000 and $25,000,000 
plus. 

In Maryland the Republicans had another oasis. Sena- 
tor Beall was re-elected. He polled 51% of the state vote 
with an expenditure of $102,424.04. Тп Pennsylvania, a 
state not so much smaller than New York, the Philadel- 
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New York newspapers merely to announce 12 telephone 
numbers which one could call to receive transcribed 
answers to “questions” Nelson had asked himself. These 
were cleverly prepared for him by the McCann-Erickson 
people. 

During the campaign, the Rockefellers contributed $1,- 
500,000 to the Catholic Charities of Tarrytown and his 
campaign managers made the most of it. All Catholics 
were thereby obligated to vote for Rockefeller, they said. 

Nelson himself told a negro audience that all New York 
negroes should vote for him because the Rockefeller ‘“‘phi- 
lanthropies” had contributed $50,000,000 to negro projects 
since 1948.

Nelson Rockefeller is not a Republican, but a changeling. 
He changes his politics with the Administration in power, 
so that he can better use the power of Rockefeller money- 
bags to secure special privileges for them that are denied 
to concerns not connected with the House of Rockefeller. 

During the Roosevelt and Truman administrations, he 
called himself a Democrat and was a Democratic office 
holder under both Presidents. When the pendulum swung 
to the Republicans in 1952, he changed into a Republican. 

New York Republican leaders made known their dis- 
taste for him early in the gubernatorial campaign, but 
when he opened his checkbook, they made known their 
liking for his grandfather’s gold. The same checkbook 
that made him the fairhaired boy at the White House 
during the Roosevelt, Truman and Eisenhower administra- 
tions. 

During the Roosevelt Administration, FDR gave him 
his choice of spots in the limelight. Instead of choosing 
the Army or Navy, Nelson chose the South American 
field, where he could look after future goodwill for Ameri- 
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can Big Business, particularly Rockefeller business. In 
the fiscal year 1944, he spent $37,000,000 of appropriated 
American taxpayers’ money on this South American boon- 
doggle and in the fiscal year 1945, over $18,000,000. 

Where this money went, and why the American people 
and taxpayers never got a penny’s benefit from it, showed 
in his own testimony before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. When asked what his Office of Co-Ordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs was doing for the war effort, 
Nelson testified: 

“We are building a strong but positive unity between 
all nations of the Western Hemisphere in order that they 
may successfully carry the war to victory, and that they 
may work jointly toward sound world reconstruction.” 

These are his exact words, but most Americans have 
been under the impression that the only nation of the 
Western Hemisphere that did anything in Europe or the 
Pacific was the United States. A Senator asked Nelson 
what he and his associates were doing to arrange for the 
South and Central American nations to win the war for 
us. He answered: 


“We are establishing groups in various American cities 
that want us to win the war. In San Francisco there 
are 13 inter-American groups devoted to the study and 
dissemination of information locally.” 

Senator Tydings said: 

“Where does this tie in with the war effort? I thought 
they were all loyal Americans out there.” 

Nelson answered: 

“That is right. They are all loyal Americans, and that 
is why they are undertaking this program.” 

Senator McKellar asked what Nelson was doing to help 
win the war. He replied: 

“I spoke at the Chamber of Commerce in San Francisco, 
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and at that meeting there were representative of those 
18 groups interested in inter-American affairs. Because 
they are convinced of the importance of our relations with 
other American republics, they would like more effectively 
to bring to the attention of their community the signifi- 
cance of that relationship was its importance to them, and 
what it will mean to them in the future from the point 
of view of expanding and maintaining full employment 
in their areas.” 
The Senators gave up. 


The Rockefellers can, and usually do, purchase enough 
brains for any enterprise they engage in to avoid a slip- 
up. But right at Nelson’s own fireside, they overlooked 
a slip-up that can ruin Nelson with America’s 6,000,000 
Jewish voters, if it ever slips into the columns of the 
“friendly” press. 

The Anti-Defamation League was alerted to this Rocke- 
fellerism during the New York campaign but was as silent 
as the tomb about it. The ADL pretends to be the watch- 
dog of anti-semitism. It goes after all the smallfry pro- 
fessional Jew-baiters, but the one individual who can 
really give their people trouble is “overlooked.” 


Nelson’s son (Stephen) was a student at Princeton, 
Class of 1958. Steve’s Uncle John is a Trustee of Prince- 
ton University. So are five other wheelhorses of the 
House of Rockefeller. 

Alger Hiss was invited to speak at Princeton’s Whig 
Cliosophical Society on “world affairs.” Patriotic organi- 
zations the country over protested. Father Halton, Prince- 
ton’s Catholic chaplain, said there was nothing about world 
affairs that Hiss could tell and make anybody believe, 
since he was a convicted perjurer. 

Stephen Rockefeller was reported behind this invitation 
to his father’s erst-while pal. He stood firm. President 
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Harold W. Dodds was ordered to fire Father Halton. He 
refused. Shortly after, Mr. Dodds was “replaced” by a 
Professor Goheen, who promptly fired Father Halton. 

In the winter of 1958, 17 Jewish sophomores were “їп- 
cluded out” of the invitations to break bread at the 17 
campus dining clubs. It was found that Stephen Rocke- 
feller engineered this, as chairman of the Interclub Com- 
mittee, the governing organization of the 17 dining clubs. 

Father Halton came to the defense of the Jewish “ex- 
patriates.” He said: 

“These eating clubs have deliberately cultivated social 
and religious prejudices subversive to the academic side 
of Princeton. Religious discrimination at Princeton 
against Catholics and other denominations is common 
knowledge.” 

Adolescents do not usually get their ideas about minority 
races being second-class citizens out of thin air. These 
ideas begin at the family fireside, at the dining table, or 
in the close confines of the family circle. The New York 
HERALD-TRIBUNE, now Rockefeller controlled, told 
how close Steve and his father were during the recent 
campaign. 

It is no secret to anyone (but the Anti-Defamation 
League) where Stephen Clark Rockefeller developed his 
feeling that Jewish people are second-class citizens. 
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
